TAFT TAKES HELM 


IN TARIFF MAKING 


President Gently but Firmly 
in Conference Lays Down. 
Law to Leaders in Sen- 
ate and House. 


HE SEES THE INSURGENTS 


Free Hides and Crude Oil and a 
— Cotton Schedule Which Peo- 
ple Will Approve White 
House Demands.

Washington. D C., July 10.—[Special.j— 
Gently but firmly. President Taft is laying 
down the law in connection with the tariff 
situation. 

This has been a day of White house confer- 
ences Yestercay afterncon Mr. Taft told 
Mr. AlBich what he wanted the senator to 
do. Last night he discussed the attitude of 
the house with Speaker Cannon. This morn- 
ing he talked with representatives of the in- 
surgents, with high tariff senators, and with 
several celegations urging free hides or 
heavy duties upon articles in which they 
were particularly interested. 

Tonight the president had a lengthy inter- 
yiew with Representative Payne, chairman 
of the ways and means committee and a 
leading house conferee. He has arranged 
several] conferences for tomorrow and for 
Monday morning. 


Demands Made by President. 


To the men representing special interests 


- the president gave no indication of his views. 


To those mén who are members of the senate 
and house. anc’ particularly the leaders and 
conferees. the executive stated that he 
wanted: 

Free hides. 

House rates on fron and steel. 

- House rate on lumber. 

Free crude oil. withc<t the countervailing 
duty. 

Senate rate on coal, although the president 
would prafer that this commodity be admitted 
free. | 

Senate rates on cotton gloves and hosiery, 
but a cotton schedule generally that the people 
will approve. 

President Taft is finding that his corpora- 
tlun tax amendment is not as popular as he 
expected. It is looked upon with suspicion in 
the house and the representatives of that

Taft Firm in Position.

@ corporation tax remain in the bill. It is 
possible, however, that the rate of the tax 
may be reduced from 2 to 1 percent. -., 
It is understood that the aftorney general 
and Senator Root will rewrite the corpora- 
tion tax amendment in line with an agree- 
ment which the conferees undoubtedly will 
reach. 
In the completed draft the Clapp amend- 
ment imposing a tax upon holding companies 
will not appear. The president is inclined 


to believe that the principle of double tara-— 


tion, which would be involved, migh*: cause 
the Supreme court to hold the provision un- 
constitutional. 

If his wishes are observed, he is aatisticd 
that every Republican, both in the senate 
and the house, with the possible exception of 
Senator La Follette of Wisconsin, can be in- 
duced to vote for the passage of the tariff 
measure. Instead of a divided party he will 
bave then a united party. 

On the other hand, if the standpatters are 
obdurate and refuse to make the concessions 
Mr. Taft considers essential. he will have 
to censider what he will! do. 


Taft Makes No Threat. 


A leader in congress was quoted tcday as 
stating that the only way the president could 
secure substantia] concessions was by threat 
of using the veto. The president has made 
no such threat, He believes much can be ac- 
eomplished by suasion coupled with firmness. 

Where a senator or a representative of in- 
fivence has advocated a duty which Mr. Taft 
believes excessive, he will send for that 
member and present tc him the importance 
of giving way. He already has done this in 
Ohe or two c=ses with men who are not con- 
terees. 

It is a tribute to Mr. Taft's personality that 
he has-achieved success in one or two impor- 
tant inetances. In the case of crude oil, for 
eMpmiih, ite house placed this commodity 
upon the free list and the senate prescribed 
& countervailing duty equal to one-half of the 
rate collectid by the shipping country upon 
American ci] which it imported. The sena- 
tors who voted for the countervailing duty 
Ste entirely willing to abardon it, which will

Just who is entitled to the decision over 
George Dawson, boxing instructor of the Chi- 
cago Athletic association and ex-welter- 
weight champion pugilist of Australia. in the 
unadvertised “sane Fourth” free for all 
match pulled off in Wheaton was not clearly 
established at the trial of Dawson and his 
brother on an assault and battery chawe in 
Wheaton y anerdey. 

After being *‘ beaten up’”’ by a company of 
young men and women, George and his 
brother, John Dawson, were arrested on com- 
plaint of the three boys in the party, and 
their case was partly heard before Justice 
of the Peace Frank E. Herrick, ably and 
often advised by J. F. Snyder, attorney for 
the complainants. Attorney John M. Harlan, 
one of George's boxing pupils, defended the 
Dawson brothers—a labor of love. After 
hearing three witnesses the justice contin- 
ued the case to next Tuesday. 

Charies J. Schatz, 24 years old, “the 
Wheaton Kid,” who tips the scales at about 
118, admits that he was the chief slugger of 
the anti-Dawson forces, and further admits 
with great. pride that he gave the black eye 
which the former terror of welterweights is 
wearing by landing a nifty left arm swing. 
Dawson is sure the “‘ bum lamp ’’ came from 


‘the toe of a boot applied while the boys and 


girls had him down in a ditch. 


Might Have Killed Dawson! 

“It's a good thing for Dawson,” asserted 
terrible Charley, “that my right arm was 
entirely out of commission—I had it in a 
sling—otherwise it might have gone much 
worse for Dawson; much, much worse.”’ 

And the young man and his pals serenely 
believed it, overlooking the obvious fact that 
Dawson could lick a dozen of them with one 
hand tied behind if the scrap were not com- 
plicated by the activities of hampering a 
scratching girls. For George wouldn't strik 
a lady. 

There is no doubt that George got “ his." 

The jeft eye was still black yesterday and 
the eyebrow had not healed where it had been 
laid open. The Dawsons insist that the *' We 
Are Seven "’ club attacked them because they 
remonstrated when one of the boys after 
molesting John Dawson's cow and horse ap- 
plied an epithet to the Dawsons. 
..The members of the “ sane Fourth "* party 
say that George and ‘“‘Jack’’ Dawson “jumped 
on”’ them without a word of warning and 
without the least provocation, They admit 
that a girl expressed a fear of the “ awfu! 
cow '’ and that Archie Schatz started to lead 
the cow out of the road {9 let the girls pass 
unharmed, but that the cow ran back towaré 
her owner. 

Then they assert the boxer and hig brother 
set out in pursuit, basely struck down one of 
the boys, and would have whipped giris ana 
all but for the valor of the young men and 
women, whe admit with becoming modesty 
that they hac the pair whipped when the 
screams of the girle brought others to the 
scene of the battle royal and a truce was de- 
clared, 


“We Certainly Licked Them.” 

“We were just out for a@ little holiday 
walk,”’ Charlie Schatz said. ‘‘In the party 
were Archie. my ene ee old; Anna, 
my sister, 16 years old; bert Vallette, 20 
years old; and Miss Maude Strickiana, Miss 
Sarah Friedman, and Miss Mildred Brown, 
all of Chicago. We géve the Dawsons no 
cause to attack us, but we certainly licked 
them after they started the fight.” 

A warrant was sworn out for the arrest of 
the Dawsone Monday night and they were 
arraigned and the trial started before Jus- 
tice Herrick.

Bishop McFaul Reviews Criti-. 


cism of Modern Teachings. 


SEES DANGER TO MORALITY. 


Catholic Prelate Declares His First 
Utterances Were Misquotea. 


Philadelphia, Pa., July 10.—[Special.]—The 
Rt. Rev. James A. McFaul, Roman Catholic 
bishop of Trenton, N. J., has written a let- 
ter which will be published tomorrow, in 
which he reviews what he has said of the doc- 
trines taught in some American colleges. 
He begins his letter thus: 

“In reply to your request that I give my 
views upon the press reports of my address 
delivered at the fifty-ninth annual com- 
mencement of the College of St. Francis Xav- 
ler in New York, permit me to state that the 
New York press, with very few exceptions, 
gave a garbled report and afterward wrote 
up sensational interviews, making me use 
arguments and language of thelr own. I 
never answered any of the presidents or the 
faculties of any of the universities, neither 
did I make a special attack on any particular 
institution.” 

Discusses Catholic Press. 

Discussing the Catholic press, Bishop Mc- 
Faul says American Catholics are behind the 
Germans in their support of the Catholic 
publications. Continuing, the bishop writes: 

“Then, turning to the young men, I ap- 
pealed to the taste they have cultivated in 
college for reading wholesome literature and 
advised them to support the Catholic press 
of the United States. 

“At this point I thought it desirable to em- 
phasize Catholic education as exemplified in 
the young graduates who stood before me. 
I deprecated the mad race after ‘ society’ 
on the part of some of our wealthy Catholics, 
which led them ta send their sons and daugh- 
tere to non-Catholic institutions of learning, 
and, taking my arguments especially from 
a magazine which contained an article by 
Harold Bolce entitled ‘‘ Blasting of the Rock 
of Ages,"’ I declared that it was there as- 
serted that certain universities taucht doc- 
trines subversive of Christian faith and 
Christian morality, end that !¢€ this were 
true Catholics could not send their children 
to such institutions. 


Refers to University of Chicago. 


‘‘Mr. Bolce refers to such institutions as 
Harvard, Yale, Princeton, the University of 
Pennsylvania, the George Washington uni- 
versity, William and Mary college, the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, Columbia university, 
Syracuse university, and the University of 
California, and he cays that his information 
regarding the teachings of these institutions 
has been obtained from attending lectures, 
from interviews with members of the facul- 
ties, and from ccasuiting the typewritten or 
printed records of what is taught fn those in- 
stitutions. 

“ He adds that he heard all the multiplex 
issues of morality, as well as the important 
problems of political economy—marriage, di- 
vorce, the home, religion, and democracy— 
eubjected to merciless analysis, as if they 
were mere fossils, vertebrates, equations, 
eheraical elements, or chimeras.”’ 


Quotes from Magazine. 

Bishop McFaul next quotes in his letter 
the summing up of the magazine article by 
the editor of the Cosmopolitan, in which it 
is said that in many classrooms it is taught 


that the home as.an institution is doomed; 
that there are no absolute evils; that !mmo- 
rality Is simply an act of contravention of 
society's accepted standards; that democracy 
is a failure, and that the change from one 
religion to another is like getting a new hat. 

The bishop s&ays that it is futile to reply 
to these arguments by impeaching either the 
magazine or the author of the articles. 
Specific charges have been made, he writes, 
‘which require specific rerutations from the 
accused professors.”’ 


“Spawn of Infidel Universities.” 
Bishop McFaul coatinues and concludes 
thus: 

* Those who are acquainted with the teach- 
ings of some American university profeagors, 
who are but the spawn of the infidel univer- 
sities of Europe, know that I need-not confine 
myself for proof to the magazines I nen- 
tioned. I could refer to ‘The Reorganiza- 
tion of Our Colleges,’ written by C. F. Birds- 
eye and published by the Baker & Taylor 

company of New York, an erticle on ‘ The 
College Home and College Vices,’ and similar 
works. 

“I prefer, however, to pass over student 
life and call the attention of the public to 
the anti-Christian teachings of the profes- 
sors; for, if they are actually attacking 
christianity and striving to undermine 
Christian faith and Christian morality, it is 
high time that the American people should 
know It, 


Reviews Own Career. 

“I have lived in the state of New Jersey 
for the last fifty-five years. I have been 
actively engaged in the ministry for thirty- 
two years. As bishop I have charge of near- 
ly 150,000 souls, oldand young. Nearly 13,000 
children are in our parish schools, Some of 
them are ready for college. Before GodI am 
responsible for their salvation, and must 
point out the poisonous pastures upon which 
they might trespass to their injury without 
my warning. 

‘The ‘yellow press’ has endeavored to 
represent me as an ecclesiastical pugilist. 
whereas those who are acquainted with me 
are aware that I am a quiet, peaceable Cath- 
olic bishop with the courage, howéver, of 
using, when necessary, American freedom of 
speech and praising the good as well as blam- 
ing the bad.’’ 


LEADER OF JAP SUGAR TRUST

He shot himself through the head with a 
revolver. Sakao was one of the twenty- 
three persons on whom sentence was pro- 
nounced a few days ago. 

Several of those convicted were members of 
the national! diet.

GIANT STOPS HUNT FOR CHILD | 


Deputy Factory Inspector Seeks 
Young Actor; Meets Big Man. 


LATTER GIVES UP LATER ON 


Object of Search Alleged to Be 20 Years 
Ola, Though Looking 16. 


When Clark Johnson, deputy state fac- 
tory Inspector, went to the Majestic theater 
Friday night in pursuance of a hot clew that 
two children were appearing on the stage, 
he encountered George Auger, a, giant, who 
stands 8 feet 4 in his stocking feet. Mr. 
Auger menaced Mr. Johnson, thereby caus- 
sug the deputy inspector much consternation. 

The German giant reached down and 
plucked up Ernest Rommel, the alleged child, 
and, holding him high above the reach of 
Mr. Johnson, he shook and told him that 
he was “naughty” and must not answer 
any more of the “impertinent inspector’s ” 
questions, and thereupon tossed him lightly 
to the back of the stage. Having disposed 
of Rommel, Auger, of the eight feet, turned 
his attention to Inspector Johnson, and, 
leaning over to shake his huge fist in his 
face, told him several things in deep base 
tones, all of which only, added to Mr. John- 
son's discomfiture. 


“T’ve Got to Get Him.” 

There was a conference yesterday morning 
between Johnson and his superior, E. T. 
Davies, state factory inspector, in which the 
former detailed his experienices of the night 
before. 

‘*I leave it to you if that isn’t enough to 

fill any cne with chagrin,” said Johnson at 
the conclusion of his recital, “ but to make 
it all the worse there were about ten aciors 
and actresses standing about on the stage 
enjoying my discomfiture and applauding the 
giant. I've got to get him, but how, that’s 
the question.” 
Chief Inspector Davies suggested that as 
warrant ce sworn out for Auger, charging 
him with obstructing the inspector in the 
performance of his duties,, and advised John- 
son to get a posse of bailiffs to serve it. 


Everybody Hesitates. 

‘The warrant was sworn out, but, it being 
an unusual proceeding to send a posse to 
take one person, no one bailiff seemed 

willing to take the risk alone, ,after hearing 
of “the size of the:-man he was expected "to 
take into custody. It was after 12 o'clock, 
each said, and Saturday afternoon iea halt 
holiday at the Municipal court as well 1s 
other places. 

Finally, however, a man was discovered 
who was willing to exhibit his prowess, and, 
armed with warrants for the giant and Rom- 
mel, the alleged child,, Johnson and the bail- 
iff set forth to the theater.

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UNIONIST SLUGS A REPORTER 


Representative of ‘‘The Trib- 
une’ Attacked by Carpenter. 


BLOW ANSWER TO QUESTION. 


Try to Conceal Criticism of Police for 
Altman Arrest. 


Le Roy A. Van Patten, a reporter for THE 
TRIBUNE, was slugged last night by a man 
supposed to be a member of the wrecking 
crew of the carpenters’ union. The assault 
occurred in front of 145 Randolph street a 
few minutes after the weekly meeting of the 
district counail of the United Brotherhood of 
Carpenters. The meeting was presided over 
by John A. Metz, businessagent of the union, 
who recently was held by the police as one 
who might know something about “ bomb 
31.” 

The gathering of the carpenters was be- 
hind closed doors and no one not a member 
of the union was permitted to enter the hall 
which is the headquarters of the Cook county 
Democracy. Before the meeting opened the 
reporter talked with Metz and then left to 
wait until the meeting adjourned. 

Metz had promised to give out details of 
the meeting after adjournment, but when the 
meeting adjourned Metz suddenly disap- 


the union what had taken place in the meet- 
ing. After being assured by several of those 
present that the name of Vincent Altman, 
assistant business agent of the union, now 
charged with the explosion of bomb 31, had 
not been mentioned, the reporter sought in- 
formation from others. 


Repeats Question; Slugged. 

A number of men were standing on the 
sidewalk along the curb and to one of these 
Mr. Van Patten addressed himself. He asked 
the same question he had asked others, and 
wees again assured that Altman had not been 
mentioned. 

As he was about to ask another question a 
heavily built and well dressed man moved up 
beside the reporter in a casual way, and ap- 
parently reaching around to a hip pocket as 
if for a handkerchief, made a full swing 
with his fist. 

The blow landed on the jaw and knocked 
the reporter—who is a much smaller man 
than his assailant—eight feet into the street. 
The blow was delivered without a word being 
spoken. Almost in a twinkling the slugger 
disappeared into the crowd. 

The assault was made so quickly that 
scarcely a half dozen in the crowd of twenty 
or more who had come down the stairs from 
the hall and stood about the entrance at 145 
were aware it had been made. 

As so0n as the crowd had become aware of 


the slugger. Not a word was said to him. 
The carpenters moved about and in the con- 
fusion the slugger made his escape. 


Police Attacked in Meeting. 

It was ascertained later that a vehement 
attack had been made on the police at the 
meeting and that. everyone present was not 
only urged but ordered to maintain silence ag 
to what had been said. It was suggested 
that threats were made against the police, 
particularly against Acting Assistant Chief 
Lavin, 

The meeting lasted from a few minutes 
after 8 o’clock until nearly 11. The attack, 
the police believe, was made by the member 
of the slugging crew in an effort to keep the 
details of the meeting secret.

Patriotism as Egotism.

Thinks People Are Too Individualistic 
and Too Greedy. 


New York, July 10.—[{Special.]—The Rt. 
Rev. Charlies D. Williams, D. D., bishop of 
Michigan, who is at Plainfield, did not hesi- 
tate when interviewed today to emphasize 
rather than to retract his previously ex- 
pressed opinions in the denunciation of the 
standards of American life. 

‘*‘America is materialistic, individualistic, 
and inhuman,’ declared Dr. Williams, then 
paused, not for breath, but for adjectives. 

“ But as we are admittedly patriotic, how, 
then, can we be so basely material?” the 
reporter asked. 


“Our Patriotism Is Egotism.”’ 

* American patriotism is egotism,’’ replied 
the bishop. ‘“ Our motto is too much, Our 
country, may she be in the right, but our 
coumtry, right or wrong.’’ 

“And it should be,’’ the reporter said. 

**I could not love thee, dear, so much, loved 
I not your honor more,’’ promptly replied the 
bishop. Confinuing, Dr. Williams said: 

‘**No other country in the world worships 
money the way wedo. Our congress is run 
by trusts and Senator Aldrich. The poor 
man has not a chance. We are nothing if 
not material.”’ 

“And yet it is claimed our women are 
treated with more chivalry by their husbands 


it was suggested. 


Says We Disregard Future. 

The bishop did not answer. 

“We absolutely disregard the future of 
our country as a unit. It is each one for 
himself, individual greed and individual 
gain,” said Dr. Williams when he resumed. 
“It is possible the differentiated laws of the 
states may have something to do with our 
national attitude, but 1 am of the opinion it 
is more fundamental. 

“We are inhuman. Not another nation! 
holds human life as lightly as we do. In 
Pittsburg last year a thousand human bod- 
ies were maimed or killed by accidents, from 
which they should have been guarded. 

‘‘Our laws for the protection of human life 
are neither properly made nor properly en- 
forced. On laws for protecting women and 
children we rank with one other nation, and 
that nation is Russia. We sit with our hands 
folded and watch the ‘slaughter of inno- 
cents,” said the bishop. 


Praises Patriotism in England. 

‘What nation could we emulate to ad- 
vantage?’ was asked. 

‘* ingland,” affirmed the prelate. “ Eng- 
land is more truly patriotic than we are. 
England has less regard for money and more 
regard for human life.’’ \ 

‘And what do you mean by saying New 
York City is not great?” 

“ No city is great that is not contributing to 
the spiritual uplift of the world,” said the 
bishop.’ “‘ This city is a jungle of individua} 
interests devoid of a united ideal.’’ 

* And how would you have this city and 
this country changed? What ideals should we 
have?”’ 

“We need universities that teach higher 
scholastic life, not trades. A government 
that seeks the interests of its people. We 
should have a nation that is a unit-in its 
spiritual attitude. A nation that is willing to 
acknowledge its shortcomings and willing to 
correct them. °

MILLIONAIRE ASKS A DIVORCE 


Dawson Hoopes of Philadelphia 
Accuses Wife Bitterly. 


MAN HE SHOT IS NAMED. 


Petition Tells Many Details as to Alleged 
: Conduct of Pair: 


Philadelphia, Pa., July 10.—[{Special.]—Ina 
sensational petition in which he charges his 
wife with unfaithfulness, desertion, and cruel 
treatment, Dawson Hoopes today filed suit 
for divorce from Katie Eleanor Hoopes. The 
petitioner names as co-respondent Charles 
A. Newhall, a cricketer of international 
prominence, whom he shot with a double 
barreled gun at Ambler under circumstances 
as sensational as the charges he now makes. 

In addition to his application for divorce, 
Hoopes filed a suit in equity for the recov- 
ery of an estate which he claims to be worth 
$500,000, and which he declares he signed 
away while feeble in mind and body, owing 
to inducements made by his wife and his 
brother, Clement R. Hoopes, and Barton 
Hoopes Jr. 

Mrs. Hoopes now isin London visiting her 
married daughter, Mrs. W. W. Barton. and 
her side of the story has, of course, not been 
made public. Several years ago she began 
proceedings to have her husband adjudged a 
habitual drunkard. 

Details Given in Petition. 

The bill of particulars goes into details of 
the charges that Hoopes makes azainst his 
wife, who was before her marriage Miss 
Kate Eleanor Hughes and said to be wealthy 
in her own right. 

It is alleged by Hoopes that his wife 
**pjaced a drug or foreign substance in milk 
before him.’’ He further asserts that she 
told him repeatedly that ‘‘ his life was noth- 
ing to her; that all she wanted was his 
money ”; that she wished that he were dead, 
and that ‘at least on one occasion she left 
a loaded revolver in a position by which he 
might accidentally be killed by the discharge 
of the weapon while he was undressing in the 
dark."’ 

Hoopes also charges his wife with using 
profanity, with throwing kisses from the 
window of their home to Newhall, and with 
giving the latter authority to eccntro! the 
house and servants of the Hoopes household. 

He further alleges that Mrs. Hoopes per- 
mitted Newhall to furnish her with her break- 
fast and declares that she came home in the 
early morning in a taxicab with Newhalland 
that sherwas intoxicated. 


Long Walks Are Mentioned. 

He alleges that Newhall and his wife dis- 
played a fondness for walks in woods and 
unfrequented places in and about Chestnut 
hill. In this connection he declares: 

‘*The respondent and Charles A. Newhall 
would take numerous walks together in 
the lonely woods and unfrequented places. 
They remained for hours at a time in the 
unoccupied house of the respondent's sis- 
ter, Mrs. Chancellor C. English, in Chestnut 
hill, and in numerous other places.”’ 

‘Upon numerous occasions,” continu 
the petition, ‘‘ the respondent made her ab- 
lutions in the presence of said Charles A. 
Newhall in Tynyford, and appeared before 
said Newhall clothed in nothing more than 
a loose kimone.”’ 

Declaring that the boathouse of the Wis- 
sahickon Canoe club was a trysting place for 
the pair, Hoopes says: 

‘The respondent and Newhall upon nu- 
merous occasions stopped at the boathouse 
and remained there for hours atatime. The 
respondent had a key to the boathouse, and 
she emerged with her hair disheveled.” 

Cause of Final Parting. 

He gives the following description of the 
scene which, he says, led to the final part- 
ing of himself and his wife: 

“June 7 the said respondent was seen by 
the libellant in the greenhouse at Tynyford 
with said Newhall, submitting herself to his 
embraces and they also were kissing each 
other.”

REGIMENTS AT CAMP DENEBN 


Troops Asleep Long Before 
‘Taps’? After Heat and Rain. 


WARM WELCOME AT EILGIN. 


Citigens Repudiate Plans for Near- 
Vigilance Committees, 


Exhausted and dusty, 3,000 Illinois national 
guardsmen went to sieep in Camp Deneen 
near Elgin last night long before “taps’”’ 
was sounded by the bugles. 

Under a hot sun and during intermittent 
showers Chicago's First brigade constructed 
the camp which will be its home for the next 
week. The troops were worn out before dusk 
and Elgin, much to its surprise, was visited 
by few of the militiamen in the evening. 

Elgin is somewhat ashamed of itself for the 
manner in which members of the community 
—particularly religious organizations—talked 
about the troope before their arrival. The 
sentiment which last week was manifest in 
proposals to form near-vigilance committees 
not only disappeared but geve place to a 
welcome that surprised the regiments. 

While clergymen of all denominations were 
busy repudiating connection with the move- 
ment which was destined to protect Elgin’s 
young women, the young women themselves 
went unchaperoned to the camp and there 
met old friends and acquaintances and made 
new ones with the approval of the towns- 


Seventh First in Camp. 

The Seventh infantry, under Col. Dan Mo- 
riarity, was the first regiment to arrive at 
camp. To the strains of ‘Garry Owen ”’ the 
‘Fighting Seventh " swung between the big 
gates. Thougands had waiched tle regiment 
unload from the especial trains at Elgin and 
the decorated streeta were lined with spec- 
tators as the “hike’’ to Camp Deneen pro- 
ceeded. 

Ae a result of being the first on the job Col. 
Mortarity hed the honor of holding the first 
parade of the encampiment. The Seventh 
marched before 5,000 spectators and the rest 
of the troops. 

Col. Garrity was a half hour behind the 
Seventh with the Second infantry. ‘Delay 
in backing in his trai.s at Chicago is as- 
cribed by Col. Garrity as the reason that he 
didn't achieve first honors. 

At exactly noon the First cavalry passed 
the watch factory. An hour later Col. Fore-

The First infantry, under Col. Sanborn, re- 
fused to take the dust of Col. Foreman’s 700 
chargers and waited in Elgin while the cav- 
alry passed on. 


Tents Up in Two Hours. 

The first 800 strong arrived in camp at 1:15 
o’clock. Then it was up to the troops to put 
their houses in order. Tents leaped out of 
the green grass and in two hours a beautiful 
golf course had been converted into a brigade 
encampment. 

The first ceremony was guard mounting at 
4 o'clock, while four bands and four sete of 
field music gave @ racket entertainment to 
Elgin at least. 

The field hospital was established, but had 
no patients during the day. One man of the 
First cavalry was slightly cut on a barbed 
wire fence during the march from Addison, 
but was not taken tothe hospital. Two ofthe 
cavalry horses were put out of commission 
on the “‘ bike.”’ 

Lieut. Col. Clasby of the Seventh had the 
detail as firet field officer of the day. Each 
regiment has its own guards. 

Sunday will be a light day for work. The 
military mass of the Seventh will be held at 
9 o'clock promptly. Church services in the 
first and Second and the First cavalry will be 
at 3 p. m. 


In the evening at 6 o'clock the First in-. 


fantry will be paraded, to be followed im- 
mediately by the First cavalry. Thousands 
of visitors are expected at camp from Chi- 
cago and from northern Illinois.

The postponement was due to Mrs. Cork’s 
fear of the crowd. Sh: was being taken Lo 
the city hall when she saw the mase of wom- 
en and became unnerved. While she was 
being urged not to worry, she went into a 
long swoon and the authorities decided to iet 
the case go over. 


Charged with Cruelty. 


Mrs. Cork is charged with tying Helen 
Cork, 9 years old, to a stake and leaving her 
there a day and a half withoutany attention, 
after Jashing the child into insensibility. She 
is also charged vith whipping Mildred Cork, 
4 years old, with a buggy whip. 

The children were presented before Judge 
Plan of the Kane county court Friday, and 
after viewing their scarred bodies he ordered 
them taken away from Mrs. Cork. 

Cork has been arrested charged with being 
an accessory to the mistreatment of the chil- 
dren.

When some one started to investigato ‘he 
daily routine of 15 year cld Harry Whery’s 
life, at White City, with a view to regulating 
it tn accordance with the houre provided by 
the child labor law, the investigator asked. 
‘Ts there a time limét on the working hours 
of this child's day?” 

“O, yes,’’ answered the man interrogated. 

‘** Well, what is it?” demanded Mr. John- 
son, the investigator. 2 

“The limit of the number of hours that 
there are in a day,’’ wae the placid reply of 
the one interrogated. 

When Harry was brought up {in court to 
answer this charge, he admitted himself 
guilty, with one modification. He only 
works from 9a. m. toll p.m., and then sleeps 
with the doge to: take care of them in case of 
emergency, in the way of illness or a fight.

CLAUSE IS MOST DRASTIC. 


Early Mixup with Canada Seen. 
by Customs Experts of the 
Treasury Department. 


Washington, D. C., July 10.—Special.j—If 
the conferees of the two houses of congress 
adopt the maximum and minimum section 
proposed by the senate. the United States 
will be plunged into Canger of a tariff war 
with the great commercial powers of the 
world. 

The language employed in the section is so 
@pecific in character that no foreign country 
¢an discriminate against American goods, 
even by the way of railroad rebates. Other- 
wise, the president must proclaim against the 
@ffending nation the generai tariff, which is 
@n addition of 25 per cent ad valorem to al 
the rates named in the schedules of the bill. 

From the point of view of the meat, agri- 
@ultural implement, and other industries of 
Hilinois, the section is designed to stop the 
practices of various nations whereby, under 
the customs regulations and rulings regard- 
ing American imports, these products either 
are excluded or burdened by rates in excess 
ef other countries. 


Chicago Packers Are Sufferers. 


In the case of meat, for example. Chicako 
packers have suffered great hardships in con- 
@eaquence of the regulations issued by Ger- 
meny. France, and various other countries, 
particularly England. It does little good fre- 
for the American ambassacor to 
point out that meat shipped abroad by Chi- 
cago packers is stamped “ inspected’ and 
passed by experts in the employ of the agri- 
cultural department. The meat is refused ad- 
mission and there is noredress. What is true 
of meat is true of agricultural implements 
anc other Illinois products which aresubject 
te restrictions through administrative rul- 
ings and the consgquent loss frequently is so 
indirect that it is impossible to demand satis- 
faction. 

‘Now this uation is to be changed if the 
senate amendment shal] stand as seems 
probable. That amendment provides. that 
from and after the thirty-first day of March 
hext the general tariff shall comprise the 
rates of duty prescribed in the various sched- 
ules and in addition thereto 25. per cent ad 
valorem.

ernment of a specific foreign country im- 
poses no terms or restrictions ‘ either in the

‘im any other manner, directly or indirectly, 


wpon the importation into or the sale in such 
foreign country of any agricultural, manu- 
factured. or other products of the United 
States. which unduly uiscriminate against 
the United States or the products thereof, and 
that such toreign country, imposes. na export 
Bounty or prohibition upon. the.exportation of 
any articie to the United States which un- 
duly diecriminates against the United States 
er the products thereof.”’ 


Treatment Must Be Reciprocal. 


In a word, to enjay the minimum tariff of 
the United States a foreign country must 
accord reciprocal and equivalent treatment 
to the agricultural, manufactured, or other 
products of the United States. 

Treasury experts who have examined this 
~ Minguage say~it is of such sweeping charac- 
ter that it wil.be impossible for any country 
to give even the slightest advantage to a 
trade competitor. Otherwise the penalizing 
Buty will enter automatically into effect. 

‘The danger \n the situation arises from the 
fact that some of the best customers af the 
United States have colonies with which they 
trade relations. The 


connection. Canada has three different 
tariffe—the British preferential, which the 
governor general may, by order in council,

United States Must’ Be Favored.

Cullom Cites French Law. 


As an indication of the way we are treated 
Senator Cullom explained that the existing 
law of France specifies the nations which 
shall enjoy the benefit of the minimum tariff, 
all such nations having negotiated complete 
reciprocity treaties with her. 

The law also names the nations which shali 
have the benetit of only part of the articies 
enumerated in the minimum tariff,’ the 
United States being among these. There are 
maximum and minimum rates on every ar- 
ticle in the French tarift, the difference being 
from 25 %0 more than 100 per cent. 

The same method has been adopted. by 
Spain. The Spanish law specifies the nations 
with whieh reciprocity treaties have’ been 
signed, such nations receiving the benefit of 
the minimum scale. Spain imposes her t- 
mum tariff on practically aii products of the 
United States. 

Italy has a genera! and a conventional! tar- 
iff. It is provided in the law that goods arriv- 
ing from countries with which italy has con- 
éluded commercial treaties contemplating 
most favored nation treatment shall be liadle 
to pay minimum raies. There‘is a general 
and conventional tariff, the former, of course, 
being maximum and the latter minimum, on 
every article in the Italian schedule, the dif- 
ference ranging from 20 to 300 per cent. Hx- 
cepting on a few articles the United States 
pays the high tariff. 


System in Use by Austria. . 


Austria-Hungary also has a general and a 
conventional tariff. There is a maximum and 
a minimum duty on every article imprted, 
varying from 20 to 100 per cent. The coun- 
tries which enjoy the conventional tariff are 
Great Britain, Germany, Russia, Switzer- 
land, and Belgium. The United States re- 
ceives no favors from Austria-Hungary. 

Germany has a maximum and a minimum 
tariff, the formér being applied to countries 


which have commercially offended the em- | 


pire and which is prohibitive. The minimum, 
or conventional, tariff ranges from 2 to 2uu 
per cent below the genera! tariff. 

Senator Cullom says there is a greater dif- 
ference between the maximum and minimum 
‘tariff of Germany than of any tariff law he 
‘has examined. So far the United States has 
obtained the minimum in many rates under a 

special agreement made vy authority con- 
tained in the Dingley law. 

Russia has a general and a conventional 
tariff established by imperial decree, so that 
it can be changed or modified ky a mere 
stroke of the’emperor's pen. 

The de¢ree placing the conventional tariff 
in effect names the copntries with which 
treaties have been made, and such countries 
immediately receive the benefit of the mini- 
mum rates. The conventional! tariff is trom 
25 to 50 per cent below the genera! tariff. The 
latter is applied to American imports. 


CANNON EXPLAINS HIS CHOICE. 


Declares House Conferees on Tariff 
Were Chosen Because of 
Locality. 


Washington. D. C.. July 10.—The explana- 
tion was made today on behalf of Speaker 
Cannon that the controlling motive with him 
in selecting the house conferees on the tariff 
oill had been the question of location. 

His chief desire was that all,sections of the 
country especially interested in the tariff 
should have representation on the com- 
mittee. 

Finding that the middle west had half the 
population, half the Wealth, half the volume

. Republican representation.in:the house hailed 
from that section, he decided it should have 
larger representation on the conference than 
it possibly could have if the conference,com- 
mittee had been made up according. to, the 
rule of precedence among members of the 
house ways and means committee. 

If the conferees had been selected accord- 
ing to that system, the Mississippi valley 
country would have been represented by Mr.

He therefore. passed oyer Mr. Hill of Con- 
necticut and placed Mr. Calderhead of Kan- 
sas and Mr. Fordney of Michigan on the com- 
mittee. Mr. Needham’of California was left 
off, according to this explanation, because 
the Pacific coast has few interests involved 
in the pending bill. Fruit is the principal 
jtem with which that section is. concerned, 
and the speaker believed it had been ade- 
quately cared for in both houses. 

According to his theory, the north Atlantic, 


the south Atlantic, and the Mississippi val- 
ley sections were the principal divisions con- 
cerned about the tariff. His selection gave 
three Republicans to the eastern states, three 
Republicans to the middle west, and three 
Democrats to the south.

“Iam 70 years young—not 70 years 
old. I am in perfect health—never felt bet- 
ter in my life. Dr. Biggar tells me I am 
going to live to be 6 or possibly 100, Per- 
haps I shall, for Dr. Biggar is usually right. 
Anyway, he says I'm far too healthy for the 
good of his exchequer.” 


Busy Trying to Be Useful. 

“As to the termination of life, I never 
thought about !t."" he added. ** lam too busy 
trying to be useful while I live. I am trying 
to make each day more useful than. that. 
which went before. The point is to do every- 
thing possible for the betterment of opr fel- 
low men. To be interested, actively and 
productively interested, In this is the only 
way to enjoy business life.*’ 

“The vacation season is here—how would 
you advise people to spend it?’ Mr. Rocke- 
feller was asked. 

“ By living simply and spending more time 
outdoors,”’ he replied. ‘‘ Nearly every one 
would be bettered, The best way to prepare 
for the end of life is to live for others. That 
is what lam trying todo. Every one should 
remember something worth while besides 
mere money ge:ting. 

“Whether actively engaged in business or 
not, men should keep their thoughts on chan- 
nels of usefulness. They should occupy their 
minds with other things than business. for 
it is those cther things which give a keen 
relish to life. While a man is in business he 
should look ahead to what is to be the ulti- 
mate result of all his toil and all his success. 
He should direct his thoughts to what should 
come after all his work.”’ 


Business Men Live Too Rapidly. 

“ Hospitals. churchesfi, schools, and9 aNtR 

“And what should come after?”’ was the 
next question. 

“ Hospitals, churches, schools. and asy- 
lums,” said Mr. Rockefeller. ‘“‘ Business men 
today are Hving too rapidly. They would be 
in better health and live longer if they would 
follow my example—go outdoors and seek the 
aimple life. 

“ People worry too much. They complain 
of their trials and some even of the sun- 
shine that eomes into their lives. Every one 
thould try to be happy under all the chang- 
ing conditions of Mfe. But, first-of all, they 
‘ should get out of doors, take up. seme out- 
coor sport, and keep healthy.’ “ 

“What do you think of your new pastor? ’’ 
he Was asked at the close of the game. 

“He's a fine. manly fellow.” replied Mr. 
Rockefeller. ‘‘ He's an athlete. He plays 
football, baseball, and tennis, but he can't 
play golf.’’ 


Pastor Praises “Oil King.” 

“Mr. Rockefeller is one of the finest Chris- 
tian gentlemen I ever have met,” said Dr. 
Bustard when the “ofl king" was out of 
hearing. ‘‘I never have met a more courte- 
ous and kindly man. He is a real gentleman 
and sincere Christian. { am greatly im- 
pressed by him. 

“Moreover, he is a humorist. He sees the 
funny side of everything. He knows the 
Works of all the famous humorists. He quotes 
Artemus Ward by the hour. But. unlike 
many humorists, his fun is always clean and 

_kindly—never coarse or cruel. He says he is 

. going to attend my church often this summer 
and I know we shall get along well together. 
Some day I shall beat him at golf. Just wait.’’ 

Dr. H. F. Biggar, Mr. Rockefeller’s physi- 
cian, has been a daily visitor at Forest Hill 
since the oi] king returned from the east, but 
he has been unable to play golf because of an 
injury to his arm severaFweeks ago. 


Rockefeller’s Physician Talks. 
“Mr. Rockefeller’s seventieth birthday 
finds him in perfect health,” said Dr. Biggar. 
He has been in good health for the last six- 
teen years, but he never has been in better 
Physical condition than at present. His man- 
_ her of living ts responsible for his good health 
today. He leads a simple life. He eats whole- 
some, futritious foods and eschews iced 
“drinks. Even when he is busiest he sleeps 
frem nine to ten hours a day, including a half 
mur siesta after the midday meal.’

TESTS SHOW A __ SUCCESS. 


Rockefeller Institute Officers Think 
Great Problem Solved. 


New York, July 10.—[Special.]— The John 
D. Recekefeller Institute of Medical Research 
believes it has ciscovered the absolute cifre 
for the African “ sleeping sickness." Noan- 
nouncement will be made to the ecientific 
world until the experts who have been com- 
missioned subject the discovery to the sever- 
est tesis and have reported favorably upcn it. 

News of this discovery of world wide im- 
portanee came but today in only the most ac- 
cidentd] way.- Two staff officers’ of the 
Rockefeller Institute of Medical Research 
called et 26 Broadway, the. Standard Oil 
‘headquarters, .to convey through the officers 
of the company the news to Mr. Rockefeller 
of théir satisfaction with the experiments 
thus far made with the discovery. As ther 
were leaving the building they discussed the 
subject. Their talk was overheard by per- 
sons whcse presence was not noted.

For this reason nothing 
more important to the modern world could 
happen than a demonstration beyond per- 
adventure of the efficiency of our serum.”

Government as Result Will Re 
investigate Mysterious Death 
ct Annapolis. 


Annapolis, Md.. July 10.—[Special.}—That 
there has been held a secret and dramatic 
inquiry into the mysterious death of Lieut. 
James Sutton, which the government will 
begin investigating for a second time Mon- 


day, July 19, was learned today. 


That a remarkable statement was wrung 
from a marine corps officer by. Mrs. Sutton 
Parker. sister of Lieut. Sutton. was alto | 
—" during the day. This confession fol- 
ows: 

““L- hated your brother, James N. Sutton, 
with an uncontrollable hatred. When he wus 
face downward on the ground in‘the ficht 
that ended in his death I jumped on him 
with both feet. But I did not kill him. He 
shot himself." 

Evidence was unearthed at the secret re- 
markable tribunal which convinced the pres- 
ent secretary of the navy that Lieut. Sutton 
might haye been murdered. 


Acts as Judge and Prosecutor. 


Mrs. Sutton Parker acted.as both judge 
and prosecutor in this investigation. So se- 
cretly did she conduct its hearings, and with 
such care has she guarded its findings that 
nothing even now might be known concern-: 
ing it had not the government's action 
brought it to public view. | 

As soon as Mrs. Parker learned of the 
tragic death of her brother at Annapolis on 
a 13, 1907, she hurried east from Portland,

‘Postpone funeral of Lieut. Sutton till I 
reach Annapolis,” she telegraphed the head 
of the marine corps. ' 

While asleep one night as the train wag 
crossing the Rocky mountains Mrs. Parker 
hed a dream which first hinted to her the 
need of a drastic investigation. 


Brother Appears in Vision. 

“I thought my brother came to me,” said 
the sister in telling of her experience to a 
high nava) officer, “‘ and showed meé a bullet 
wound in the back of his head. Thereupon 
he exclaimed: 

*** Lieut. —— killed me. He and his friends 
are going to try to hush it up as a suicide. 
Sister, do not ‘believe’'them. Look deep and 
you will learn it was a murder.’ "’ ;

Sutton told his.comrades with much pride 
that he had fallen in MNve with Miss Stew- 
art at first sight, and that he believed his 
affection had been returned.

Tens of thousands of settlers have 
gone westward from ihe cities and farms of 
the central west and tens of thousands more 
of them are making inquiry and taking in- 
ventory of themselves, their families, and 
their cash resources, with the purpose of 
following. 

Changes have come over the face of 
things. Legislation of the states hag 
strangled the strangling water companies. 
Laws covering water rights in these states

ATTACK ON BOOKKEEPING 


Report on Chicago Railways In- 
dicates Unsatisfactory Meth- 
od.of Sharing Profits. 


The exact extent of the inaccuracies of the 
accounting system between the Chicago Rail- 
ways company and the city was uncovered 
yesterday in the report of the auditors em- 
ployed by the mayor to go over the com- 
pany's books. 

The report stated that the gross errors 
caught by the examination of the records 
made by the board of supervising engineers 
three months ago had been corrected; but in 
addition the accountants found incorrect en- 
tries and practices that showed the book- 
keeping methods to be decidedly unsatisfac- 


tory. 

In addition to approving the subtraction 
from the joint account of $119,000 for ex- 
penses of reorganization, it was reecommend- 
ed that a claim of §42,411 against the re- 
ceivers for legal expenses and $94,076 for 
general expenses be stricken from the part- 
nership ledger—making a total of $254,000. 

The auditors went beyond the supervising 
poard in disapproving of several! other phases 
ef the records—the alteration of which, ac- 
cording to their recommendations, would 
mean an increase of profits to the city by 
$14,860 and the increase of the capital invest- 
ment by $46,337. This does not mean a final 
gain to°the city, but it was understood with 
other findings of the report to indicate an 
wnsatisfactory business management. 


Error in First Division. 


One of the first new points raised was that 
in the first year of operation under the fran- 
chise, the company did not make a full state- 
ment of its income and expenses from non- 
operated property, as it did the second year— 
g@ fault which excluded the cost of maintaia- 
ing the property from the 70 per cent of the 
gross receipts allowed by the ordinances. 

This treatment, the report stated, was 
“erroneous and that adopted in the second 
year was the correct one, and the accounts 
of the first year should now be adjusted in 
accordance therewith.” 

This discrepancy, with others which crept 
into the accounts, would make an increase of 
the divisible profits of $14,197, of which the 
city's share would be $7,808. The same 
changes of errors would mean an addition of 
$35,106 to the capital account, so that in 
the end they are in favor of the company. 

A similar question of bookkeeping was 
found in the practice of exciuding the gross 
cost of power that was sold by the company 
from the 70 per cent allowed for operating 
expenses. The result of including it in that 
account would be to increase the profit di- 
visible with the city by $17.190. The correc- 
tion of other entries which add to the ex- 
pense as well as the credits for power would 
reduce these profits by $4,368, leaving a net 
increase of $12,822 from a readjustmeat of 
the power account, giving the city §7,020na 
revision of the accounts. 

Confusion in Reserve Fund. 

Confusion was discovered in the treatment 
of the reserve established by the ordinances 
for accidents and injuries. This in cash 
amounted to $67,500, from which the receiver 
was to pay claims originating prior to the 
date on which the ordinances became ef- 
‘fective. Now it is found that he has paid 

from that sum $163,000 on claims originating 
gince Feb. 1, 1907, and the auditors said that 

amount would have to be paid back and 

charged against the, partnership reserve.

Investigation of the charges against capital

being about $9,200 for the two years.

Deaths in Six Months 
than Last Year.

Results of Investigations of

Chicago is healthier by 1.2 per cent this 
year than it was last, and it is 4.3 per cent 
better than the average for the last ten years. 
These are the conclusions showh by the rec- 
ords of the first six months of 1909 in the 
bureau of vital statistics, as quoted in the 
weekly hedlth department bulletin. 

“ The improvement,” says the report, “ has 
been almost entirely among children under 
1 year ef age, there being 279 fewer deaths 
at this age period than in tbe six months 
of 1908. At all other ages, excepting from 5 
to 20 years, there has been a slightly in- 
creased mortality. 

“With the exception of diphtheria there 
have been fewer deaths from all of the acute 
contagious diseases and material reductions 
have taken place in the mortality from the 
impure air diseases, tuberculosis, typhoid 
fever, cancer, and the nervous diseases.” 


Fewer Tuberculosis Deaths. 

Progress against tuberculosis was shown 
in the figures. While 2,124 cases have been 
reported this year only 2,074 deaths were 
recorded, while last year the total of cases 
was only 1,076 and the deaths went up to 
2,165. 

It aroused comment also that the number 
of deaths from violence since Jan. 1 has been 
1,178, while for the corresponding period 
twelve months ago it was ninety-nine less, or 
1,079. There were eighteen fewer suicides—a 
‘total of 264—and twelve fewer deaths from 
sunstroke; but there were 108 more fatal ac- 
cidenta and twenty-one more cases of man- 
slaughter. : 

The department of school inspection showed 
249,840 medical examinations made this year, 
as contrasted with 157,780 last, and 32,159 
children were excluded, while only 6,388 were

A mile east of 
Plano a westbound freight passed their 
train, going at a rapid rate of speed. The 
first car of the westbound freight, which was 
a heavy car loaded ‘with coal, left the track 
for some unknown reason, tore loose from its 
connections, and smashed into the first car- 
load of horses. 

Stevens and English were sitting in the 
open door of the car with their legs hanging 
out beneath an improvised gate to restrain 
the horses. ‘How English escaped instant 
death no one was able to figure out, as Ste- 
vens, who sat by his side, was crushed and 
mangled. 4 

The horses in thie car belonged to W. B. 
Taylor of Sedalia, Mo., and included such well 
known trotters as Early Alice, which has a 
country wide reputation; Spill, a horse fa- 
miliar to many Chicagoans; Woodford P., 
Virginia, Walkover, Todd Allerton, and Belle 
Bar. 

In another car were three horses belong- 
ing to F. O. Cederburg of Eureka, Kas. 


Townspeople Rush to Help. 

As soon as the news of the wreck reached 
Plano hundreds of the townspeople hurried 
to the scene in automobiles, carriages, and 
on foot. Men threw aside coats and plunged 
into the débris to afd the train crews in 
recovering the body of Stevens and in extri- 
cating the two injured men. The injured 
were then hurried in automobiles to Plano 
and thence placed on a train to Aurora, where 
they were taken to a-hospital.. The body of 
Stevens was taken to Plano, where an in- 
quest was held. 4 

The’ escape of the horses from death or 
injury was marvelous. With the exception 
of a few slight scratches the animals suf- 
fered little, although they were all given a 
severe shakeup. The horses, however, be- 
came frightened and were unmanageable 
until taken out of the cars.

Lorimer’s Sister Leads Protest. 


Mrs. Sarah Lorimer, 994 Walnut street, 
sister-in-law of Senator William Lorimer, is 
leading a fight made by resicents of her 
vicinity to preserve the paving in Wainut 
street between North Central Park and Cali- 
fornia avenue. 

She appeared before Judge Rinaker in the 
County court to protest against regrading 
the street, and asrerted that it needs only 
resurfacing. She blamed the gas company 
for destroying parts of the pavement. 

All of the inspectors in the service of the 
board of local improvements have been sum- 
moned to appear in the city council chamber 
at 2 o’clock this afternoon to listen to talks 
concerning their duties by their superiors. 
It is the first time in the history of the de- 
partment that they all have been called to- 
gether, and it is one of the first instances of 
such a meeting being held on Sunday. 

Since the passage of the firearms registra- 
tion ordinance a month ago 10,000 weapons 
have been registered. The make, number. 
and caliber of the weapon is placed in a card 
catalogue with the owner’s name. The ordi- 
nance applies as well to all persons owning 
revolvers and provides a fine if they do not 
register them. No charge is made by the 
city. 


Electric Company Pays $369,752. 

The city has received as its share of the 
earnings of the Commonwealth-Edison com- 
pany for the year ending June 1, a total! of 
$369,752. This is 3 per cent of the company’s 
gross receipts from the sale of electric cur- 
rent and is 80 per cent greater than the 
amount received in she year previous when 
the city got $205,561. The gain has followed 
the consolidation of the Edison and the Com- 
monwealth companies and an increase in 
their business. 

In the winter the company handed over to 
the city $100,000 on the quiet, advancing the 
sum because the municipality was short of 
cash. The latest payment was of the re- 
mainder.

BAD MONBY GANG IS TRAPPED 


Four Alleged Counterfeiters Are 
Landed After Long Hunt. 


TWO. WOMEN IN THE SCHEME. 


s 
-Leader Gone to Italy for More Bills; | 


His Wife Is Taken. 


After three years spent in hunting down a 
gang of counterfeiters, United States Secret 
Service Agent Lawrence Richey yesterday 
landed four of the principals. One of the 
gang, Mrs. Tommasina Gagliogsa, was not 
taken into custody by the marshals because 
she is the mother of an eight day old baby. 
The three who were taken into custody are 
all Italians, and are Tony de Paolo, Tony 
Vacca, and Mrs. Dominico Ricci. 

The husband of the latter woman, whom 
they all accuse of being the instigator of the 
scheme, is in Italy, whither he went, it is 
said, for the purpose of obtaining a fresh 
supply of the counterfeit bills. 

The story of the search for the counter- 
feiters and their arrest is not without dra- 
matic features. Ricci is said to be an old 
offender and several years ago “ indian 
head ’’ $5 bills of a peculiar brand made 
their appearance in Massachusetts. Being 
good counterfeits they were passed freely, 
but when the secret service men were about 
ready to swoop down on the gang Ricci and 
his collaborators fied. 


Starts Search as Laborer. 

Three years ago more of these bills began 
to be circulated on the west side, and Oper- 
ator Richey started out to trace the source 
of the bis. Donning a laborer’s garb, and 
with soiled hands and face, and a smattering 
of Italian, he began trailing around the west 
side saloons, particularly those frequented 
by Italians. : 

Finally, two years ago, he hit upon a 8sa- 
loon\run by Paolo & Ricci, and, after ingra- 
tiating himself into the confidence of the 
proprietors, which was not easy, as they 
were suspicious of strangers, he finally ascer- 
tained that some one about the saloon was 
supplying counterfeit bills. Still, he could 
not get any direct evidence, although Vacca, 
who also frequented the saloon, and who 
was a laborer, told him about having pro- 
cured $5 bills from Paolo, which he passed, 
and said he got a dollar for doing it. 

The day came at last in June when Paolo 
proposed to Richey that he take some of the 
counterfeit money and passit. He declared 
that he did not know where the money was 
buried, but that he would get it from Mrs. 
Ricci and would sell him the bills for $2.50 
apiece. Richey said he would buy two bills, 
and Paolo got them from Mrs. Ricci, to whom 
he gave the good money. 


Decides to Wait No Longer. 

It having been determined by Chief Wilkie 
not to wait any longer for Ricci to return, 
Richey, accompanied by his brother opera- 
tive, Peter G. Drautzberg, went to the sa- 
‘loon in Ewing street yesterday and Drautz- 
berg was introduced as a friend who wanted 
to buy all the bogus money they had left. 
Mrs. Ricci was not there, but Paolo led the 
way to the living quarters over the saloon, 
and there Mrs. Gagliosa was told to produce 
the money. 

She fished around under the mattress and 
finally produced a package containing 
twenty counterfeit bills of $5 denomination. 

“I will sell you these for $40,’’ said Paolo. 


Get Handcuffs, Not Money. 

Drautzberg examined the bills, and, ap- 
pearing to be satisfied, he reached in his 
pocket as if about to get his wallet, but in- 
stead of a pocketbook he produced a pair of 
shining steel handcuffs. Paolo jumped to his 
feet, but before he could make an outcry the 
handcuffs were slipped into place and he was 
shoved into a chair. 

Meanwhile Mrs. Gagliosa with her 8 day 
old infant in her amms fell upon her knees 
before a little shrine, in front of which was 
a burning candle, and begged in voluble 
Italian for mercy. The room was searched, 
but no more of the counterfeit money being 
found, the operatives and deputy marshals 
went to a house in Washington boulevard, 
where Mrs. Ricci lived, and placed her also 
under arrest. 

Vecca was captured after some show of a 
struggle as he came from the plant of the 
Corn Products Refining company at Argo. 

The trio who were taken into custody were 
arraigned before United States Commissioner 
Mark Foote in the afternoon, and after a 
hearing were held to the grand jury, their 
bail being fixed at $5,000.

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CHINA’S INTEGRITY 
DEFENDED BY U.S. 


Diplomatic Activity Under 
Taft Aids America’s Rep- 
tation Abroad. 


KNOX TAKES FIRM STAND. 
Figures as Protector of the 
“Open Door” Policy in 
Oriental Empire, 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., July 10.—[Special.}~— 
The diplomatic activity of the new admin- 
istration has strengthened the reputation of 
the United States abroad as the protector 
of Chinese integrity and the open door in 
that empire. Since Mr. Knox entered the 
state department he has urged: 


Participation of the United States in the Han- 
kow-Szechuan railroad loan, which China had 
agreed to place in England. Germany, and 
Trance. 

Organization of an international conference to 
arrest the growth of the opium evil. 

Cancellation of the Russo-Chinese treaty un- 
der which Russia has secured sovereign rights 
ever varions municipalities in Manchuria. 

Revision of the currency of China and the 
establishment of the gold standard in the em- 
pire. 
Consideration of the question of permitting 
China to increase her customs duties on condi- 
tion of the abolition of the system of transit and 
likin charges. 

It is evident from the above list that Mr. 
Knox’s policy contemplates first the devel- 
opment of American financial and commer- 
cia! interests in China, and, secondly, the 
protection of China from encroachment by 
foreign powers, and improvement in the con- 
dition of the Chinese people. 

It is bélieved the course pursued will be 
fruitful in strengthening the relations be- 
tween China and the United States, causing 
the former to be more friendly disposed to 
American business enterprises, and check- 
ing the ambitious programs of various pow- 
ers respecting the territorial and commeroila!l 
afrision of the empire. 


Exclusion Law Is in Way. 

The single fiy in the ointment is the treat- 
ment of Chinese labcrerse by this country. 
The pecple of the empire. especially the 
millions in the southern provinces, never 
have been able to understand the attitude of 
the United States with reepect to their coun- 
trymen. Some of the latter have been treat- 
ed brutally by the immigration inspectors, 
and thelr tales have been spread broadcast 
in the flowery kingdom. 

It is acknowledged that the immigration 
question had a great deal to do with the 
boycott instituted against American goods 
several years ago. Whatever may be done 
by the United States with respect to ob- 
taining financial and other concessions, even 
at the expense of European states, the Chi- 
nes@ will regard our action as inspired by 
selash interest. 

Inconnection with the Hankow-Szechuan 
railroad loan. the state department has been 
informed cf reports current in China that 
this country is concerned more about its own 
trace in the rich regions which that line will 
penetrate than by any interest in the wel- 
fere of the people living therein. It even ts 
alleged that an agreement exists between 
the United States and Great Britain whereby 
the railroad will be available for the use of 
American trocps brought from the Philip- 
pines in case of the seizure of territory 
The'latter report is. of course, without foun- 
dation, but it is worth repeating as showing 
the frame of mind of the natives. 


Chinese Are Suspicious. 

It also is realized by the Chinese that in 
demanding the integrity ef their country and 
the maintenance of the ‘‘ open coor,’’ this 
government is not altruistic. It is actuated 
by a desire to preserve a market. 

In connection with the objection of Secre- 
tary Knox to the treaty signed by Russia 
and China in regard to the new municipal 
regulations for the administration of the 
settlements along the line of that part of 
the Manchurian railroad owned by the St. 
Petersburg government, it is evident that 
the purpose of the American statesman is not 
to permit any infringement of Chinese sov- 
ereignty which might lead to Slav annexa- 
tion of Manchurian territory. 

If the treaty were permitted to stand. 
Japan naturally would seek to establish the 
same conditions In the region under her con-

GERMAN FINANCE BILL READY 


Reichstag Completes Reform 
Legislation for the Empire. 


QUADRUPLES DUTY ON TEA. 


Conservative Leader Expresses Regret 
for Von Bueluw Withdrawal. 


BERLIN, July 10.—The Reichstag finished 
the finance reform legislation tonight. It is 
eight months since the measures were first 
introduced, but the various bills have been 
#0 remodeled and so many substitutions 
have been made that the completed legisia- 
tion resembles but little the government’s 
original proposals. 

The scheme finally edcpted consists of high- 
er taxes on beer, tobacco. and brandy. higher 
duties on coffee, effervescent wines, cordials. 
and tea. The duty on tea has been 
quadrupled. 

The house also adopted a stamp tax on 
checks, stubs for the renewal cf dividends, 
and coupon shcets as well as a higher stamp 
tax for issues of new stocks and bondg, 
which will affect foreign securities. 

A tax on transfers of real estate was 
adopted, with a resolution requiring that a 
bill be introduced by April 1, 1911, for taxing 
the unearned increment in land values. 

Dr. Von Bethmann-Holmeg, vice chancel- 
lor, speaking in the reichstag, said the fed- 
erated government had accepted the financial 
bill as amended. The majority of the modi- 
fications, however, were accepted only be- 
cause of the immediate necessity cf putting 
the finances of the empire in order. 


Regrets Von Buelow’s Retirement. 

Dr. von Heydebrand. leader of the German 
conservatives, followec' Dr. von Bethmann- 
Hollweg. He denied that his party intended 
to overthrow Prince vcn Buelow. On the 
contrary. he said, it deeply regretted the 
withdrawa! of the chancellor. who did so 
much for the Conservatives and he askc: 

“Could we assume that the chancellor, 
who owec his office orly to his special mas- 
ter and to his own conscience, would retire 
before any party. even our own?’’ 

Referring to the inheritance tax Dr. von 
Heydebrand said the conservatives voted 
against it because they were unwiliing to 
commit the property interests of the country 
to a reichstag elected by universal suffrage 
end he declared Ven Buelow's pvlicy in ex- 
cluding the Clericale was.a political mistzke 
which the Conservatives regretied in the in- 
terests of cenominational peace. 


Von Buelow’s Reasons Given. 

MUNICH. Bavaria, July 10.—The Sued- 
deutsche Reichscorrespondz today printed 
an inspired Berlin dispatch giving Prince von 
Buelow's reasons for resigning as imperial 
chancellor, 

It was not only the rejection of the inheri- 
tance tax by the Conservatives, the dispatch 
says, which caused the chancellor's resigna- 
tion but the new grouping of perties in the 
reichstag, which made it impossible for him 
to remain in office.

ASTOR HAS NEW ANTIQUES 


Great Castle and Even River 
Brought Up to Date by For 
mer New Yorker.

LONDON, June 80.—Another great pageant 
was provided for London on June 26 when all 
the members of the royal family lu this part 
of the world attended the opening of the Vie- 
toria and Albert Museum. ‘There were pres- 
ent two of Queen Victoria's sons, two of her 
daughters, five of her grancchildren, and ane 
sreat-granddaughter. 

Just fifty years agocna site of twelve acres 
the permanent buildings which were to con- 
stitute the Victoria and Albert museum were 
begun. They have a frontage of 720 feet on 
Cromwell road anda frontage of 275 feet on 
Exhibition road. -The frontage is occupied by 
three stories of side lighted calleries. thé 
fourth floor galleries Leing too shied: the 
remainder of the site is covered with top 
lighted courts. 


The total length of theee galleries is three- 
quarters of a mile, and including: the long 
gallery of two floors that runs down the cen- 
ter of the building the galleries in the new 
building are just one mile in length, while the 
top lighted courts occupy an area of nearly an 
acre and a half, 


The picture galleries, the schoo) of art, the 
Italian and Lord President's courts, the 
ceramic gallery and the lecture theater were 
erected long ago. The science school, the 
library, the two great architectural courts— 
one used as a science library and the other 
aS a tapestry court—and all the olher rooms 
are of later origin. 


Astcr Renews Antiquities. 

The duchess of Argyl!, who has just been 
the gtest of W. W. Astor at Hever castle, 
has a highly cultivated taste in architecture 
and archeology and she is said to have 
urged Mr. Astor to forego the usual enter- 
tainments offered to royalty, so that she 
might spend the greater part of her visit 
in studying the castle and its surroundings. 

Hever castle dates from Edward III.'s reign 
and was one of the finest existing specimens 
of the domestic architecture of the ffteenth 
century until recent changes altered the 
building somewhat. 

Like many cther famous English houses, it 
had a long period of decline ard decay be- 
fore Mr. Astor bought it for some $200,000 
and set about an immense and costly work 
of restoration and rebuilding. Nearly a 
thousand workmen were employed in this 
labor. 

The old fashioned cottages around the 
castle have been replaced by Tudor estruc- 
tures; a brand new “ancient '’ Gothic bridge 
now spans the little river Eden, the river 
itself being ‘“‘ improved" by two artificial 
rocks. Two big lakes have been excavated, 
the orchard has made way for a deer park, 
end the house has been transformed with 
much modern antique carved oak furniture. 


Loss of Intestines Healthful. 

The theory of Prof, Metchnikoff of the 
Pasteur institute that man would live longer 
and be he@ithier without a large intestine is 
being put to proof in a series of experiments 
at Guy’s hcspital, London. Dr. A. Distaso. 
Prof. Metchnikoff's assistant, who was sent 
to London to conduct the experiments, re- 
cently explained his progress. 

‘When studying cholera a few years ago, * 
the doctér said. ** Prof. Metchnikoff disc: v- 
ered that the intestines of the ordinary 
healthy man always contained a great num- 
ber of varieties of bacteria. Some of these 
were found to be dangerous. 

“In the lower large intestine it was found 
that the harmful germs greatly predominat- 
ed. Prof: Metehnikoff therefore concluded 
that if a man's large intestines were removed 
he would suffer less from the intestinal bac- 
teria poisons, which, according to Prof 
Metchnikoff’s belief, cause the common dis- 
eases of degeneration of the internal organs 
of the body and generally bring on premature 
old age. The difficulty ah to find patients 
without large intestines on whom to. tess 
these theories. 


Forty Subjects Show Value. 

‘““W. Arbuthnot Lane, the well known sur- 
geon of Guy's hospital, has solved our difi- 
culty by placing at my disposal some thirty 
or forty patients. whose large intestines he 
has removed for the relief of chronic intestin- 
al obetruction. These patients have been go- 
ing about alive and well for periods varying 
from a few months to five years since their 
large intestines have been cut out. My 
work has been to compare the intestinal 
ficra of these people with those found in the 
digestive tracts of normal people. 

‘*In the week I have been working I have 
proved beyond doubt that in Mr. Lane’s pa- 
tients many of the harmful varietios of bac- 
teria are absent. while those still surviving 
are in much smaller proporticn than in 
normal individuals. 

‘‘ All animals (including babies) when born 
have perfectly sterile digestive tracts—that 
is. there are no germs growing in the in- 
testines. Prof. Metchnikoff believes that if 
we could preserve this freedom from intes- 
tinal bacteria we could greatly prolong life 
hecause the greatest cause of premature old 


ege—the absorption of bacterial poisons in | 


the intestines—would be nonexistent, 

“Tt is interesting to mo%e,”’ the doctor con- 
cluded. “ that no bactevie tf putrefaction [the 
variety which Prof. Metchnikoff considers 
the most active in bringing on premature 
old age] have been discovered so far in any 
of Mr. Lane's patients whose large intestines 
have been removed.”’ 

The amusing, if embarrassing, situation in 
which 800 Tower of London visitors were 
placed when they suddenly found themselves 
imprisoned behind locked doors the oiher 
day brings to light the effective manner in 
which the nation’s treasures are guarded.

swung round by the turning of @ crank. The’ 
National gallery and other art museums are 
equally well protected.

IS EAGER TO BE A “MARTYR” 


Dhingra Deelares Deed Was in Ven- 
geunce for His Oppressed Cvuntry. 


LONDON, July 10.—Madcar lal Dhingra, the 
Indian student who on the night of July 1 
at the conclusion of a public gathering at 
the Imperial! institute shot and killed Lieut. 
Col. Sir William Hutt Curzon Wyllie and 
Dr. Cawas Lalcaca, was today committed for 
trial‘at the Old Bailey on a murder charge. 

The police court proceedings lasted the 
whole day. although but little new evidence 
was elicited. The prosecution placed before 
the court documents Containing the prison- 
er’s handwriting. which seemed to show con- 
clusively that the crime was long premedi- 
tated and in revenge for alleged wrongs to 
India. The prisoner, in a brief statement, 
said: 

“I do not wish to say anything in defense 
of myself, but simply to prove the justice of 
my deed. As for myself I do not think an 
English law court has any authority to ar- 
rest and detain me in prison or to pasa on me 
a sentence of death. 


Patriotism Is Pleaded. 

‘That is the reason why I have not em- 
ployed counsel. I maintain that if it is pa- 
triotic for Englishmen to fight against the 
Germans if they occupy this country, then 
it is much more justifiable and more patriotic 
in my case to fight against the English. 

“T hold that the English people are re- 
sponsible for the murder of 80,000,000 of my 
countrymen during the last fifty years, and, 
that they also are responsible for the taking 
from India of £100,000,000 every year. 

“I also hold that they are reeponsible for 
the hanging and deportation of my patriotic 
countrymen who do just what the English 
here are advising their countrymen to. do. 
If the Germans have got no right to occupy 
this country, then the English have no right 
to occupy India, and it is perfectly justifiable 
on our part to kill any Englishman who is 
polluting our sacred land.”’ 


Charges England with Hypocrisy. 

After expressing surprise at the ‘‘ hypoc- 
risy with which the English are posing as 
champions of the oppressed in the Congo and 
in Russia,’’ the defendant continued: 

“Im case this country is occupied by the 
Germans, and if an Englishman, angered at 
seeing the Germans walking about with the 
insolence of conquerors in the streets of Lon- 
don, kills one or two Germans and is upheld 
as a patriot, then certainly I am a patriot, 
to, in working for the emancipation of my 
motherland. 

‘I make this statement not for the purpose 
of pleading for mercy or anything of the 
kind. I wish the English would sentence me 
to death, for in that case the vengeance of 
my countrymen will be all the keener. I put 
forward this statement to show the justice 
of my cause to the outside world, especially 
to our sympathizers ih America and Ger- 
many.”’

|PARTY STARTS IN SEARCH. 


DESERT HOLDS COPPER CIT\?| BRITON 1 LENT TO TURKS 


Arabs Claim to Have Found De- 
serted Ruins in Great Sahara. 


Others Seoff at Tale, Which Recalls 
Petrified Town Yarn. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, July 10.—A party,.of Arabs re- 
cently returned to Cairo from the Sahara 
desert and narrated a story of a remarkable 
discovery They stated they were endéav- 
oring to smuggle contraband goods in Trip- 
oli last winter when they were surrounded 
by coast zuards. Some 2scaped and rode 
southwards into the desert and lost them- 
selves. 
_ They were foodless and had given up hope 
of eacaping when they saw on the horizon a 
glittering mass like. a large city. They be- 
lieved at first it was only a mirage, but it 
proved to. be a real deserted city built of 
burnished copper. The only sign of life 
about the place was a group of Bedouins, 
who shot at the party. After exploring the 
place and replenishing their water sacks at 
an excellent well the wanderers discovered 
a beaten track’and returned to Cairo. 


Expedition Will Hunt City. 

The story came to the ears of antiquity 
authorities, and they dispute the fact, saying 
Arabs are born romancers. Much credence 
is given the narrative, however, owing to the 
production by the wanderers of pieces of 
copper of fine workmanship and unique de- 
sigh, which the Arabs claim they brought 
from the lost city. 

As a result there has been a private expedi- 
tion organized with the assistance of the 
Egyptian government antiquities depart- 
ment. This will journey Saharaward in the 
search of the city of copper. The expedition 
also will visit the oasis of Siwa and explore 
Jarabub, the Mecca of the Senussi tribe, into 
which no European has yet penetratcd. 


Recalls Petrified City Tale. 


The story of the city of burnished copper 
recalls another wonderful city which the 
Arabs claimed to have found 200 years ago. 
Some Arabs told an eighteenth century trav- 
eler, Thomas Shaw, of the discovery in Bar- 
bary of a beautiful petrified city, where petri- 
fied women fingéred petrified goods in petri- 
fied shops, and women kneaded petrified 
dough in houses. One magnificent person, 
they said, was found lying on a splendid 
couch guarded by men holding spears. 

Shaw listened while the Arabs piled up 
a wealth of details. His skepticism was 
gradually deepening until it settled into con- 
firmed unbellef when they added that they 
had found petrified cats chasing petrified 
mice. 

The savants who are going in search of the 
burnished copper city ignore the fact that 
this metal, when long exposed to the air, 
invariably oxidizes to a deep green color.

The younger naval officers are all keen as 
regards their profession, and as many have 
a good knowledge of English they have not 
failed to acquire such information as could 
be obtained from reading English naval 
periodicals and books. Much translating 
work has been done since what might be 
termed the ‘“ emancipation of the navy "’ 
took place. and the instructors will find their 
task much lightened by the zeal and willing- 
ness of both officers and men. — 

The first fruit of the British admiral’s 
work is to be seen in the dispatch of the 
fleet for a short evolutionary and exercise 
cruise in the Sea of Marmora, preparatory 
to a more extended one in the Mediterranean. 


Cannon Shots Stir Echoes. 

The Massudieh, with Admiral Gamble’s flag 
at the masthead, arrived the other afternoon, 
and for the first time in many years the 
echoes of the island group were awakened 
with the thunder of the guns in the salute 
to the commander in chief. Not since the 
last war with Russia, when the British fleet, 
under Sir Geoffrey Hornby, tock up the same 
anchorage for the protection of Constanti- 
nople, has a similar event taken place, on 
account of the abhorrence in which the ex- 
suitan held the sound of anything like a 
cannonade.

The 
lrish party. supported by the Irish Orange- 
men and by the whole Tory etrength, reduced 
the government's majority to thi: ty-two, the 
lowest figure in any division since the Legin- 
ning of this parliament. Even this small mae 
jority would have disappeared if the labor 
members instead of'voting with the Irish 
party as usual] had not supported the governe 
ment, : \ | 

The collision between the Irish party and 
the government arose over the increase of 
the interest payable by the tenants buying 
the property by five shillings per vent. This 
was greatly resented in Ireland as cstabli:h- 
ing two sets of prices for the tenant Dpur- 
chasers and as acding an unnecessary bul» 
den to the tenants and above all as likely te 
gate’ the lan@ pokchase which everytoey 


The tenants can restore the situation if they 
ean force the landlords to take twe years 
lower prices for their lard. but this they can- 
not do unless Birrell insists on retaining the 


compulsory powers which compel the land- 
lords to sell in the bill. These compulsory 
powers may be expunged In the house of 
lords and.this will create a most difficult sit- 
vation. 

Factionism Perils the Bill. 

Altogether Birrell’s bill starts its dificult 
voyage across the tempestuous seas inaus- 
piciousiy. and especially as @ few Irish fac- 
Honists wish to wreck. not to amend, the bill. 
Redmond’s adroitness and courage will be 
equal to the situation, but the Trish mem- 
bers will be sorely tried in facing the land- 
lords and thé house of lords, who are oppos- 
ing the land reform; the British government, 
which i@ refusing the necessary amendments, 
and the factionists cn kis flank. 

‘The final stages in the fight over the bill 
will not come till the end of August, when 
the bill will return from the house of lords, 
doubtiess mutiliated. These mutilations may 
make it impossible for the Irish party to 
accept the bill, and the faflure to carry the 
bill will plunge Ireland into a civil war. 

At the present moment Ireland is extra- 
ordinarily trarquil, The judges are received 
in town after town in white gloves, be- 
cause there are no prisoners to try, but all 
this is the pause before the storm, if Bir- 
rell’s bill is rejected. The next few weeks, 
therefore, will be more critical for Ireland 
and for the ministry than any for decades. 


Visit of Czar Lxcites. 

The international situation is chiefly com- 
cerned with the approaching visit of the czar 
and Persian affairs. The labor forces 
strongly protest against the czar’s visit, 
while the Tories in the city of London ofer 
him a banquet. 

The Russian intervention in Persia excites 
great perturbation among the English Lib- 
erals, as they think this means practically 
the occupation of Persie by Russia and the 
strangling of the attempt of the Persian 
nationalists to establish free Persian ingti- 
tutions. 

The Persian nationalists have many rep- 
resentatives in Europe and many friends in 
Engiand, and John Dillon, regarded as 4 
friend of freedom the whole world over, is in 
communication with the Persian national- 
ists and is the most vigilant critic of Sir Ed- 
ward Grey’s Persian policy.

Budget Fight Is Twofold; 

The inner explanaticn of thé tremendous 
agitation Licyd-George's budget is creating 
is twofold, as it fe both economic and pp- 
litical. Om the one hand the tariff reformers 
detest the budget, because it proves thee az 
der free trade finance it is still possible to 
raise taxes in England equal to the moss 
gigantic strain that can be put on the coug, 
try. 

The hope of the tariff reformers was that 
they could prove that taxation could not be 
further increased without a tax or imports, 
which they describe as a tax on the foreigner, 
The other economic reascn which works 
egainst the land tax is the enormous num- 
ber of persons who are interested in Souse 
and in building property near towns. 

Added to all this element there is that 
mighty landed interest which. ever sinee 
William the Norman created the feudal land 
system ten centuries ago, has been the chief

The wild enthusiasm which on the other

& spirit of Violent reaction from the gloom 
and even despair which had settled down 
Om the Liberal ranks up to the introduc- 
tién of this terrible engine of war which 


_ Lioyd-George has forged. Bill after bill had 


been rejected by the house of lords, and the 
Liberal\party felt itself enraged, defied, but 
helpless, and the Liberal ministers either 
Passed academic, innocuous, and impotent 
resolutions or sat twiddling their thumbs. 

The whole world of reaction laughed at 
all these performances. They were like 
the grimaces which, in the old Chinese books 
ef. war, Chinese soldiers were instructed 
to empioy to frighten an enemy approaching 
with Maxim guns and explosive shells. 

And upon this impotent. rage and hope de- 
ferred there suddenly descends this huge 
Dreadnought of Lloyd-George. It is wel- 
comed, therefore, not merely as a great in- 
etrument of finance but as a vindication of 
free trade taxation; as an attempt to equalize 
the burdens of rich and poor—though all 
these things have done much to create its 
@xtraordinary popularity. It is welcomed 
even more as a deciaration of war against 
the house of lords and as the most formida- 
ble and provocative weapon jn such 2 fight 
that has ever yet been devised. 


People Urge War on Lords. 

And a fight with the house of lords on some 
flesue that would appeal to the English peo- 
ple is what the English Liberals have been 
asking for during the last three years. They 
have been so anxious to find such an issue 
as to be like the legendary Irishman who 
trailed his coat to provoke somebody to tread 
upon its tall. And at last.it looks as if the 
letds were going to accept the challenge, or 
perhaps cne should say fall into the trap. 
The proposal ie that the house of lords should 
accept all parts of the budget except those 
which refer to the land taxes, and that they 
should, by dividing the budget into two parts, 
accept one-half. and. reject the other. 

‘All kinds of arguments are being used to 
prove that this would not bea -violationsof the 
Privileges of the house of commons. The 
Spectator, the ablest and sanest of the Tory 
organs, argues, for instance, that while it is 
not in the power of the house of lords to levy 
@ tax on the nation, it has the power to re- 
eve the nation of a tax, and that therefore 
if the house of lords only excises the land 
taxes it will be acting within its rights, for 
ft will be relieving; not burdening, the people. 

The Liberal journals hail these challenges 
with ferocious delight. And I think they are 
right. It eannot be possible that English- 
men will be reactionary enough to allow the 
right of the people to tax themeelves through 
their elected representatives to he filched by 
such an. unrepresentetive assembly as the 
house of lords. ; 


Lords Fear General Election. 
‘But before it comes to that point a good 
mai - things will have to happen. The Lib- 

erals will not allow the house of lords to 
force them into a general election without a 
desperate struggle. They are entitled to de- 
clare that this would mean that the house of 
lords could always paralyze any Liberal ma- 
jority; however great. in the house of com- 


mons. by sending it back whenever it liked } 


to- the constituencies again. ‘* would de 
nothing short of a declcration of surrende- 
to the house of lords, 

. What the Liberal ministry will do, then, 
is to send back the budget bill unchanged in 
@ single line or word or comma to the house 
of lords, and perhaps they will send it back 
again and again. In the meantime there 
will be something like financial chaos. Al- 
ready some millions of new taxes have been 
colected; already they have. been spent; 
théy can't be got back again, and one can 
easily imagine the condition into which Eng- 
land will be thrown if such a etate of financial 
anarchy were to be set up. 

In this imbroglio the king will have a 
Gifficult as well as a momentous part to play. 
The Liberals will appeal to him as the last 
resort to make the same threat as his an- 
céstor, William IV., did in 1832—that is to 
say, to tell the house of lords that if they 
do net accept the budget bill he will use his 
undoubted power as sovereign to create as 
many new peers as will swamp their ma- 
jority and create another. This, of course, if 
carried out, would be a revolution, but by the’ 
time this struggle has reached that point 
the temper in England will be revolutiona.y. 


Attempt to Stir People. 
“In the meantime one hears the clash of 
erms for the fight everywhere. This big agi- 
tation in the ‘country, of which Winston 
Churchill has been made the commander-in- 
chief. will be formidable. It is proposed to 
hold meetings in every constituency; to send 
Speakers to them; in other words, to do every- 
thing to lash the masses into a cyclone of 
passion on behalf of the budget and against 
the house of lorde.

Indeed, nothing is more remarkable than 
the rapidity of the rate with which heat is 
being developed. Lloyd-George indulged 
himeelf in an outburst against Lord Roth- 
schild which is creating rage in some quer- 
ters and delight in others. : 

The Daily News, decorous organ, makes 
the remark that Lord Rosebery probably will 
be otherwise ehgaged in Capri or Naples 
when the battle he is challenging comes to be | 
fought—an allusion the full venom of. which. 
will only be realized by those who know how 
Rosebery funks and runs away to the con- 
tinent when he has thrown his javelin into 
the empty air and when the bombs begin to 
be thrown, 

Where is Ireland, meantime, in the midat 
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of all this terrific fight? I need scarcely say 
that all sane Irish politicians are delighted 
as they see party passion rising in England; 
it is in such moments of fierce English party 
division that Ireland has the chance of hold- 
ing the balance of power and of getting its 
liberties. 


Irish Take Middle Road. 
When Lloyd-George introduced his bud- 
get two different lines of policy were pos- 
sible. The first was to declare war to the 
death against the budget as a whole, against 


Liloyd-George, and, against the ministry, and 


as a result to join in the fight with the Tories 
and in the same methods as the Tories are 
employing. The Irish party was to go into 
every division against the government;*to 
throw all its men into the same filibustering 
as the Tories—in short to become a wing of 
the Tory party. 

The other policy was to fight the budget, 
not as a whole, but in so far as its proposals 
affected Ireland unfairly—that is to say, to 
watch the land taxes so that they should 
not be a burden on the great new race of 
peasant proprietors which is growing up 
so rapidly in Ireland; secondly, to abate the 
license duties so that they might not op- 
press the Irigh publicans who are strug- 
gling for a living; and, thirdly, to try to re- 
duce the big tax on Irish whisky. 

As to the first policy it could not have been 
carried out, and most of those who proposed 
it either knew that it could not be carried 
out or were too ignorant politically to be 
cougted. A policy of war to the death against 
the budget and of close offensive and 
defensive alliance with the Tories would 
have meant that the ministry would have 
been driven to drastic closure a little earlier; 
that by closure the ministry would have 
shut up Irish as well as Tory mouths, and 
that the members would have ridden their 
budget rough shod through the house of 
commons. And thie meant again that, ex- 
asperated by our irreconciliable hostility, re- 
garding us as enemies with whom they could 
make neither peace nor war, they would have 
refused us all concessions, and the evils of 
the budget would have been either pre- 
served in all their naked injustice or aggra- 
vated, 

Nothing to Gain; All to Lose. 

And while we should thus have failed to 
beat the budget, and, still more, failed to 
beat the ministry, we should have created 
such a feeling of animosity—natural animos- 
ity in Liberal ranks—as to have mace it im- 
possible for the government to pass our Bir- 
rell land bill; and all Ireland is weiting anx- 
fously for this bill. And that is just what 
the factionists wanted, for the defeat of the 
Birrell bill or its indefinite postpohement 
might have had disastrous results for the 
Irish party in the present temper of Ireland. 
_ I won't say the party might have been de- 
stroyed, but it would certainly have been dis- 
credited; and then the factionists would have 
come in and tried to take their spoils in the 
chaos produced by their tactics. An unholy 
combination was being made between the 
honest elements of Irish life, which honestly 
and rightly opposed portions of the budget, 
and the dishonest end factionist elements, 
which wanted to exploit the budget as a 
weapon against the Irish party. 

We have refused to fallintothistrap. Wwe 
watch the budget nightly, voting for the 
clauses good for Ireland, voting against the 
clauses bad for Ireland, with this result, 
that we are now sure of big concessions; that 
we may get bigge™ concessiong by and by. 
I don’t want to anticipate, but I hope to have 
the perhaps pleasant surprise for your read- 
ers that Ireland has gained much more than 
she has lost through this budget. Perhaps 
you may hear next year of the Barrow and 
the Bann being drained and of a new great

RHINE HALTS U. S. RIFLEMEN.’ 


American Sharpshooters on Trip 
Abroad Succumb to the Joys 
En Route. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

BERLIN. July 10.—A big delegation of Ger- 
man-American sharpshooters, who came to 
Germany a fortnight ago to attend the in- 
ternatfonal sharpshooters’ festival at Hem- 
burg. arrived in Berlin Tueeday and domi- 
nated the tourist landscape to the exclusion 
of all other elements, 

They reached the capital in sections as 4 
result of a sojourr along the Rhine which 
resulted in incapacitating many of them for 
several days. 

By last night Capt. Harry von Minden, 

mmander in chief of the delegation, had 
mustered his full roll, and the Americens, 
with the stars and stripes at their heed, 
formed a conrspicucus feature of the parade 
of Berlin sharpthooters. They left for Ham- 
burg today. ‘ 

The rules of the competitions which take 
place next week provide that all contestants 
shall use rifles ard ammunition supplied by 
the’ local management. The Americans are 
equipped with their cwn weapons and expect 
to be handicapped by having to shoot with 
unfamillar ones. 
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of this enterprise so far as the termina! was 
concerned. 

Germiany’s interests in Persia are by no 
means large. Her total commerce, including 
exports and imports, amounts to only $890,- 
000, while that of Russia aggregates 340,- 
000,000, and that of the British empire, in- 
cluding India, is $15,200,000. It is estimated 
that about 80 per cent of the foreign trade of 
Persia is with Russia an< the British em- 
pire. 

By reason of proximity Russia holds a 
great advantage over herrivals. The Rus- 
sian government was successful eight years 
ago in concluding a treaty in connection 
with the revision of' the Persian customs 
administration, in which were incorporated 
provisions which have enabled her to out- 
strip other nations through the levying of 
a heavy import tax on cotton piece goods 
and textiles in general. 


Non-Catholics’ Status in Spain. 


Interesting facts in regard to the status of 
non-Catholic religious denominations in 
Spain are contained in a report just made 
public by the state department. The Ro- 
man Catholic religion is the religion of the 
state, and the nation, by its conatitution)blii- 
gates itself to maintain ite worship and its 
ministers. 

The constitution also says that no one will 
be interfered with in Spanish territory be- 
cause of his religious opinions or for the exer- 
cise of his form of worship. However, no oth- 
er ceremonies nor manifestattons in public 
except those of the religion of the state will 
be permitted. 

The American board of commissioners for 
foreign missions have sent clergymen to 
Spain, and there, according to the report, have 
had greater freedom of worship in large cities 
than in provincial villages, and there ig more 
toleration than was the case fifteen or twenty 
years ago. Funeral services never are inter- 
fered with, even when the Protestant min- 
isters, more or less conspicuously, appears 
in his clerical capacity in the funeral pro- 
cessions passing through the public streets. 

Churches and chapels may be bvyilt, when 
building regulations are complied with, but 
distinctively ecclesiastical architecture cal- 
culated to proclaim the building as the seat 
of a form of worship is not allowed; at least 
Protestants have refrained from such form 
of architecture. 


Cross Barred to Protestants. 


A cnoss or other emblem of religion-never 
is permitted to be erected upon a Protestant 
edifice. Several years ago an attempt to do 
this at Barcelona resulted in the ecclesias- 
tical authorities of that city making an 
appeal to the crown for the enforcement of 
the law. King Alfonso, in his reply, gave 
assurances of his intention ‘to enforce the 
laws of Catholic Spain against outward man- 
ifestation of other forms of religion." 

The cross in the case mentioned was re- 
moved. Generally, the Protestants of Spain 
concede that the erection of a cross is a 
“public manifestation,”” and, therefore, a 
violation of the constitution. Generally, the 
door of the Protestant church edifice is per- 
mitted to open upon the public street, al- 
though it is not allowed, during service, to 
remain open so as to @ftract at*ontion to the 
worship. 

If the ndtification be given, religious bodies 
may meet in such nymbers as they choose. 
There are about 3,000 communicants and 
regular attendants, and about 10,000 adher- 
ents to the Protgstant religions in the king- 
dom. 


Medieval Justice in Egypt. 


Egypt has, furnished an example of 
medieval justice that is interesting. Last 
December a party cf twenty rough appearing 
persons of both sexes arrived at Assiout, fol- 
lowed shortly after by: a policeman in ¢harge 
of six camels. 

These persons were identified as gypsies 
who traveled from village to village, the 
women telling fortunes and the men carrying 
on a lucrative trade in camels, horses, and 
other live stock. 

Six monins previously one member of the 
tribe had struck the camel of another with 
a whip, an insult which could only be wiped 
out, according to their custom, by the vol- 
untary loss of property by each party, one 
bidding against tbe other, as at an auction, 
until the aggrieved or offending party could 
not afford to continue. 

When this cccurs the last bidder is consid- 
ered to have won the cease, proving that he is 
the richer and therefore the better man. 
Before the appearance of the camels at 
Assiout about $2,000 in property had been 
destroyed in the following manner. The 
agerieved party began by- slaughtering a 
buffelo, the carcass being appropriated by 
the on-looking peasarts. 


Money Thrown Into the Nile. 


The offender replied by: killing two buffaloes 
as a proof of the justice of his cause. The 
first man then threw $25 into the Nile, to 
which his opponent answered with $50. The 
antagonists continued killing animals and 
‘throwing away money for some time. 


On the arrival of the policemen with the. 


camels, the. local authorities intervened, but 
they were unable to stop the feud untill the 
camels had been disposed of. 

It was then decided to hold. an auction, 
the proceeds to go to a Moslem charitable 
society. This solution wagaccepted. Nearly 
$5,000 was realized when, the-offender hayv- 
ing announced his poverty, the quarrel ended. 
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000, but also spends the largest amount of 
money for school purposes, $130;000,000. Her 
percentage of illiteracy, one-twentieth of 1 
per cent, is the lowest in Europe. 

More than half the recruits for continental 
conscript armies can meither read nor write. 
In Bulgaria the pereentage of illiteracy 
among recruits is 52, in Servia and Russia 62, 
in Portugal and Spain 70, and in Roumania 75. 

But it is not improbable that German chil- 
dren are paying a heavy price for their pro- 
ficiency in school work. ** The German school 
child,”’ says a writer recently, “‘ is notorious- 
ly overworked. Nervousness among chil- 
dren in Germany is increasingly taking the 
form of suicide. Pressure of school work and 
shame over inability to make the expected 
progress are the most frequent causes." 

This growing tendency to nervousness upon 
the part of German children has been recog- 
nized and a number of wealthy men have 
combined tocombatit. They propose to erect 
a series of great recreation and athietic 
grounds throughout the country, particularly 
in the cities. 


Coal Ruins Great Abbey. 


. Bir. W. B. Richmond's statement as to the 
rapid decay of Westminster abbey during the 
last century owing to coal] smoke was made 
by him after reading a summary of Prof. 
Owens’ report on the abbey. Sir William 
has said: ‘ 

‘There is more to come, and still more 
serious revelations es to the harm that is 
being done. It does not only apply to West. 
minster abbey but to all our cathedral towns 
which are in the neighborhood of large man- 
ufactories. 

**'No less than 6.000 tons of coal float over 
London every day, and I am afraid to tell 
you how many thousands of tons of sulphu- 
ric acid. Indeed, smoke Is carried as far as 
eighty miles from London, and in winter 
time snow has fallen on the Berkshire downs 
blackened with the grime of London.” 

In answer to a question as to what he con- 
sidered would be the material adopted for 
London's large building in the future. Sir 
William said that he believed it would be 
reinforced concrete. used with steel frames. 
The old brick houses of the Georgian period 
had worn excellently, but brick houses were 
not cheap. and for this reason he believed 
concrete and steel woud be the materials of 
the future. 


Dandlords Show Budget’s Cost. 


The budget fight is going on merrily. The 
Radical press makes light of the burdens 
which the .chancellor’ of the exchequer 
thmeatens to impose upon Britain's landed 
proprietors. How severely the British aris- 
tocracy would be hit by the proposed death 
duties and land value taxation may be seen 
by a few typical examples. 

Lord Clinton has announced that he must 
sell 6500 acres in Devonshire to which he 
succeeded on the death of his uncle. the Hon. 
Mark Rolle. He intimates that the sale of 
the property; which includes the family seat 
of Stevenstone, near Torrington, famous for 
its resistance to Cromwell's hosts, is neces- 
sitated by the heavy estate and succession 
duties he has to pay. 

Lord Onslow, a great landowner in Surrey, 
is selling a large part of his holding as a 
precaution, and has marked out 1,740 acres 
of his estate in lots, varying from half an 
acre to 336 acres, to be sold at Tokenhouse 
Yard, the great London real estate market, in 
July. 

Lord de Ramsey the other day told a public 

audience that if he were killed in an auto- 
mobile accident that day and his son suc- 
ceeded to the family properties, he would 
have to part with at least nine of his finest 
Lincolnshire farms to meet the death duties 
leviable under the budget. 
‘ Lord Egerton of Tatton has taken another 
line. To persons who have made applica- 
tions for annual subscriptions for various 
purposes he has sent a circular ietter to the 
effect that owing to the payments of death 
duties equivalent to three and a half years 
income he cannot for the present continue his 
subscriptions. 


Jew Becomes Cabinet Minister. 


The first member of the Jewish community 
to become a British cabinet minister is the 
Right Hon. Herbert L. Samuel, wno was 
promoted from under secretary of state for 
home affairs to the chancellorship of the 
duchy of Lancaster on the retiremeni of the 
aged Lord Fitzmaurice. The chancellorship 
carries with it cabinet rank and a salary of 
$10,000, Mr. Samuel is the son of a Jewish 
bankér of Liverpool. 

Of course men of Jewish antecedents have 
been ministers, such as Benjamin Disraeli, 
afterward Lord Beaconsfield, but they were 
not members of the Jewish faith. Jews have, 
however, taken high positions in parlia- 
mentary life. The late Lord Pirbright, for- 
merliy Henry de Worms, was under secre- 
tary for the colonies, but was not in the cab- 
inet. The late Sir George Jessel was a law 
officer of the crown, and Sir Francis Henry 
Goldsmid, who was the first Jewish barrister 
and the first Jewish queen's counsel, was 
member of parliament for twenty-eight years 
for Reading, Berkshire, a constituency now 
represented by his co-religionist, Rufus 
Isaacs, K. C., who isone of the ablest lawyers 
in England today. 


EUGENIE SILENT ON LIFE. 


Paris Is Disappointed When Secretary 
Announces Former Empress Will 
Not Write Memoirs.

PARIS, July 10.—General regret ig felt at 
the announcement by her secretary that ex- 
Empress “ugénie has not written her me- 
moirs and does not intend to do so. Last 
week she passed through Paris and spent a 
day visiting the Chateau Malmaison, ex- 
amining the collection of objects associated 
with Empress Josephine. Eugénie’s me- 
moirs would be doubly interesting in con- 
nection with Emilé Oliver's reminiscences 
of the causes of the war of 1870, with which 
the ex-empress was credited witb having £0 
much to do.

MENACES LIBERTY 


For the Most Part Parliament 
Is Servile and Discredits 
Liberal Rule, . 


OLD DESPOTISM IN VOGUE: 


Hangmen and Jailers Busy; 
Brazen Mockery ‘at Justice 
Prevails in Empire. 


BY HERMAN BERNSTEIN, 
[FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TRIBUNBD. ] 

MOSCOW, June 15.—After a twelvemonth I 
‘revisited Russia. I have found the third 
dumea still ‘“ working '’—that is, talking, talk- 
ing, talking. Sometimes the epeeches are 
powerful, sharp, cutting, uttered by the few 
strong men still left in the duma, such as 
Roditchev, Milyukov, and Maklakov—but for 
the most part the servility of the Russian 
parliament is voiced through the timid words 
of the Octoberists and the loud and filthy 
vituperations of the black elements, headed 
by the clown of the auma, Furishkevich. 

During my stay in St. Petersburg Baron 
Meyendorf, acting chairman of the parlia- 
ment, was attacked in the course of the 
session by the black elements in language so 
abusive that even a Russian drunkard, be- 
ing a pastmaster.of the art, could hardly im- 
prove upon. 

Baron Meyendorf was carried out of the 
hall, fainting, and, though the Russian press 
was stirred to timid indignation by this scan- 
dal, the only punishment imposed by M. 
Khomyakov, the president of the duma, who 
had just returned from a visit to the czar in 
Tsarskoe Selo,.was a mild reprimand, ad- 
dressed to the entire body of representatives. 
And the Russian parliament went on ** work- 
ing” as if nothing had happened. 


* Parliament Hurting Liberal Rule. 


And the manner in which the Russian par- 
liament is working is disgrediting the prin- 
ciple of representative government among 
the people as nothing else could have done it. 

To the world outside everything seems to 
be moved forward smoothly and quietly in 
Russia. Stolypin is believed to be admin- 
istering cautiously to the great patient. 
handing out the medicine of reforms in small 
but regular doses, yet one visiting Russia, 
any part of Russia, with open eyes, cannot 
fail to see that the great patient, the Russian 
people, is quiet now because this medicine 
is stupefying and killing the patient. 

The ‘‘ constitutional ’’ government is really 
working energetically; the military courts 
are constantly bringing out death sentences 
for crimes which in civilized countries are 
punishable by imprisonment for a month or 
even less, and the hangmen aré kept busy 
throughout the empire. 

The prisons, pested with the nastiest dis- 
eases, hold more than twice the number they 
were intended to accommodate (which for 
Russian officials may perhaps be a good and 
sufficient reason for s0 many hangings); 
thousands of people are exiled, without trial, 
by governors general for no other ‘‘ ctime ”’ 
than that their faces are not to the liking of 
some police officer or spy. 


Mockery at Justice Prevails. 

Russia is working. Never before has there 
been such chaos, such lawlessness, such 
braz mockery at justice, as prevail in 
Russia today. The trial of Lopukhin, the 
former director of the police department, a 
direct Gescendant of Peter the Great, the 
man who exposed that monstrous psy cholog- 
ical enigma, Eugene Azeff, the agent pro- 
vocatuer, who was at the same time the 
head of the revoluticnary organization, has 
been sentenced in a shockingly farcical map- 
ner to imprisonment for five years. 

Azeff, who has killed many revolutionaries 
and who also organized the assassinations of 
Piehve and Grand Duke Sergius, has been 
styled by Premier Stolypin, in an address in 
the duma, as his “ associate’’—this Azeff 
is now hidden somewhere in Russia, protect-

“and Bankers’ Regarded Certain. 


GEO. ROBERTS TO BE HEAD.

Terms Substantially as Already An- 
nounced—Bank Reserves Decrease. 


Pevelopments yesterday warranted the be- 
Mef that a merger between the Commercial 
National and Bankers’ National banke will 
take place some time this week along the 
lines announced in THE TRIBUNE June 30. It 
is expected that at a meeting of the directors 
of the Commercial National on Tuereday the 
deal will be closed unless some obstacle un- 
forseen yesterday should intervene. George 
f. Roberts. president of the Commercial, has 
been agreed upon as the head of the merged 
institution, EK. 8S. Lacey, president of the 
Bankers’ National. is to become chairman of 
the board of directors, should there Be no 
change in the present understanding. Mr. 
Lacey’s salary will be, for a period of five 
years, the same as that of Mr. Roberts, which 
is understood to be $25,000 a year. Mr. Lacey 
was formerly controller of the eurrency and 
organized the Bankers’ National bank in 
1892. The institution has shown steady 
growth and has a considerable country bank 
business. 


Bankers’ Yields Presidency. 


‘Directors of the Bankers’ National held out 
for Mr. Lacey as president of the merged 
bank. But the Commercial National people 
tmsieted that as their bank was the larger and 
the purchasing institution, its head should 
rightfully be Mr. Roberts. It was the con- 
cession by the Bankers’ National directors 
of this point that seemed to assure the mer- 
ger carrying, although some smaller mat- 
ters are yet to be adjusted. It is still, how- 
ever, the question of providing places for the 
different officers. 

As previously announced, the capital stock 
of the merged banks will be $7.000.000, and 
the surplus and undivided profits approxi- 
mately $4,000,000. Deposits will be, roundly. 
$72,000,000, placing the institution in the 
fourth rank in this particular among Chi- 
cago banks. 


Bielon for Commercial Shareholders. 


According to the negotiations, as they stood 
Yesterday, the Commercial National will de- 
clare a stock dividend of $1,500,000 out of its 
surplus of $3,000,000. Then it is proposed to 
issue an additional $300,000 of stock at par. 

There is to be issued to the Bankers’ Na- 
tional stockholders $2.200,000 in new Com- 
mercial National stock in exchange, share 
for share, of the Bankers’ National capital. 


This will bring the total capital stock issue 


of the Commercial up to $7,000,000. 

The present capital of the Bankers’ Na- 
tiona! is $2,000, and it will be increased by 
$200,000 to be issued to Bankers’ sharehold- 
ers at par. The issue of Bankers’ stock is to 
make the book value of it practically the 
Same as that which the Commercial will be 
after the increased stock issue. The figure 
will be around 158, as against the present 
book value of 245. The Bankers’ National's 
book value is 164. 


Delay Over Placing Officers. 


The negotiations for a merger have been on 
for two weeks, While the financial terms 
have been modified somewhat, the principal 
feature of delay has been the arrangement 
of the roster of officers, and this is now un- 
@erstood to be the only thing still standing in 
the way of closing the deal. The largest 
stockholders in the Bankers’ also favored 
consolidating with another institution, but 
as it appeared unseemly for the latter to get 
actively into negotiations it was finally de- 
Cided to cast the fate of the Bankers’ Na- 
tional with that of the Commercial. 


New York‘ Bank Statement. 


The New York bank statement yesterday 
gshiwed a decrease of $2,493,175 in the excess 
reserve, due to an increase of $7,021,900 de- 
posits and a decrease of something over 
$700,000 in cash.

Just as traveling aggregations of 
the circus trust never, no, never, will « Yer 
more than three rings in the hipprodrome 
and two humps on the dromedary, the 
amusemefAt park has touched bedrock. it 
is here to stay, each and every summer, like 
oe sailor straw and the “‘no relief in sight”

The feature dominating the roost at River- 
view this season insures that the petals of 
gentleness have fallen to stay. “Creation’’ 
is the name of the show esteemed as the big 
thump. In discussing it managerial persons 
make shuffling sounds like $320,000 in real 
bills rubbing together. Not a cent of that 
billposted sum was spent with the aim of 
raising patrons’ back hair or cooling their 
spinal girders. ‘‘ Creation’ was designed 
not merely to overwhelm but to uplift and 
educate. It is the physical realization of the 
“Great & Mcral” stuff P. T. Barnum used to 
Slap on barns and wagon sheds.

In years gone by Riverview park has been 
@ leading exponent of spectacular man- 
slaughter and sudden death at prices to 
Please the people. Two summers ago “* The 
Great Train Robbery "’ beckoned the masses. 
There was a real locomotive, promoted from 
switchyard to continental limited. It rolled 
On a real track, puffed certified cinders, and 
its steam-screech delighted the most cap- 
tious. On a given cue it clanked into the 
great arena. In a moment it was enveloped 
by a surging mass of blazing bandits and 
dead shot desperadces—as rough a crew 
as ever scuttled a ship or sacked a good 
band concert with their parading ballyhoo. 
The cartridge blanks rattled, the whistle re- 
&échoed, the victims wailed, and the audience 
gurgied in waves of.rapture. :

One must actually step inside and inhale 
the gunpowder to believe one is not visit- 
a flower festival instead of a dreadnought-

Now dawns “Creation,” Its bottled bril- 
liancy fairly rips the curtain of night and ite 
incandescents splash the mirror of a wide 
lagoon in which a fountain plays. A moun- 
tain of angelic sweetness adorns the portals. 
A three story angel is she, sweeping a mantle 
above her plaster head in an attitude truly 
skyscraping Her wings curve to make an 
archway on each side of her. To the left 
is a smaller group composed of Adam and 
Eve, both apparently wondering what in 
creation all the fuss is about. 

Under the shelter of the angel's left aero- 
plane standsthespieler. He is the tallest and 
most cavernous-lunged member of his pro- 
fession on the grounds. The passing of the 
strenuous age has affected this champlon 
linguistic lure. Instead of stretching his 
arms, pounding the rail and trying to break 
a ventricle, he rumbles in stately tones: 

“ Cre-a-a-ation! Crea-a-a-ation! ‘In the 
beginning God created the heaven and the 
earth. And the earth was without form and 
void, and darkness was upon the face of the 
deep.’

Then he indicates with majesty the ticket 
seller’s wheelhouse. No hustling and bluffing 
of uncertain young men with bashful. 
girls on their elbows; only the sacred recita- 
tion and the rumble. In the past this spieler 
touted in front of an Igorrote village. 

“The head-hunters, the head-hunters!"’ he 
used to thunder. * See ‘em in their savage 
state, the wild and woolly dog-eating head- 
hunters! Dinner now in progress on the in- 
gide!’’ 

Once past the angel of ethereal tonnage 
and the spieler with the rumble, the visitor 
mounts a flight of steps and finds himéelf in 
a silent corridor. About a door cluster a 
group of what appear to be hotel barbers. 
They at once disclose themselves as gentle- 
manly ushers in white. One of them takes 
the lead and the interior of a great theater 
auditorium is disclosed. Down an aisle, step- 
less but sloping. the visitor is led and quietly 
assigned to a seat on the fringe of the au-

Somewhere an organ sounds. In front 
of the curtain shielding the great stage 
a lecturer repeats extracts from the first 
chapter of Genesis. ; 
Wanta go to church,” 
cries a small boy in the pew behind. “I 
wanta see th’ wild man.” 

He is severely muffied. Soon the cur- 
tain sweeps from sight and the process 
of “Creation” ts under way. A vast 
and angry sea is first discerned. Me- 
chanically it is the same kind of gea as 
the one in which the Monitor and Merri- 
mac combat. Pinnacles of rock appear 
above the surface and rise to the height 
of mountains. Five foot continents rise, 
wabble for a clutch, and defy the can- 
vas waters. A worldis inthe making! 

ee Bang!" 

It is the first volcano announcing itself. 
That is the only detonation in the succes- 
sor of Indian fights and bandits.. The 
volcanic streams leap down the side of a 
mountain. There is a bloody sunset and 
the moon rises, running through a couple 
of mountain peaks in its firat youthful 
dash. More continents leap up. These 
new ones are completely equipped with 
verdure and forests. A whole landscape 
appears, blotting out our Wilbur Wright 
view of the planet. We now are face to 
face with indications of life. There is a 
painted lion and a painted hippopotamus. 
A scenic studjo mammoth hoists its tusks, 
neither dreaming nor caring of the com- 
forts of the up to date museum. 

The world does move. In a few creaks 
and jerks we are confronted with the 
Garden of Eden. Practical grass, flow- 
ers, and shrubbery abound. Suddenly 
the audience is moved to rise to its feet. 

“Why, there's Mr. Adam!” is thecry. 

The world’s greatest progenitor. in the 
Riverview version, is neither a hairy Ainu 
nor a stone casting baboon. He is an intelli- 
gént young man, one whose job as a union 
eult advertisement is temporarily suspended, 
athletic underwear being the summer de- 
mand. Adam is properly surprised at the 
beauty of his surroundings, The whole of 
his art lies in wide eyed wonder. 

Enter Eve. All that can be sald of her cos- 
tume is that it it not entirely seamless. Their 
meeting is an impressive bit of pantomime. 
But they are not allowed to get acquainted 
more than three minutes before the scene 
shifters whisk ‘em off to make way for the 
grand finale. You see, no snake is allowed 
to intrude. The only snake on the lot just 
now is in the Salome show. 

The grand finale is a transformation scene, 
with no apologies to either Hanlon’s ‘‘Su- 
perba” or “ Uncle Tom’s Cabin.” The stage 
is packed full of clouds, fleecy and filmy, but 
strong enough for pedestrians of Paradise. 
Young women angels arise, gracefully avi- 
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ating. The organ resounds and a soloist 
voices on high. At length the curtains draw 
together and the white ushers shovt the way 
to the exits. 

“The world wasn’t made in a day,” re- 
marks a platitude pusher on the way out. 

** Nope, it was made in twenty-five min- 
utes,”” says a man whose watch is running. 

If a view of “Creation” and its rubber 
tired appurtenances doesn’t convince the 
visitor that summer parks are growing civil- 
ized, there’= another feature that will douse 
all doubt. That is the ‘‘Witching Waves.” 

The “ Wavers’’ is Riverview’s newest ride. 
It is safe, sane, seothing, and simple. A 
year ago any one would have been deemed 
smoky under the shingles to suggest that 
aught but a death dealing trip could be a 
winner. Shake ’em. jolt ‘em, chill 'em, scare 
‘em, dip ‘em, drop ’em, throw ‘em, hoist ‘em, 
slam ‘em, shoot 'em—that was the creed of 
the successful showman. He got away 
with it, too, and no man can count the num- 
ber of cars full of cold terror and loose hair- 
pins that have whizzed the inclines at fair 
Riverview. 

One needs small nerve force to do the

“Waves.” You mount a pocket automo- 
bile, which holds just two. Somebody must 
steer, and this can be done with one hand, 
the other free to insure the steadiness of one’s 
partner. The journey begins. You start 
across a turbulent sea of sheet iron. A 
vicious metallic ripple lifts you high In the 
air and you plunge down into the trough of 
the rusty wave. Then another breaker rolls 
along and up you go to its crest. Seasick? 
Well, if you survived the undulation of 2 
North Clark street car when the new tracks 
were being laid you'll feel quit cozy while 
the waves are witching.

From the musical point of view River- 
view park is to be felicitated. The bands that 
appear are on the ordinary circuit, but the 
auditor has at least a fair chance to hear 
them. Soft symphonies are never jarred 
by the coarse invasion of a plug band, march- 
ing about to advertise some side show. “ The 
Poet and Peasant” never suffers sand- 
bagging from ‘“‘ We'll Get the Umpire’s 
Goat,”’ the latter rendered by a battery of 
husky brass funnels bought up from a med- 
icine show. Last year the wild westerners 
not only used to wend around with their 
inquisition serenade but would fire their re- 
volvers at unstated intervals. 

It is whispered in showmen’s circles that 
the band leader with a “ personality "’ will 
soon be requested to trip back to the surf 
with the rest of the dips, or words to that 
effect. The whirling dervish of the band 
shell, exponent of 8t. Vitus leadership, the 
deisarte debauche, has wearied the music 
loving public. When first they lamped him 
in the act of chopping ozone and stabbing 
harmony on the rise they thought he was 
delivering @ superfine parcel. Slowly they 
are toppling that the short hair with the 
close in punch can drag the artists to their 
best efforts just ao well, if not better,

The “ field,”’ meaning the cold stein tract, 
is more spreading than ever. Patrons who 
arrive late and have to take tables on the 
outer scalloping may enjoy a merry pas- 
time straining for the faint music and snatch- 
ing for tonic scraps. The sport of outfleld- 
ing for harmony is good only during the 
climaxes, when the drummer and the cym- 
balist jack up the batting average. 

Lights, glare. and emblazonment are free 
as air.

A bust of his sulphuric majesty grins from 
a niche and at the same time a biast of air 
bursts from the ground. 

Another concession of darkness is boldly 
labeled as a ride for lovers. This epurt for 
spooners gives additional ballast to the state- 
ment that the fangs are being removed from 
summer park rapid transit. 

Girl” shows display no stunning novel- 
ties. On the brink of the startled north 
branch of the river stands a concession 
which assumes to be the arboreal home of 
musical comedy. In alarming proximity to 
stately “ Creation” is an exhibit to exploit 
the temptations of St. Anthony. The tempta- 
tions stand on a shelf by the main entrance 
and take turns at singing through a maga-

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Hast heard about the spieler professionally 
known as the “opener”? They are trying 
to reform him! Purists of the amusement 
world are attempting to prune his language 
of “dese” and “dose.” Coney Island al- 
ready has a ballyhoo school. It meets every 
Monday morning in the executive offices of 
one of the largest parks in New York's great 
playground. A stern preceptor with « mas- 
tery of distilled English waves a schoolmas- 
ter’s wand and censors expressions of the 
multitude. Indications are plain that River- 
view, in its upward course, will leap to es- 
tablish such a move toward culture. 

The energetic rough neck with the mighty 
face caliber will no longer be able to shower 
upon the passing world:

The time is divided between the two kinds of 
diversion. 

At the Ambassadeurs there was an audi- 
ence down in the parquet attentive to the 
stage chow, although drinking and smoking 
at the same time; and the overlooking restau- 
rant was crowded by people paying New 
York’s highest prices for Paris’ best cook- 
ery. As to the relative qualities of the food 
~—well, that’s a matter of opinion and preju- 
dice, of mood and whim. In my judgment it 
is a tossup. A few of the diners who secured 
tables, by Hiberal fees, close to the balcony 
édge of the restaurant, could see the stage 
show across the deep auditorium; but even 
they didn’t pay much heed to it; and to the 
general assemblage of banqueters the singing 
was, like the play! y the orchestra, mere- 
ly music for them to eat and drink by. It 
war no great entertainment anyway in its 
sveriait‘es, and the “ review " snatches of 
gongs and dancer out of last winter’s play— 
was cruée and clumsy. a say there are 
sore better ones current. will tell you 
next Sunday.

If you have done as the Parisian rounders 
do at the Ambassadeurs, by midnight you 
have spent $10 to fill each member of your 
party with a dinner of six or seven courses 
and a floating quantity of wines. If you have 
done es American roundere do, you may have 
deyoled the expenditure. And the night's 
diversion is but half over. In New York. a 
supper after the roof theater would send 
you home, Here in Paris we have had the 
repast and the theater. and, being sightreek- 
ers, we ache for something wickeder abroad 
than is on public view at home, 


Making a choice of the newest of these 
places, we go to the Bal Tabaran, where 
French quadrilles are advertised. It is a 
fairly spacious hall, with no stage, and a 
flat, clear floor edged by tables, back of which 
are two tiers of boxes, One of these to hold 
six costs $12; and the waiter's eyebrows arch. 
and his shoulders shrug> if wine isn't ordered 
frequently. It must be champagne, too, at 
noc more than a third off New York prices; 
in quarts, never pints; and in quest of know!l- 
ecge I learned that beer would be served 
to me free—if I ordered a bottle of wine 
with each round of it. That is to say. cham- 
pagne is the only beverage countenanced at 
the Bal Tabaran. : : 
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The French quadrilies? They are danced 
by two octets of young women. One set 
wears décolioté gowns appropriate to & de- 
corous bell, except that the skirts are dis- 
tendec by fluffy lingerie to be exposed in 
action. These eight are tall, stra‘ght creat- 
ures ofa distinctly Parisian type. The other 
eight are small imps, announced as Amer- 
ican, but really English. They wear short 
frocks and when dancing their antics are 
much iike those of the pony ballets familiar 
in our extravaganzas. At half-hour tnter- 
vals or so these octets alternate in taking 
the center of the floor for a quadrilie which, 
in a general way, wouldn't be astounding in 
a New York summer plays, but there are de- 
tafle that make women visitors wince. The 
Bal Tabaran, unlike some of these shows 
that I shall have to go to, has no male 
dancers other than exuberant volunteers 
from among the visitors. This night an over- 


joyed New Yorker of wealth tipped off the 
bandmaster with $10 to play a cakewalk and 
accompanied a highly proficient girl through 
that exercise.. 

Here, as in New York, drama of weight 
and momentum comes to a standstill in sum- 
mer, and don't expect me to tell you of any 
new masterpiece; but, again, as in New York, 
the volume of theatrical amufements in 
Paris. although light and geseous, is mere 
expansive than in winter; and so, after giv- 
ing accounts of the Jayout for hot weather 
at home, I have come ab-oad to see how 
European capitals divert themselves when 
the temperature is high. 

Twelve theaters ina week. From the con- 
ventional Francaise to the eccentric Antoine. 
New York when I quit it was resentful and 
denunciatory of stage depictions, earnest 
and jovia), of men’s and women's improper 
soctality. Paris audiences of high degree 
and low are more than content—they are de- 
lighted—with dramatization of evil behavior 
by lovers. The subsidized Comédie Fran- 
caise has to act a Moliére play periodically, 
even in summer, and I saw one of those 
expositions of exceedingly formal French 
dramatic art. An ensuing new piece, though, 
had for its heroine a wife who preferred an- 
other man to her husband simply and solely 
because he wag the handsomer of the two. 
The point that courted in “ Know Thyself,” 
however, was a terse and testy old general 
in whose household this scandal breaks out. 
He is accustomed to obedience. The way- 
ward wife is his niece and her joint sinner 
is an officer on his staff. Separation is the 
only treatment in such @ case, he says, and 


so he sends the woman to a convent, her 
lover to military life in Africa, and her hus- 
band to commercial life in America. 
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To drop from the highly legitimate art at 
the Francaise to fantistic art at the Antoine. 
In “‘ La Clairiere " is a wife who, loving an- 
other man more than her husband, didn’t 
hesitate to tell them both of her determina- 
tion to leave one and join the other. The 
oddity of this piece lay in the refusal of the 
fellow she chooses as a lover to love her. 
She was the ardent tempter, he the coy resist- 
ant, and the passages in which the usual 
manner of such wooing was reversed—the 
woman being the pursuing animal and the 
man the fleeing creature—seemed to be rel- 
whel keenly. 

In an effort to estimate and compare the 
acting of not dissimilar matter at the two 
diverse theaters, I came to the opinion that 
the standard of excellence at the old house is 
no higher than at the new. Candor compels 
me to say. also, that you might see a hundred 
plays presented in America without observ- 
ing equa] harmonr—homogeneity—well, team 
work. I don’t like the ways of French actors 
in classic dramas—their artificial demeanor, 
chanting declaration, and avo‘dance of any- 
thing natural; but when they get down from 
the stilts of their old masterpieces and tread 
solid ground in modern fiction, they create 
such illusions as we, in America nardly ever 
achieve. Our directors won't or can’t com- 
pel our actors to do aught for a play berend 
each his own réle. 

Unlike Chicago, New York, -and London, 
Paris does not keep many plays in steady

use protractedly. The French people are of 
a touch and go sort theatrically; they touch 
the new things of the stage and go away 
quickly in quest of other novelties; and so, 
although dramatists here get 15 per cent 
of the gross receipts, stipulated and collected 
by an organized society, they don’t get more, 
if as much, for their really successful work 
as Americans and Englishmen do with their 
sliding scale of 5to 2. Masterpieces are re- 
vived over and over and make big fortunes 
for their authors, but the producec plays, coi- 
lectively, are as ephemerse. as they are nu- 
merous. 
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If you believe that all the plays of joint 
misconduct by men and women originated 
in Paris are immediately duplicated in 
America you need to be informed that not 
one in a hundred is ever carried across the 
Atlantic, or even the English channel. The 
subjects are prohibitive. They may be writ- 
ten about and read about inoffensively, >ut 
not witnessed without shame in a public per- 
formance—not by American people. anywey. 
of the same good social grade with those 
who enjoy them here without blushing. 

The Va*ideville is a fashionable and artistic 
theater. It is there that the few Frénch 
farces transferred into modified English for 
us come from. Gabrielle Rejane, whom we 
know, acted there untill she quit it and its 
manager, who was her husband, and opened 
a theater of her own. Some of its vaude- 
ville authors are of international repute— 
like Jean Richepin of the Société Francaise, 
who had a row with David Belasco over the

He was the first 
impresario to declare the performer worthy 
of his hire—a spirit he revealed when he vol- 
untarily Ancreased salaries sometimes as 
much as 200 per cent.”’

“ And "where did you play? In what thea- 
er?’ 

“At the old Academy, a site upon which 
I understand the Dearborn theater was 
erected. Travel in those days wasn't the 
luxurious thing it is now. And, of course, it 
wasn't speedy. ‘They were good old days, 
just the same. Somehow there was more fun 
in companies, innocent, good natured fooling, 
Imean. Nowadays things are formal; I mean 
among the members of a company. Then we 
were like a big, happy family. Our trip west 
from New York was as enjoyable as an ex- 
re where everybody likes everybody 
else.’’ 

“And who was in the company?” : 

** Folks familiar with the variety of those 
days and with the musical comedies—we 
didn’t call them that then—that followed 
know who were myiassociates. Into Chicago 


with the Josh Hart company besides myself . 


came Jennie Hughes, the first singer of comic 
ballads to appear on the stage in trained 
gowns, @ procedure that caught on at once 
and instantly was widely imitated; Kitty 
OQ’ Neil, an idol of the people of that period, 
who jigged most w@nderfully; George Stout, 


a genius at travesty writing, who kept our . 


matter fresh and did aturn himself; beloved 
Johnny Wild and his equally popular bride, 
known professionally as Ada Ray. 

“Then there was the incomparable Jim 
Bradley, whom no dancer since has surpassed 
in grace, and—and "—and now a shade of 
sadness overspread her face—‘and my 
daughter Jennie, the first juvenilesinger and 
dancer to become a favorite with the masses, 
and I might add, without the influence of 
maternal pride, of the classes of the period 
also. 

“It was tHe period right after the war, 
and the belles of the time were wearing crino- 
lines and the beaux peg legged trousers and 
bell crowned beavers. Our tour led from 
New York:to Philadelphia, onto Harrisburg, 
Pittsburg, Cincinnati, Cleveland, St. Louis, 
and Chicago, and then to Denver, Los An- 
geles, and San Francisco, with occasional 
stops between. Some of our jugnups through 
Pennsylvania and Ohio were made via the 
back wheeled river boat. 

“They were the good old days, and the 
vista of the past, looking back at it from the 
levels of today, was more romantic, pictur- 
esque, and enjoyable. People commingled 
more then than now, especially when travel- 
ing. A boat load of passengers going from 
one stop to another along the Ohio was like 
an outing party, strangers and acquaintances 
all accepting a common level of social ex- 
change."’

“ But tell me something about the form of 
your entertainment. Was it anything like 
our vaudeville of today?” 

“Our variety was the forerunner of to- 
day's vaudeville. At the Academy we hada 
front’ piece, an olio, and an afterpiece. Josh 
Hart’s tour left the model for this entertain- 
ment wherever we visited, and local amuse- 
ment men quickly appropriated it, engaged 
stock companies for their front and end 
sketches, and sent east for their olio, or spe- 
cialty artists. We staid at the Academy 
eight weeks, at that time a sensational run. 
We were lionized by’ the local theatrical 
bodies and in instances favored socially a 
great deal. 

‘* We were the pioneers of the musical com- 
edy and vaudeville of today. In New York 
were gutherfng such men as George §. 
Knight, J. K. Emmett, Tony Pastor, Edward 
Harrigan, Tony Hart, Hughey Dougherty, 
Ed Gilmore, Ben Butler, and even today’s 
Tim Cronin, then a wise little mite; Dele- 
hanty and Hengier, John E. Raymond, Will- 
fam J. Florence, and Nat Goodwin, then in 
his teens. Most of them came from the 
flotsam following the war, but all were vital 
figures of the era’s progressive steps for the 
expansion of the theater. 

“The dance halls and drinking places of 
the New Yorkers of that day, those that 
abounded along Broadway between Canal 
and Houston streets, were the universities 
for the artists. I, myself. had just come from 
circus tours in Australia and New Zealand. 
The components of the New York guild and 
the artists who represented the several! qual- 
ities composing them, were all new to me and 
the process of evolution they evidenaal im- 
pressed themselves on me indelibly.’’ 

** How do present day musical plays com- 
pare?’’ 

‘'O, in fairness to the art of musical com- 
edy, as it is exhibited today, I must state that 
the present offerings are jewels in contrast to 
our sometimes crude efforts. In some re- 
spects the values have not changed, but in 
others the transformation is complete, 

* And just one more question.”

“This is positively my first appearance in 
long skirts,” said Lucy Weston, and then she 
added: ‘On the stage.”’

The “ palmy day triplets” is an appelia- 
tion good naturedly, even affectionately, be- 
stowed by the younger players of the Chicago 
cast of “ A Gentleman from Mississippi" on 
three veterans in the company—Charles Sted- 
man; Fred Bock, and Charlies Chappelle. 
None of the three is a veteran so much in 
mere years as in experience; all three went 
on the stage sufficiently long ago to have ob- 
tained some of the training of the days be- 
fore the “combination system "’—i. e., the 
traveling theatrical company—came into 


vogue, routing the old resident stock com- 


pany, of which so much has been written by 
persons who affect to see nothing good in the 
acting of today. 

Each of the three can point to a catalogue 
of roles that would fill a column, If each char- 
acter were given a line of agate type. For- 
rest, McCullough, the three younger Booths 
(Edwin, Joa Wilkes, and Junius Brutua), 
Edwin Adams, and, in the case of both Sted- 
man and Bock, Charles Fechter—al these 
stars had, at one time or another and In one 
city or another, the support in a round of 
plays of the “ triplets "’ of the comedy now in 
the Grand opera house.

“DIVORCE. 


Those who belfeve, because’ their church ° 


so teaches them, that divorce is wrong 
under any circumstances remain unmoved 
by arguments to the contrary, no matter 
how learned and emineift the man who 
advances them may be. There are others 


who, while they do got condemn divorce | 


on religious grounds, look on it as an un- 
mitigated evil, a menace to the home and 
to society. There are still others, and 
their number is increasing, who are not- 
horrified by the prevalence of divorce, al- 
though they do not hesitate to admit that 
many divorces are granted in an offhand 
end easygoing way which reflects no 
credit on the courts which grant them. 

These persons saw in the multiplicity 
of severances of tlie marriage tie a social 
phenomenon which deserved study before 
condemnation. As they did not believe 
the world was getting worse, they sur- 
mised that divorce must have its good as. 
well as its bad side or there would not 
be so many petitions for relief. Their 
investigations have led them to the con- 
clusion enunciated the other day by ex- 
Justice Brown of the United States Su- 
preme court, that a divorce, when fairly 
obtained without fraud, generally ‘ re- 
dounds to the welfare of both sides and 
proves a real blessing. 

This will have no weight with those 
who believe with Cardinal Gibbons that 
divorce is “a monster licensed by the 
laws of Christian states to break hearts, 
wreck homes, and ruin souls,” but it may 
have’ some effect on those who have rea- 
soned that the fact of there being so 
many divorces was evidence of the decay 
of morality. Susan B. Anthony, who 
was an extremely sensible woman, stood 
up for divorce as the salvation of suffer- 
ing thousands of her sex. The ex-jistice 
would probably say that it has been the 
salvation of thousands of men. It has 
disunited couples that never should have 
been united and were rightly freed from 
galling chains. 

As might be expected of a man who 
had spent so much of his life on the 
bench, the ex-justice frowns on dishon- 
estly obtained divorces. He would have 
judges wore careful than they often 
are. But “when the whole object of the 
matrimonial compact has been defeated 
by the habitual, persistent, and uncon- 
trollable conduct of either party” he 
would have the tie severed. That is, he 
approves of a large percentagé of the di- 
vorces granted in this country. 


STREET RAILWAY INSPECTORS. 

The uniformed street railway inspector 
is the latest figure in the field. The ob- 
serving have noted the presence of this 
official for some time. When street car 
traffic has been blocked anywhere within 
the loop he has appeared with surprising 
quickness to assume charge of car move- 
ments.and to do all in his power to facili- 
tate prompt return to the normal sched- 
ule. The determination of the Chicago 
City Railways company to give these men 
added importance by uniforming them is 
to be commended, 

The work that is being done by the 
police traffic squad is noted with approval 
by all. The crossing men keep things 
going. The whistle signals are under- 
stood by every one and generally are 
obeyed. The results are apparent in a 
well regulated movement of vehicles and 
greater safety for the army of pedes- 
trians. The uniformed car inspectors will: 
furnish additional aid to the public. The 
men will keep a sharp watch in order that 
collisions may be prevented. They will

THE NEAR SIDE. 

Now it is proposed that street cars 
shall be made to stop on the near side of 
the street. They can be made to do so 
if it is deemed expedient. The council did 
give such an order several years ago, and 
revoked it after a few months of trial. 
It did so because it was found that the 
habit of gding to the far side of the street 
to take a car was one which it was found 
hard to break the people of. Chicagoans 
were gradually getting accustomed to the 
new order of things, but the stranger 
within our gates was often sorely troubled. 

A new reason is advanced for the re- 
trial of an old experiment. ‘Tt is that the 
number of accidents would be lessened. 


Before the motorman starts from the near 


side he would have an opportunity to look 
right and left to see whether a vehicle is 
approaching. His car would be under per- 
fect control while he was crossing the 
street. If there were:a collision it would 
not be his fault. If automobiles and other 
vehicles were to slacken speed when a car 
was seen standing still and probably 
about to start there would be no collis- 
ions. 

If the cars had to stop on both sides of 
the street the time spent in getting 
through the busihess district would be 
considerably ‘increased. The service 
would be Jess efficient. Therefore, if re- 
quired to stop on the near side, all passen- 
gers should get off and on there. If that 
were the rule there should be a saving of 
time, for many cars now make two stops 
at the same crossing. But if the change 
were made there would be more or ‘ess 
fuming and scolding until all had learned 
that it was necessary to go to the near 
skle of the street to get a car, -~ 

Undoubtedly the number of crossing ac- 
cidents would be decreased. That is 
something which is worth accomplishing, 
even when accompanied by a little tem- 
porary, inconvenience to street car patrons, '

EMORIES of @ cause célébre will be 


recalled by the announcement of the 

death of Col. Simon Conyers Scrope, 

lord of the manor of Danby and of 

Stainton and chief of one of the most 
flilustrious houses in lingland, which has fig- 
ured in history ever since the days when 
Richard Scrope was one of the wardens of 
the marches of Wales, in the days of King 
Edward the Confessor. Scme thirty years 
ago or more the late Col. Scrope joined his 
father in laying claim to the earldom of 
Willtes, bestowed by| King Richard II, upon 
Sir William le Scrope in 1307, who was regent 
of England when Richard went to Ireland, 
and. having been defeated by Henry of Bol- 
ingbroke, afterwards Henry IV., was be- 
headed by the latter, as described by Shaks- 
peare in act 3, scene 2, of his " King Rictard 
Il,"" The patent by which the earldom of 
Wiltes was conferred upon this ill fated peer 
intimated that the dignity would descend to 
‘“*his theirs male forever,’’ or, according to 
the Latin plfraseclogy, “et bkeredibus suis 
masculis in perpetuum.”’ 

The late Col. Scrope of Danby could not 
show a direct descent .from the earl of 
Wiltes, but only. a collateral! relationship— 
that is to say, a descent from a common an- 
cestor. The Latin words in the patent had 
been held some twenty-five years previously 
to cover collateral descent in the successful 
claim of William Courtenay to the earldom 
of Devon. When, however, Col. Scrope's 
petition came before the committee of privi- 
leges of the house of lords and before the 
principal law officers of the crown it was re- 
jected on the ground that the Latin phrase- 
ology of the patent, liable under any circum- 
‘stances to different constructions, could not 
be held to cover collateral descent, as it 
would be thereby creating a new form of in- 
heritance and succession to peerdires; that 
the draftsman who had drawn up the letters 
patent had, at the best, erred in using the 
words ‘‘et heredibus suis.masculis in per- 
petuum,”’ and that neither the crown nor the 
government could be bound by the mistake 
of a clerk.

When Col. 
precedent the case of William Courtenay, 
who had successfully based his claim to the 
earldom of Devon on identically the same 
phraseology, it was replied that at the time 
when the Courtenay petition was presented 
the committee of privileges of the house of 
lords allowed themselves to be wrongly ad- 
their presiding officer, Lord 
Brougham, then lord high chancellor, who 
knew absolutely nothing about peerage Jaw, 
and by the then attorney general, Sir Thomas 
Denman, .who knew still less. The crown, it 
is true, had on the recommendation of the 
committee of privileges and of Lord 
Brougham revived the earldom of Devon in 
favor of William Courtenay, and the peerage 
thus revived could not be revoked: But a 
mistake had been made, as Lord Brougham 
himself afterwards confessed, and therefore 
the case would not constitute a precedent. 

Lord Brougham, at the same time when he 
virtually got William Courtenay into the 
house of lords as earl of Devon by an error of 
law, almost secured the earldom of Annan- 
dale for Col. Hope Johnston under identica} 
circumstances, and had actually gone so far 
as to congratulate Mrs. Hope Johnston on 
becoming countess of Annandale, when the 
fact that he was in error was called to his 
attention by Lord Chief Justice Tenterden.

Col. Scrope is succeedéd in the possession of 
his extensive estates by his brother Gervase, 
and with a name so historic and a descent so 
ancient can avell afford to dispense with the 
earidom of Wiltes; or with any other nobiliary 
title. For we read in history of Sir Henry le 
Scrope as lord chief justice in the reign of 
King Henry ITI., and of his nephew, Richard, 
being created Lord Scrope of Bolton in 1371. 
Ten years later came the celebrated contro- 
versy of Lord Scrope with Sir Richard Gros- 
venor concerning the tight to certain ar- 
morial bearings, which was decided in favor 
of Lord Scrope, the testimony going to show 
that even in those days the Scropes were ac- 
counted one of the most ancient of English 
families. As a result of this controversy the 
Grosvenors received new arms from the 
crown, the “azure a gar¥ or,’’ which are now 
the arms of the duke of Westminster. The 
name of the celebrated racehorse Ben d@’ Or 
is an echo of this controversy. 

A Lord Scrope of Bolton figured at the bat- 
tle of Flodden field, as’ shown in the ancient 
baliad of that:memcrable conflict, and other 
Scropes distinguished themselves at the bat- 
tle of Crecy, at the siege of Calais, at the 
taking of Edinburgh, and at that battle of 
Shrewsbury where Hotspur met with his 
death. Archbishop Scrope of York was be- 
headed at York in the sight of his minster on 
Whit Monday, 1405. The eleventh Lord 
Scrope had Mary Queen of Scots in his cus- 
tody at Bolton castie for over a year, during 
the reign of Queen Elizabeth. In fact, there 
is no end to the appearances in the pages of 
English history of this Scrope family. which 
furnished to the nation five archbishops, two 
lord high chancellors, and a dozen knights of 
‘the Garter. Today it is untitled. But not the 
lees distinguished, less blue blooded, or less 
considered, because there is no longer any 
handle to its illustrious patronymic.

Col. Jim Forbes, whose engagement to Miss 
Seridah Taylor, a daughter of Mrs. George 
Cavendish Taylor, and a niece of Mrs. Ritchie, 
that is'to say, half an American girl, has 
just been announced, was at the time of his 
marriage to Lady Angela Erskine known ag 
one of the best looking men in London society.

He is the son of the late George 
Forbes, who, brilliant and popular, but also 
erratic, married the daughter of Dudley 
Ward, by the latter’s union with that wonder- 
ful old lady, who died as Mme. de Falbe, and 
who was so intimate a friend of Queen Alex- 
‘andra. George’s elder brother, the late Sir 
Charles Forbes of Newe, married Helen 
Moncrieffe, one of the beautiful Moncrieffes, 
one of whom is Georgiana, countess of Dud- 
ley, while another, now dead, was the wife 
of‘the duke of Atholl. 

Lady Angela’s marriage with Jim Forbes, 
who was formerly a subaltern of the Ninth 
Lancers, and served with distinction in the 
South African war, did not turn out hap- 
pily, and it is probable that she often regret- 
ted the statesman of high rank and great po- 
litical power whom she threw over in order 
to .wed Forbes. Their union culminated in 
a divorce, which was granted to Lady Angela 
by. the Scotch courts on the ground of deser- 
tion. It had been preceded by sensational

This is the real joy of living, to know 
more, feel more, see more, to enter into a 
larger universe, to be able to do more and to 
be able to give more of the self and of one’s 
service to our day. Greatness comes from 
such growth, and such greatness lies within 
the power of all. Few may climb the pedes- 
tals a& fame, but all may open the heart and 
the imagination to the wealth of life about 
them. 

The great writers, musicians, preachers, 
thinkers, are great because they are our 
teachers; they open up new worlds to us, 
they ald us to enrich our lives. But ele- 
ments of greatness lie about us in the com- 
mon things of life. Our nearest neighbors 
have something for us; every man is a soul; 
in each man we may, as we will, find either 
the great and the inspiring or the trivial 
and life destroying.

the present is the promise of the future. 

Somehow in the life that thus grows, that 
finds in all about It the™sources of strength 
and the avenues of service, there comes a 
sense of a larger. all embracing life, the 
life of a father of spirits, the fullness of a 
power and affection toward which one 
presses, in which is found the hope and aim of 
all life, the source and end of being and in 
that sense of life all living finds unity and 
reason.

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| "| Of This Number Convictions Have Been Obtained in 82 Cases; How Police Have} 

ge Surveillance Persons Known to Be Criminals but Against Whom Le. | 
gal Evidence Is Not at Hand; More Difficult to 
United States than in Ol World.

No one would have béen surp: 
learned that half the assassins were still at 
large. But parliament was both astonished 
and gratified to learn from the reply given 
by- Herbert Gladstone to this question, after 
careful investigation, that during the six 
and a half years there have been in ali just 
ninety-two murders in London—that is to 
say, m the huge British metropolis, with its 
nearly 7,000,000 inhabitants, a population 
larger than that of Belgium, Holland, or 
Portugal, greater than the population of 
Canada, or of the continent of Australia. 

Of course this number does not include the 
crinfe of infanticide, which is no longer pu 
ished as a capital offense in England. oO 
these ninety-two murders the perpetrators 
have been arrested, brought to justice, and 
convicted in no less than eighty-two cases. 
With regard to the remaining ten instances, 
where the perpetrators escaped punishment, 
four were deaths brought on by illegal opera- 
tions, and in the other six the police acquired 
knowledge of the identity of the guilty par- 
ties, but were unable, for one reason or 
another, to obtain the legal evidence neces- 
sary to secure conviction. ‘ 

~~ f 
‘The London “ Bobby” has been so much 
abused in connection with his alleged in- 
feriority in education, in cleverness, and in 
resourcefulness, to the “cop” of the big 
American cities, such as New York, Chicago, 
St. Louis, Boston, etc., that in fairness to him 
these figures, furnished by the British gov- 
ernment to partament, deserve to be widely 
known on both sides of the Atlantic, 

What I wish, however, to point out In con- 
nection with this report is the fact that 
according to the home office (which is the 
English counterpart of the department of the 
interior in the United States, though invested 
with far more extensive authority) there are 
at the present moment six persons walking 
about the streets of London, of whose identi- 
ty the metropolitan police are aware. and 
against whom they have absolute moral 
proof, thought not legal evidence, that they 
are criminals guilty of a capital offense. 
In some instances they have been arrested, 
and then the cases against them dropped. 
the magistrate and coroner declining to hold 
them. ° 

In other instances they have not even 
been subjected to the indignity of being taken 
into custody. But they are known to be 
murderers for all that. Do not these people 
require the most careful watching on the part 
of the police? And does not the circumstance 
that they shoukl have contrived to escape 
moleStation by the authorities indicate a 
degree of cleverness which renders them par- 
ticularly dangerous to society? 

a 

The police are convinced that sooner or 
later these people will make a “ faux pas,”’ 
which will bring them within the clutches 
of the law. When Alfred Monson, scion of 
that well known court family of which Lord 
‘ Monson is the chief, and related to a number 
of the houses of the British peerage, was 
set at liberty after his trial a? Kdinburg for 
the cowardly murder of his ward and pupil, 
Cecil Hambrough—a trial which resulted not 
in an acquittal’ but in a.verdict of *' Not 
proved '’—the police predicted that before 
many years were past he would once more 
land in jail. 

The verdict of ‘‘ Not proved” meant that 
the jury was morally convinced of his guilt 
of the murder, but did not consider that it 
had legal evidence enough to warrant con- 
signing “him to the scaffold.: Four years later 
Alfred. Monson was sentenced at the Old 
Bailey in London to a long term of penal 
servitude for forgery and fraud. The gsuc- 
cess of the police in bringing him to justice 
on this occasion was due to the fact that since 
his trial for murder at Edinburg he had 
been subjected to their surveillance and that 
they had retained in their powsession his 
photographs, his measurements, and all gorts 
of useful information concerning his char- 
acteristics and habits. 

In every capital in Europe there are in the 
same way men known to be guilty of some 
more or less serious crime, but who have suc- 
ceeded, either by means cf “‘ pull,”” or through 
the destruction of the indispensable evidence 
of their guilt, in eecaping punishment. Need- 
less to add that they are kept under the ob- 
servation of the police, who carefully store 
away every scrap of information concerning 
them, in the belief that sooner or later they 
will be brought to the bar of justice for some 
new piece of villainy. The action of the au- 
thorities in thus keeping track of them, in 
filing away their pictures'and their records 
for future use, though unconvicted, is not 
only commendable but even indispensable 
to the welfare of the community and to the 
protection of, property and of life. 

oe 

In the United States the administration of 
justice is more difficult than in the old world. 
The laws, perhaps because of design on the 
part of their framers, cre more easy of cir- 
cumvention than those, for instance, in Eng- 
land and in Germany. Moreover, with the 
practice in the various states of electing 


judges by popular vote, instead of appointing 


\ them, men occasionally obtain seats on the

bench who possess neither the requisite legal 
training nor the integrity and impartiality 
that should distinguish every wearer of the 
ermine. The consequence of this is that it is 
a hundred times more difficult to secure the 
punishment of a criminal in this country 
than in the old workd.

They are the pirates of finance and of 
trade. against whose plots and censpiracices 
the police must forever be on the qui vive. 
For we look to the police not merely to bring 
criminale to justice but also to prevent the 
perpetration of crime. Now in order to do 
this with any degree of efficiency the guar- 
dians of the law, the district attorneys and 
the police must be equipped with every ves- 
tige of information that they can secure co+- 
cerning these marauders. 

There are also the card sharps: Héréecain; 
it ‘is well nigh ah impossibility to obtain a 
conviction, for the reasen that the men who 
have been foolish enough to play with pro- 
fessional gamblers and with strangers prefer 
to pocket their losses in silence rather than 
to “ squeal.” The. vietim who invokes the 
aid of the police, and who seeks redress tn 
the courts In such matters as these. feels ndt 
only that he has written himself down as a 
foo) but Ikewise that he has adopted an 
unsportsmaniike method of evading obliga- 
tions which may or may not have b22n con- 
tracted through fraud. 

Finally there are cffenses of a character 
best dealt with by means of silence; offenses, 
the publication of which by. means of a trial 
in court, is calculated to do a great deal 
more harm than good to the community, 
These offenses must be, as far as it is pcssi- 
ble, prevented, and the people addicted there- 
to deterred by vigorous attenticn on the 
part of the police. This is an impérative 
moral necessity in every great city, and it is 
not only foolish but absolutely pernictous 


to do anything to discourage thie authorities ° 


from exercising 2@ close survetilance over 
this particular class of unconvicted criminals 
and uncommitted lunatics.

I could make many more additions to 
this brief list, but the instances I have men- 
tioned will, I think, prove sufficient to show 
that the welfare and protection of the com- 
munity of every big city requires that the 
police should keep on file all the records, 
data, and whenever possible the photographs 
and Bertillon measurements, prot only of con- 
victed offenders. but also of those uncon- 
victed criminals, who are perhaps the more 
dangerous of the two claeses. 

It ig ridiculous to blame. the police for 
doing this. They would be neglectful of

The fact is that not some but all are under this burden. This 
law of hereditation is only the law of the conservation of energy in 
its application to the propagation and persistefice of the human species.

of the foremost poets of his time, at least an 
admirable poet in the fore of time. He 
sensed that fact which will come to be in- 
creasingly recognized, that the poets of the 
future must make for themselves a new song 
—not for the mere sake of offering something 
new, but because each century has its own 
form of utterance. Certain emotions have 
now become as the a bc of our psychologic 
perception. They are incorporated into our 
consciousness, as the fundamental major 
chords are a fixed constituent of music. 
Precisely as elemental music, however 
beautiful, will no longer serve to satisfy the 
modern ear, so poems upon the old and fa- 
milar themes will no longer content us. 
It is not the hackneyed moods, the 
obvious actions that now absorb us, but 
the evasive, shifting impressions of the sub- 
conscious mind. Our studies of ourselves 
and of our neighbors have grown increas- 
ingly complex and subtle. 

Davidson understood this. He was, to the 
last, surprising, new, temperamental, im- 
pulsive, and illusive. His own mind might 
have been as a city, strange to him, alang 
which he felt his way, losing himself at times 
in murky labyrinths of old, evi§streets, then 
coming suddenly upon gay squares, with 
flowers in stately windows and anon upon 
the laden wharves reaching to tho soliciting 
sea, where ships awaited to carry his imagi- 
nation round the world. 

By these tokens Davidson was in the van- 
guard of poetic thought and interest. It is 
a pity he could not have found the way to 
live awhile and sing the songs he had already 
shaped, which his pen ached to write. But

Although living in daily terror not only for 
his own life but his family’s as well, Nicholas 
Il., ezar of all the Russias, has still found 
time to adopt numerous hobbies. 

Music is his favorite, recreation and he is 
himself a composer of no mean merit. He 
plays the violin well and is fond of an instru- 
ment called the balaleika, which is a kind of 
guitar with only three strings. He often 


* sings to this instrument, for he possesses a 


tenor voice of excellent quality. He is more 
than a little proud of his vocal powers, and 
once, after entertaining his domestic circle 
with some citties, he laughingly exclaimed: 
‘* Well. my chikiren, my enemies say many 
harsh things of me and accuse me of being 
destitute of many capacities, but I defy them 
to say that I cannot sing as well as the best 
of them!" The czarina js also musical, and a 
celebrated violinist once said of her that 
“‘ She sings and plays so well that if she were 
in another sphere of life and became a pro- 
feseional she would win great fame.”

He claimed that the books of the Old Tes- 
tament were gradually evolved as a litera- 
ture and history of the Jewish people, and 
that while they might contain divine revela- 
tion, they should not be regarded as inspired 
“verbatim ad literatim.” He also held 
the belief that the gift of prophecy should 
not be regarded as the exclusive privilege 
of the Jewish people. Spinoza was publicly 
cursed by his synagogue and regarded by the 
Christian world as “ the forerunner of anti- 
Christ! ” , 

Meanwhile biblical research was bearing 
fruit.. The famous Isidorian decretals were 
proved to be “ pious forgeries "’; the writ- 
inge circulated under the name of Dionysius 
the Areopagite, were shown to be ‘“ cén- 
turies later than the time assigned to them 
by gradition ’’; the letter of Christ to Abgarus 
was proven “ utterly unauthentic.” Hobbes 
now published his Leviathan and La Peyrére 
his Preadamites, but the time was not yet 
ripe for such statements, for Hobbes was os- 
tracized and La Peyrére was thrown into 
prison. 

The great Lessing arose in Germany and 
wrote the ‘‘ Education of the Human Race,”’ 
and the drama, “‘ Nathan the Wise.’ Ste- 
phens now arose in France and pointed out at 
least 2,000 various readings in the Old Testa- 
ment manuscripts. Capellus wrote the “ Crit- 
ica Sacra,” in which he proved that the 
Hebrew vowel-pointing, held to be divinely 
inspired, was ‘a late device,’ and rejected 
the idea that the original autographs had 


. been miraculously preserved.

In 1678 Richard Simon, a priest of the 
Oratory, wrote his “ Critical History of the 
Old Testament,” in which he asserted that 
“ Hebrew could not possibly have been the 
primitive language of mankind.” -His book 
was destroyed and Bossuet, bishop of Meaux, 
had him driven from the Oratory. : 
The critic Le Clere was driven out of 
Geneva and sought refuge in Amsterdam. In 
1753 Astruc, a physician, wrote his ‘“* Conjec- 
tures on the Original Memoirs,’ which Mcses 
used in composing the book of Genesis. He 
was the first to point out the two distinct 
narratives in Genesis, i. e., that of the Elohim 
(God used as a plural) and that of Talveh or 
Jehovah (the tribal deity of the Jews). As- 
truc was denounced as an ignoramus by both 
Christian and Jewish theologians of his time. 
Eichhorn, and later other biblical critics 
working on Astruc’s discovery, developed 
the theory, now held by the most enlightened 
critics, that “ not only Genesis and the Penta- 
teuch in general, but also numerous other 
books of the Old Testament as well, are made 
up of fragments of old writings, mainly dis- 
jointed; that indeed the bible is not a book, or 
even a collection of books, but for the most 
part a library of literary fragments, edited 
and reédited, in fact a whole literature fn 
itself. Moreover, that the style of it is not 
unique, but the general oriental style of 
similar writings of the lands and times in 
which the various parts of it were written, 
_ and that the same methods of criticism are

to be applied to it as to these nonbiblical 
writings.”’

They are all to be studied by the light of 
the modes of thought and styles of state- 
ment and by the literary habits generally 
which are known to have existed among 
oriental peoples. 

From HZichhorn’s time such research has 
been generally known as the “ higher criti- 
cism.”’ 

The attempt to translate Efchhorn’s book 
into English met with flerce opposition. but 
the spirit of critical investigation had taken 
root, and nothing could stop its growth. To- 
wards the end of the eighteenth century 
Herder published his ‘‘ Spirit of Hebrew 
Poetry,’ and showed that the Psalms must 
have been composed by different authors, at 
different periods of time. 

In 1800 Alexander Geddes, a Scotch Cath-, 
olic, published a critique in connection with 
his translation of the Old Testament. 
Geddes was suspended by the Catholic 
church, and denounced by the Protestant 
clergy as ‘‘a would be corrector of the Holy 
Ghost.”” A hundred years ago De Wette was 
driven out of Germany, and Theodore Parker, 
half a century later, was rejected by the 
Unitarians for declaring what every well In- 
formed critic now accepts—viz.: that ‘‘ Den- 
teronomy i3 in the main a late priestly sum- 
mary of the law, and Chronicles a late priest- 
ly summary of early history and tradition.” 


~>- 

In 1853 Hupfeld showed the existence of 
still another ‘‘ source’’ in Genesis, and, al- 
though he was bitterly persecuted by the 
ultra conservatives, the theological faculty 
at the University of Halle‘stood by him, and 
resented this persecution. Ten years later 
the German scholars, Graf, Kayser, and 
Kuenen, showed that “the complete Leviti- 
cal law could not pogsibly have been estab- 
lished at the beginning, but owed its devel- 
opment to a period when the heroes and 
prophets had been succeeded by the priests; 
that is to say, when the Jews had ceased to 
exist as an independent political body—in 
brief, that it belongs mostly to the post- 
exile period.” 

In 1869 Kuenen published his “ Religion of 
Israel,”’ in which he showed “* that Old Testa- 
ment history in general is largely mingled 
with myth and legend; that not only were the 
laws attributed to Moses, in the main, a far 
later development, but that much of their 
historical! setting was an after thought; also, 
that Old Testament prophecy was never su- 
pernaturaily predictive of events recorded in 
the New Testament.” 

The great German critic, Welhausen, 
“summed up the conquests of scientific 
criticism as bearing on Hebrew history and 
literature. . . . He showed Jewish history 
as an evolution obedient to laws at work in 
all ages, and Jewish literature as a growth 
out of individual, tribal, and national life.’’ 
The Reformed and Lutheran churches of 
Germany have given the world so of its 
most scientific specialists in biblical research.,; 
Welhausen won the “ liberty of teaching the 
higher criticism "’ in the free seats of learn- 
ing of northern Germany, Switzerland, and 
AHoliand. 


—_- é 
The traditional theological position so 
firmly intrenched behind Catholic stalls and 
bishops’ thrones was next attacked in con- 


servative England, and in 1860 a small vob, 
ume ,appeared, entitled “‘ Essays and Re- 
views,’’ the work of seven scholars, sum- 
ming up the results of biblical criticism to 
date. This book and its authors met with a 
storm of abuse, two of the writers were 
prosecuted and suspended from office. How- 
ever, so rapidly did public opinion change 
that Dr. Temple, one of the seven, was made 
archbishop of Canterbury—thus he was given 
the highest office in the established English 
church. ; 

Bishop Colenso’s work on the Pentateuch 
and Joshua, published ih 1862, aroused an- 
other storm of abuse and ridicule. He wag 
finally obliged to appeal for justice to the 
civil courts, and won his case. 

Robertson Smith was driven out of the Free 
Church of. Scotland by his brillant contri- 
butions to the science of biblical research, 
but later he was accorded a professorship at 
Cambridge. sister 


ECHEGARAY AS MATHEMATICIAN. | 


The Spanish dramatist José Echegaray, 
whose play “ EI Gran Galeoto” has been 
given an English version under the title of 
‘The World and His Wife,’ won fame as @ 
mathematician long before he wrote hig first 
play. 

When he was a student at the great Spanish 
college Escuela de Caminos (where in later 
years he held the chair of mathematics) & 
certain intricate mathematical problem was 
set one Saturday, the solution to be sent in 
the next Monday. Only the most ambitious 
could hope to do anything with it. An hour 
before the time one of his fellow students 
went to Echegaray’s locgings to see if he 
could get any light on the subject. He found 
Echegaray in his bedroom seated on the edge 
of the bed in his night shirt, hie head bent, ia 
profound thought. There was no daylight. 
The room was close curtained, the shutters 
up, and on the mantelpiece an expiring lamp. 

“ Hush!” was Echegaray's greeting when 
at last he saw his companion. Then sudden- 
ly he darted across to a smal! board, crying, 
‘* Here it is!’ Feverishly he proceeded to 
draw lines, circles, to dash down figures. 
“The whole night I have been thinking of 
that problem—and look there!” The profes- 
sor, who never in the least expected any one 
to solve the problem, regarded his pupil with 
an admiration not unmixed with awe when 
he received the solution. 


KEEPING THE LORD’S DAY. 


Alexander Irvine, an Irish socialist and a 
lay preacher in one of the New York churches, 
has written his autobiography, which is now 
being run in the World's Work magazine. 
Mr. Irvine was born in a poor and ignorant 
family, enlisted in the army to learn to work. 
was “ converted,” and since bas won a repu- 
tation as a social thinker and an orator. 

In describing his experiences as a boy he 
says, “I bounced into the alley cne Sunday 
morsing, whistling a Moody and Sanke/ 
hymna. : 

“* Shut up ye’r mouth!’ said my father, 

“ ‘It’s a hymn tune,’ I replied. 

_“**] don’t care a d—!’ repiied my father. 
‘It's the Lord’s day, and if I hear you 
whistiin’ in it I'll whale the h—— out of yet” 

“ That was his philosophy, and he lived if” 
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OTABLE among the largest and 
most influential churches of Chi- 
eago is the Cathedral of the Holy 
Name of Jesus at State and Su- 
perior streets, whose handsome 
architecture and impressive sery- 
ice attract large audiences every 

Sunday and which with éVer open Goors 
seems never to be without some worshiper 
secking in solitude to express his devotions. 

The Rev. F. M. O'Brien, assistant to the 
rector, relates that a smal! room fitted up in 
the bullaing of the Ualversity of St. Mary of 
the Lake founded by the Rt. Rev. William 
Quarter, D.D., first bishop of Chicago, thirty 
years after his arrival in his see, May 5, 1844, 


Was the pioneer of the Holy Name parish, 


formulated in 1846, and placed under the 
priests of the university. | 

In 1848 a small church was begun by the 
Rev. Jeremiah A. Kinsella, president of the 
university. This church stood on the corner 
of State and Superior streets, facing the 
South. In 1852 the increasing congregation 
warranted an acdition to the church, but by 
1853 the Catholics on the north side were so 
numerous that the bishop, the Rt. Rev. James 
O. Vandevelde, D.D., reluctantly consented 
to the building of a Jarge brick church on the 
corner of State and Superior streets, facing 
the west. 

Bishop Vandevelde blessed the cornerstone 
Aug. 3, 1858, and the Rt. Rev. Michael O’Con- 
nor of Pittsburg preached the sermon. The 
first mass was celebrated Christmas of that 
year. The Rt. Rev. James Duggan, D.D., 
who became bishop fn 1859, always referred 
to it as *‘ the beautiful church of the Holy 
Name,’ although St. Mary’s was actually 
the cathedral. 

**At the great fire of 1871,”"" says Father 
O’Brien, “‘nothing more heroic could be 
cited than the fealty of the parishioners of the 
Holy Name to their church. The “ shanty 
cathedral’ was crowded to suffocation, but 
everything went on with a regularity which 
satisfied the most exacting. No time was 
lost in preparing to rebuild the cathedral. the 
assistant pastor going as far as fan Fran- 
cisco in soliciting aid. As a result a solid 
structure was put up on the site of the per- 
ished church. At this time were installed 
three beautiful marble altars: all the win- 
dows were filled with stained glass. the four 
windows in the transepts being donations. 
At this period, too, the bell was raised. It 
was from a celebrated Baltimore foundry and 
selected by the bishop for ite sweet minor 
tongs. 

The appointment. of the pastor. the Rev. 
Dr. McMullen. as first bishop of the See of 
Davenport, Ia.. soon left vacant the pastor- 
ate of the Holy Name parigh. and the Rev, 
Patrick J. Conway was appointed.to this 
place with the duties and honore of vicar 
general. He was succeeded as pastor of the 
eathecral ‘by .the Rev. M. J: Fitzsimmons, 
the present beloved pastor, who is now in 
Europe. Father Fitzsimmons was succeed- 
ed In his chancellorship by the Rev. P. J. 
Muldoon, since appointed bishop of Rock- 
ford. 

“Soon after these appoiniments it became 
evident that the cathedral, which had been 
built “in straitness of times,’ must undergo 
a complete transformation. To this seem- 
ingly overwhelming task the young pastor 
applied himself. The architectural lines 
within and without were preserved. But 
solid masonry and stone replaced the zinc 
and wood of the exterior, while on the in- 
terior the wooden pillars gave place to clust- 
ered pillars of beautifully conten and veined 
marble, 

“The waiscoting, iiciaitine vestibule and 
sacristies, also were of effectively arranged 
variegated marbles. The pavement of the 
sanctuary was laid in tesselated marble. the 
sacristy railing in marble with short pillars, 
clesely set, in clouded alabaster, while the 
three gates were of wrought brass. 

“On the four pillars which sustain the 
corners of the transept were placed the four 
Latin doctors, Saint Gregory, with his tiara; 


*Saint Ambrose and Baint Augustine, with 


their miters; Safnt Jerome, with his insignia 
as cardinal, while all are to be recognized as 
active teachers of the divine word by their 
attitudes, full .of fervor and graceful in pose. 

“The architecture above the pillars gives 


- the story of Christianity as told in the gos- 


pels, in frescoes, which are in themselves 
an education to the youth of the parish, as 
well as to the entire congregation. while over 
the confessionals are significant groups, “9 
ih color. 

'“FPour new windows were placed in ei 
transepts. They have a beauty which will 


. attract visitors as veritable works of art so 


long as the glass preserves their nobly edi- 


. fying and exquisitely executed designs. To 
- these were added the round windows with 


their predellas, over the north and south 
portals and in the organ loft. 

*“ Above all these decorations rises the 
ceiling with an elaborated paneling which 


_reminds one of that we see in Rome in the 


great basilicas. But those present.a flat sur- 
face for this intricate*decoration, while here 


‘the intricacies are immeasurably increased 


by the necessities of the arch, yet overcome 
in a way to please the eye, while enriching 
every inch of space, literally not a hand's 
breadth left unadorned. From these dart 
forth electric lights beyond number, bring- 
ing out all the beauties of an interior, which. 
whether in light or shade, at earliest dawn 
in winter or the twilight of a summer even- 


' ing, never fails to delight the eye. 


“And yet not all the other electric lights 
together give the sudden joy, the wplift of 
adoration which ensues with the illuminat- 
ing at one instant of the sanctuary around 
the altar and the tabernacle, either at the 
consecration of the sacred host or its uplift- 
ing at the benediction of the blessed sacra- 
ment. Light then seems to have been born 
to adore him who said ‘ Let there be light, 
and there was light.’ 

“Year by year additional ornamentations 
like the beautiful stations of the cross. the 
marble pulpit, gift of the Young Ladies’ 
sodality, have been added, making the in- 
terior worthy of ite dignity as the cathedral 
of the great archdiocese of Chicago. 

“In Cathedral parish is the St. Vincent’s 
Home for Infants, on the southeast corner 
of La Salle avenue and Superior street, 
founded by Sister Walburga in 1881, and 
which has sheltered since that time thou- 
sands and thousands of friendiess children. 
At present it has 730 children. The cradles 


_— 


are supplemented by. the cribs, the cribs by 
the kindergarten, and when we see these 


little oneg growing in intelligence, healthy - 


and happy, we thank God that the foundlings 
as well as the orphans have their old friends, 
the cheerful sisters of charity. 

‘*T'ntil last year, when it moved to larger 
quarters further north, the House of the 
Good Shepherd was located in the Cath« cral 
parish. It was founded in 1858 by the Rev. 
Dr. MeMullin, preserving its identity during 
all the try’ng season succeeding the great 
fire of 1871; holding fast not only to the 
actual 
courses, but to its preservation class, by 
whith so mary unprotected children are edu- 
cated and kept in the paths of virtue. It 
is to be hoped that the parishioners of the 
Holy Name will never forget the honor ac- 
corded to them of claiming this heroic cen- 
ter of piety and good works. 

“St. Elizabeth nursery is one of the per- 
petual benefactions within the boundaries 
of the Holy Name parish. An offshoot of the 
Catholic Women's National leaguc, it was 
opened Aug. 23, 1893, !n order to give a place 
where children would be cared for while 
their mothers, obliged to work for treir 
support, would feel safe in leaving them, no 
distinction being made for race, creed, or 
color. 

“It Is now closing its fifteenth year and 
besides the day nursery and a dispensary for 
infantile ailments it has a kindergarten for 
the older children. a circulating library, @ 
sewing school, and kitchen garden, giving 
out its modest charities at 272 Nortb Frank- 
lin street. 

“The story of the cathedral parish would 
be imperfect without a brief mention, at 
least, of its societies, productive of so much 
good. There is the Holy Family sodality of 
married ladies. the Holy Family Sewing 8s0- 
ciety, the St. Vincent de Paul's society, the 
Young Ladies’ sodality. Great pains are 
taken by the several reverend directors of the 
sodalities to advance their members not only 
in piety but In a taste for reading and for 
such entertainments as give a refined and 
lasting enjoyment. The Mothers’ or Mar- 
ried Ladies’ sodality embraces charitable 
work and the visitation of the sick, as does 
also the St. Vincent de Paul society. 

‘* Besides these societies there are the Holy 
Angelis’ sodality for girls, the St. Aloysius 
sodality for boys, the Christian Doctrine as- 
sociation. the Sacred Heart society, the 
League of the Sacred Heart. the Areh Con- 
fraternity for the Relief of Suffering Souls, 
the Rosary society, Altar Boys society, the 
St. Rose Temperance society, and the Holy 
Name cadets, whose membership is drawn 
from the pupils of the boys’ echoo!.”’ 

In 1908 the present archbishop of Chicago 
was consecrated, the-Most Rev. James Ed- 
ward Quigley. D. D., formerly bishop of 
Buffalo. ‘The ceremonies of his consecration 
and installation took place in the Holy Name 
cathedral. Soon after his installation Arch- 
bishop Quigley appointed as his chancellor 
the Very Rev. E. M. Dunne, bishop elect of 
the diocese of Peoria. 

The commodious cffices of the chancery at 
160. Cass street, adjeining the Holy Name 
rectory, were built shortly after the arch- 
bishop’s arrival in Chicago. Here is trans- 
acted all the business of the archdiocese, the 
archbishop himeelf having cffice hours there 
every week morning. 

Assisting the Rev. M. D. Fitzsimmons in 
the parish work at the cathedral are the Rev. 
F. M. O’Brien, the Rev. D. L. McDonald, the 
Rev. J. E. Phelan. 

Another innovation in the history of Holy 
Name parish since Archbishop Quigley came 
to Chicago was the establishment of Cathe- 
dral college for the free education of young 
men wishing to study for the priesthood. 
The college is located on the southeast corner 
of Cass and Superior streets. 

The Sisters of Charity, or B. V. M.’s, as 
they are more familiarly called, teach in the 
parochial schools and also in the high school 
for girls at State street and Chicago avenue, 
which was formerly the home of the Sisters 
of the Sacred Heart. These latter, who ccn- 
fine themselves almost exclusively to the 
children of the rich, moved tothe nofth shore 
and are now building an academy at 607 Pine 
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Where Playwrights Get the

“ Don't you remember Mary Ann’‘s walk in 
*Merely Mary Ann’? Delicious, eh? She 
shuffics—yes—a distinct and slatternly shuf- 
fie. Salomy Jane walked with a loping gait, 
seeertike step from side to side, a swinging 
glide 

“ And Glad? Well, she’s just pure glad at 
being alive—and she watks, or rather laughs, 
and jumps. and sidesteps like a young ani- 
mal, full of life, and spirit, and laughter. 
She is wild, riotous with spirit, and she can- 
not keop still. Sie is the type that gives 
vent to her feelings in screams. Thus I saw 
her, ti.is style of girl, and thus I play her 
now. 

*“ When I discover a particular person or 
type that pleases me. end that I determine to 
‘Imitate on the stage, I notice their character- 
istics and their one, or maybe two, most no- 


- ‘theeable mannerisms, and get these down to 


a fine point, and in the play I bring them out 
etronely.”’ 
_ Bare s own mother, Margaret Ogilvie, was 


che original of the heroine of “‘ What Every 
Woman Knows.” Even when he wasa little 
boy Barrie used to write stories. and his 
mother encouraged him in it. When he had 
been at the university ahd decided that he 
would write books, she was at first alarmed 
at his views. She had wanted him to be a 
minister, but she became reconciled, and de- 
cided to help him with his books. 


They had read somewhere that a novelist 
ig better equipped than most of his com- 
panions if he knows himself and one woman. 
“You know yourself, for everybody must 
know himself.” said his mother one day, “but 
I —— I the only woman you know well.”

CRACK BOATS IN BIG RACE

Mackinac Cruise Will Bring To- 
gether Classy Field. 


AMORITA MUST SHOW SPEED. 


Valmore and Vencedor Likely Competi- 
tirs of Big Two Sticker. 


BY JOHN G. DE LONG. 

The big event of the week in western yacht- 
ing circles was the arrival in the local harbor 
of Dr. William L. Baum’s big schooner yacht 
Amorita, which on Friday evening completed 
its long cruise from New York to Bermuéa 
and from “ the dot in the sea ”’ to this port. 

The advent of the magnificent double stick- 
er has increased the already keen interest 
manifested in the Chicago Yacht club's long 
distance race to Mackinac island on Satur- 
day, July 24, as the addition of the crack 
schooner to the list of certain starters in- 
sures the classiest fleet that ever competed 
for the famous cup. 

When Dr. Baum decided to enter the Ber- 
muda event before laying a course for Chi- 
cago. certain wise men of the lake front de- 
clared it would be impossible to compete in 
that contest and then sail 3,900 miles to this 
port in time to prepare for the Mackinac 
race. Dr.-Baum upset thecalculations of the 
pessimistic sailormen by bringing Amorita 
to its mooring over two weeks before the day 
set for the start of the C. Y. C. classic, and 
the big steel racer will now have more than 
ample time in which to be smoothed up and 
conditioned for what promiserc to be the 
greatest contest of its great career. 


Entries Show Class. 


While the entry list issued by Secretary 
Soule is smaller than last year, when twelve 
boats competed, the yachts nominated for 
the coming event will combine to make the 
classiest fleet that ever competed for the 
Mackinac cup. Eleven owners have sent in 
their nominations to date and others have 
until Wednesday night to file entries, but 
no more are expected. Of those named ten 


. are considered as certain starters. 


Commodore John Berryman of the Chicago 
club has nominated his newly acquired yaw, 
Veruna. for the race, but the entry ts looked 
upon as a complimentary one, and there is 
not much chance of the flagship answering 
the starting gun. The yaw! is a good and 
stanch cruiser, but is not fast enough to 
make a showing against the boats that will 
make the dash to the straits, 

The list includes five schooners, four yawls, 

and two sloops, and the handicap allowances 
have been figured to such a nicety that all 
will be fairly evenly matched in the struggle 
for the trophy. In addition to the Mackinac 
cup, prizes are to be awarded in each class. 

Among the schooners are Dr. Baum's 99% 
footer Amorita, William Hale Thompson's 
81 footer Valmore, the present holder of the 
cup; J. O. Heyworth’s 68% footer Mistral, 
winner of the 1906 race; McConnell, Clinch 
& Fox's 60% footer Hawthorne, and Warner 
& Hale's 66 footer Alice. 

On the yawl list is Charles A. Burton's 67% 
footer Juanita; Soule Bros. & Hill's 37 footer 
Naiad, Francis Campbell's 45 footer Nahma, 
and John B. Berryman’s 45 footer Veruna. 


Two Sloops Assured. 

The two sloops assured are George Tramel’s 
55 footer Vencedor and Mills & Summers’ 
35 footer Illinois.. Valmore will carry the 
colors of the Illindis Athletic club, of which 
William Hale Thompson is commodore, and 
Vencedor will represent the Chicago Ath- 
letic association. of which Owner Tramel is 
commodore. All the others are to fly. the 
burgee of the Chicago Yach* club. with the 
possible. exception of Nahma, which may 
earry the flag of the Macatawa Bay Yecht 
club.

the ‘best broodmare sire. a@ producer of 
merit, having to her credit two trotters with 
records better than 2:30, two sons that have 
sired seven trotters with stancard marks, 
and two daughters that are the dams of three 
trotters and one pacer in the standard list. 
More than this, By By has a second dam of 
superlative merit in Rapidan, daughter of 
Dictator, a sire of two champion-trotters in 
Jay Eye See, 2:10, and Phallas., 2:13%, while 
“in succeeding generations hig blood has given 
the turf some of its most notabie performers 
through Director, Directum, and Dtrect. 
Rapidan herself was from:-Madame Headley, 
one of her foals being the pacer Expert

The Bondsman Comes Here. 


The records show Grattan to be the most 
notable sire of harness speed ever owned 
by a Chicagoan and kept here, and the news 
that the sire of so many famous grand cir- 
cuit trotters and pacers is to have a stud 
companion in The Bondsman, famous as the 
sire of high class colt speed at the trot, will 
come as a surprise. 

Mr. F. E. Marsh, owner of Grattan, always 
has liked The Bondsman, both as a colt 
trotter and a sire.

Jayhawker, considering his brief 
life, was perhaps as remarkable a sire as 
ever lived, ranking in respect of what he 
accomplished in a few years with Alexan- 
der’s Abdallah and Alcyone. 

Mr. Marsil last year bred a couple of his 
choicest mares to The Bondsman, and now 
that he has secured the horse will mate him 
with a dozen Grattan filles, all of which are 
out of high class dams. The doubling up of 
the blood of The Bondsman, one of the best 
sons of Baron Wilkes, and of Grattan, the

From the standpoint of purely 
scientific breeding; judged by results as well 
as by.theory, the combination of Grattan 
and The Bondsman lines hardly could be 
beaten, and it is this unceasing struggle by 
enthusiastic horse lovers who have the 
means to indulge their fancies and work out 
their ideas on heredity that has evolved the 
most useful horse in the world, the Ameri- 
can trotter. 


Streeter’s Horses Work Well. 


Apropos of the fascination which the breed- 
ing of trotters holds for men in all walks of 
life, Mr. D. D. Streeter of Kalamazoo, Mich., 
who bred Peter the Great and won the Ken- 
tucky Futurity with him, is just now watch- 
ing with interest—although at a painfully 
long distance—the work of his’ 3 year old 
trotter Shultsworthy, by Maxworthy; dam 
Santos, dam of Peter the Great. Mr. Street- 
er, who is a railroad builder on a large scale, 
is kept In Montana this summer by his busi- 
ness, but his heart is with the young trotters 
at home. Shultsworthy, although he had a 
fair amoufdt of speed, was not good enough 
to start as a 2 year old, it being the policy 
of Mr. Streeter and of Peter V. Johnston, 
who fits and drives all his horses and has 
stood for two decades in the front rank of his 
profession, to nut go to the races with a nag 
of little class. 

But this season has seen a great improve- 
ment in Shultsworthy. He is en the trot all 
the time, and for parts of his miles ean step 
it off at a 2:10 gait with an ease which be- 
tokens reserve power. He has been kept in 
the Kentucky Futurity and may start, al- 
though nobody knows better than his owner 
and his trainer that it iakes a 2:10 colt to 
finish near the front in that event. Max- 
worthy is by Axworthy, dam by Robert Mc- 
Gregor. Mr. Streeter has other nags at Kal- 
amazoo that may maketurf history. One of 
them is a sister to the trotter Icon, which took 
a record of 2:10 her first season out and was 
sold to Europe for $9,000. This mare is called 
Amelita, and last year she did not seem to 
like the trotting game. Now, however, she 
is going extra good, and when it is said that 
Johnston iikes her very much a good deal 
has been told, as “ Peter V.’’*is one of the 
severest critics a trgtter ever had. 


\Forbes Shows Class. 

Another of the Streeter colts that are doing 
well is Mr. Forbes, by Bingen, dam Santos. 
He is perhaps the best individual of al! the 
colts on the place, has the Bingen way of 
handling himself, and, as his owner—who 
never: fools himaelf with his own horses—re- 
marked not long ago, “ makes a break just 
like the Bingens."’ While in Kentucky last 
fall Mr. Streeter visited the Patchen Wilkes 
farm, where Peter the Great now is owned, 
and bought a yearling by that stallion and out 
of Susie Onward; second dam Tosa, 2:19\; 
she by Enfield, 2:29, and from the dam of 
McEwen, 2:18%, a good sire. Josa already 
is the dam of Preston, a 2:18 3 year oid 


has produced Grattan Bells, 2:10%, and Di- 
rectness, 2:11%. Another of Tosa’s foals, Pe- 
ter Preston, by- Peter the Great, trotted in 
2:14 last season as a 3 yearold.

Champion Spring: Surprise by Agree- 
ing to Fight Langford. 


Pugtilistic fans throughout the country were 
given a choice morsel during the last week, 
and they are still talking of the battle be- 
tween Middleweight Champion Stanley 
Ketehel and Billy Papke, the Illinols Thun- 
derbolt. That it was a great battle—it always 
is when these two sluggers get together— 
there cannot be any doubt, but in the minds 
of the fans this last combat was the greatest 
of them all. 

And there was another event during the 
week which gave Chicago followers of the 
ring game much joy, For the firat time in 
years the hungering “‘ bugs ’’ were enabled to 
see a ceuple of good pugs swap punches for 
the gléry and coin that goes with it. This 
came off at Hammond, Ind., where “ Cyclone 
Johnny’ Thompson and Danny Gcodman 
mingled in the same ring for ten rounds, the 
decision going to Thompson. 

The defeat of Papke by Ketchel was not 
unexpected, in fact it was looked for, ‘as 
the odds of 2 to 1 before the boys en- 
tered the ring would indicate. At that 
not many looked to see the Kewanee boy 
stick in the same ring with the champion 
more than twelve rounds, many bets being 
made that it would end with the knockout of 
Papke before the expiration of this number 
of rounds. But in this the dope went sadly 
wrong, and, if the information recelyed by 
Chicagoans of the way the milling went can 
be taken as authentic, Ketchel had troubles 
of his own to keep Papke from making it the 
tightest kind of a finish for the decision. 


Many Angles to Fight. 

There were sO many angles to the battle 
that it is a hard task to figure out just where 
either fighter could have improved his 
chances for victory. Ketchel claimed he 
broke his right hand and also dislocated the 
thumb on his left hand. Physicians de- 
clare this to be true, but those who saw the 
battle think it. strange that the champion 
could hit with his right as hard as he did 
after the sixth round, in which he claims 
the dar.age was done, if the member really 
were broken. 

The Thunderbolt was loud in his denuncia- 
tion of the decision given by Billy Roche, 
and did not hesitate to say that he was 
robbed, but from this distance it is hard to 
say whether his.“ holler ’’ is justified. From 
reports of the battle by rounds it would ap- 
pear that the verdict was about proper, 
although a draw would not have been far 
out of line. In nearly every round Ketchel 
was the aggressor, and kept carrying the 
fight to Papke. And there was one knock- 
down, the Iillinois boy being the one that 
went to the canvas in the tenth round. That 
should also have helped Ketchel. Had the 
champion been able to put some of his old 
steam behind his punches at this stage of 
the fight he could have finished his man. 
But he didn’t, and from Ketchel’s own state- 
ment it was his injured hands that prevented 
him from scoring a knockout in the tenth 
reund. 

After this there was a turn in the tide and 
Papke recuperating rapidly came back so 
strongly that he worried Ketchel. But Stan- 
ley, seeing the turn affairs had taken, put 
on more steam in his rushes and continued 
to keep the aggressive. He was rewarded 
by getting Papke weary by the time the 
eighteenth round came around, and in the 
last two sessions the Taunderbolt was a 
Thunderbolt no more and was glad to hang 
on. 


Fight History Maker. 
Conceding that the fight was close, ft is 
hard to see where Papke hed gveat reason 
for his protest, but the decision has gone 
down in ring history and it will stay there 
a Ketchel defeat of Billy Papke in twenty 
rounds.

Rubinstein to Invade America 
for Matches Next Fall. 


CAPABLANCA MAY BE HIS FOE 


Contest Bet ween T wo Youngsters Would 
Produce Opponent for Lasker.

Akiba Rubinstein, who was not in position 
to accept an invitation to visit America about 
two years ago, has written to the editors of 
the American Chess Bulletin that he now 
can arrange for an American visit next fall. 
He also states his willingness to meet Mar- 
shall’s conqueror, José R. Capablanca, in a 
match if the young Cuban is willing to play 
at that time. 

A more timely and fit match could not be 
arranged. Lasker has agreed to meet 
Schlechter in the fall and when that con- 
test is over and Lasker wins, he must meet 
either Capablanca or Rubinstein. Rubin- 
stein, owing to his tie with Lasker at St. Pe- 
tersburg, and Capablanca, owing to his de- 
feat of Marshall in nearly as zood style as 
the world’s champion’s victory over Marshall, 
have about an equal claim to be first 
considered as Lasker’s logical next oppo- 
nent. Let them decide in amatch upon whom 
the honor of a match with Lasker shall fall. 

Of course, we over here are rooting hard 
for Capablanca; but if Rubinstein can beat 
him the Russian champion is entitled to play 
Lasker. 

Rubinstein a Youngster. 

Rubinstein is only six years older than 
Capablanca, and will reach the age of 27 on 
Oct. 12 next. He learned the game when 10 
years old from a little instructor in the old 
Hebrew language, and has acquired his pro- 
found knowledge by hard study of chess 
books. His rise to mastery was not as 
meteoric as that of the Cuban prodigy. Let 
them meet by all means as a preliminary to 
the greater fight. 

Roy T. Black, only 21 years old, is the new 
champion of the Brooklyn Chess club. He 
won two games straight from G. J. Schwiet- 
zer, with whom he tied for first place in the 
tournament. Black is an ex-Cornell cham- 
pion, and first became favorably known when 
he defeated W. H. Hughes of the University 
of Pennsylvania in the Triangwiar College 
Chess league. Hughes at the time was the 
champion of his state. Black is now en- 
gaged in a match with C. Nugent. Nugent 
won the first game, and then lost two games 
by forfeit, but says he is ready now to re- 
sume the match, and expects to win it. The 
first game follows:

CORRIGAN HOLDS POSSESSION 
AT HAWTHORNE RACETRACK. 


Former Owner Refuses to Surrender His 
Rights Until Court Passes Upon Le- 
gality of Transfer to Carey.

It is gossiped where eporting men congre- 
gate that Edward Corrigan is “ sitting down 
in front’ of the purpose of resuming racing 
in Cook county. 

Corrigan is “the man in possession” at 
Hawthorne, where Tom Carey, as a matter 
of private knowledge, was contemplating 
opening up on Aug. 14. The report goes that 
the O. K. of Corrigan is necessary before 
any definite announcement is made or any 
assurance of protection can be vouchsafed. 
But Corrigan is in possession of the track, 
and, it is said, he has refused to move until 
the quitclaim deed he gave Carey to satisfy a 
loan goes into effect; and that will be a 
couple of months from now.

At that time Corrigan was living at Lexing- 
ton, Ky., but he moved at once to Hawthorne 
and took possession of the cottage, and, ac- 
cording to accounts, everything surrounding 
it, and has refused to surrender until tha 
court declares that Carey has come into legal 
possession of the property. 

It is known in sporting circles that Carey 
had arrangements partially perfected to give 
a race meeting without “‘ formal betting ” at 
Hawthorne, beginning shortly now. The 
undercurrent of talk was"that he had as- 
surance that he would not be molested “ as 
long as he did not violate the law.” It was 
said also that he had an understanding with

UT of roast beef, rare, and—ume 
be le'me see—er—O, some vegetables 
and a cup of coffee."’ 
Thousands of times a day in 
Chicago restaurant walters re- 
eeive just such an order from customers. 
The person Wants, distinctly, a cut of roast 
beef, and he wants it rare; also he wants his 
coffee. As to vegetables, er—um—two or 
three of them, at the discretion of the waiter. 
Perhaps it is this position of so many res- 
taurant customers which has served to put 
South Water street in commercial and finan- 
dalobscurity. In the same way it may have 
gerved to put the business of the Chicago 
stockyards at the industrial top of things in 
the minds of the average Chicagoan. For 
the South Water street merchant feels that 
he is in the shadow of nonappreciation. In 
proof of it he quotes his produce figures in 
contrast with the beef. pork, and mutton busil- 
ness of the Chicago stockyards: 
Beef, pork, and mutton for 1908. .$242.300,000

Street There with the Goods. 


It is small wonder that South Water street, 
furnishing the fruit and vegetable trini- 
mings for this cut of roast beef, rare, should 
wish occasionally to be pointed out to the 
casual visitor as something of a business 
piace in itself. On the quiet, South Water 


- street would rather be pointed eut to the 


visitor from the union elevated loop struc- 
ture in Wabash avenue or in Fifth avenue, 
for South Water street seldom has visiting 
room for the mere visitor. But South Water 
gtreet is there with the goods, and it was 


there long before the Union stockyards had 


@ fence around it. 

Furnishing the fruit and vegetable trim- 
ming for roasts, steaks, chops, and cutlets 
of the meat eater, and supplying the whole 
menu to the vegetarian Chicago citizen, South 
Water street is conscious—and just a little 
sensitive—of the fact that the “seeing Chi- 
cago tallyho hasn't pointed it out in cross- 
ing that busie it street in the world. For to 
attempt to drive down South Water street in 
even the famous one horse shay, with a Shet- 
land pony in the shafts, might create a riot 
On occasion. 

Literally South Water street is that first 
narrow street paralleling the river on the 
south bank. For the purposes of this article, 
however, West Randolph street for several 
blocks and a small section of Sixty-third 
Street near Wentworth avenue are to be in- 
cluded in sums total of the “ trimmings.” 
It remains, however, that South Water street 
itself from State street to Market street is 
the heart of the produce business of Chicago. 

= * 


Competitive System Here Rampant. 


Seventy-five wagons, jammed into a single 
block of the street, may not suggest a busiest 
day by any means. Four thousand men of 
voting age may be employers and the em- 
ployed for these six city squares of territory, 
while as to messenger boys and women ste- 
nographers, bookkeepers, and clerks you are 
entitled to a guess, based on $180,000,000 
worth of business a year. 

In one respect, at least, South Water street 
ig standing distinctly alone in the present 
day business world. It is the personification 
of the competitive system. Philosophical 
economists have been jumping on the compet- 
itive system for about a hundred years. Hank 
Oliver and Jeems Whittlefinger haye been 
trust busting from a million cracker boxtés 
for at least twenty years. Prof. ©. Conmist 
and Jeems and Hank could find an excellent 
debating ground in South Water street, only 
that there isn’t room for even a single crack- 
er box fn the whole thoroughfare. 

What the effect of the South Water street 
competitive system is, however, may be coy- 
ered in a single incident, dating back several 
years. Away back in 1896 the street estab- 
lished a club at 40 Dearborn street. The 
rooms were furnished comfortably. The din- 
ing room was a wonder, retting a 50 cent 
Iyncheon that couldn't be duplicated in any 
ether city in the country. And the steward 
of the club got more loose change easier then 
any one else unless it might be the man who 
“blew” a subtreasury safe downtown, 

* om 


”“Wolves’* Evidently Too Voracious. 


But one day one of the most prominent 
members of the club was missing at the 
lunch hour when William L. Wagner of the 
street wanted most to see him. Mr. Wagner 
reminded the colonel the next day that the 
colonel had missed the luncheon the day 
before. 

“ Yes,’"’ remarked the colonel, blowing a 
eloud of smoke from his cigar. “I hada good 
customer from out of town visiting me, and 
of course I coulén't bring him up here among 
these wolves.” 

This has been the price of the competitive 
system in South Water street. Jealousies are 
recognized as the fruit of it. Enmities, even, 
have been incurred beyond reconciling. Yet 
in the street, year after year, the philosopher 
economist, moving the length of the atreet 
and pricing commodities of standard quality 
and condition. might find prices so nearly 
uhiform to a quarter of a cent as to jump to 
the conclusion of trust conditions. 

The solution of this is found in the sharp- 


ness of the competition. Competition in buy- - 


ing, handling. and se!ling have-forced profits 
to a fiinimum. Prices current are reported 
to the street daily, but before the salesman 
has the figures in type he knows intuitively 
what the figures will be. Naturally with an 
occasional exception! 
- . 
Parsley Proves Striking Exception. 


One of these striking exceptions occurred 
one midwinter when the New Orleans para- 
ley crop suddenly was badly frozen over 
night 


Parsley is one of the cheapest of the vege- 
tables finding its way to South Water street. 
In its Chicago season it sells for $8 to $4 
& Sugar barrel full. Out of season itmay go 
to $5 or $6 a barrel. But when the New Or- 
leans supply was frozen. on that occasion the 
price of parsicy began to jump. And it had 
made several record pole jumps before a 
South Water street house got hold of a car- 
load of the ‘pretty little decorative plants 
Sway out in California. 

It requires time for a freight car to come 
from California to Chicago, and while this 
car Was coming parsley continued jumping. 
The Jumping Frog of Calaveras Canyon 
Wasn't a marker to it. Parsley was $40 a 

a! in the street on that morning the 
California car was reported in the yards. 
bought outright by the South Water street 

. It was $40 a barrel-when the first 
truck load of the green backed up to the curb- 
and began unloading in record time. 

ut five minutes after the hind wheels of 
this truck struck the curbing a wagon from 
another house came up on the jump, swung 
round alongside the California product with 
& cargo of parsley from the Bermudas, and 
backed in with a crash. 

. a 
‘Bottom Drops Out of Market. 

Crash? Inside of fifteen minutes parsley 
in South Water street had dropped to $20 a 
barrel! In forty-eight hours parsiey was 
selling at $6 a barrel and salesmen had to 
call attention of the passing buyer in order 
thet he shouldn’t forget the fact. 

Do you wonder that the are little sore- 
nesses and jealousies and a few enmities in 
South Water street? Wouldn't it have jarred 
you if that iced of California parsley had 
been yours? : 

But all this is in the South Water street 
game. Geographically, the street is cut into 
two sections. From State street on the east 
to Fifth avenue on the west is the zone of 
fruits and vegetables; from Fifth avenue 

~ to the Market street end of the great market 
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is “ Dakota ’—the butter, eggs; and poultry 
section. Literally, you can’t buy @n orange 
west of Fifth avenue nor an egg east of that 
thoro fare. 

in re geographical bisection of the street, 
however, the stretch of Fifth avenue marks 
the still greater line of strese and strain on 
the one side of it and the comparative ab- 
sence of troubles on the otherside. For year 
after year, the “ Dakota " end of the street, 
given over to butter and eggs and poultry, 
with the occasional fatted calf, hasn't an 
appreciation of the trials ard tribulations 
that invest the fruits and vegetables seo- 
. ¢‘e@ 


Seraight Merchandising in *‘Dakota.” 
“Dakota” largely is given over to &@ 


stright merchandising business. It buys out- 


‘Mighty Multitude 
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Tiguan, sieeps soundly while the merchandise 
is in transit, and needn't hurry down in the 
morning somewhere between 4 and 5 o'clock. 
Yor its stock that isn’t sold on Monday is 
good on Wednesday and isn't at all bad on 
Vriday. 

At the other end of the street, however, the 
stovk received on Monday and which hasnt 
been sold by 4 o’clock Tuesday afternoon 
may have to be carted at the firm's expense 
to the city dump. The berry crop, for exam- 
ple. And in this eastern end of the street 
the berry crop nowadays is perennial. Long 
ago the South. Water street “seasons 
blended all intoone. Today the modern com- 
mission house in the street will contract to 
deliver to a customer any kind of fruit or 
vegetable or accepted hybrid between the 
two every day in the year. 


For example, Michigan celery in its legitt- 
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mate season is the first of this general lati- 
tude and is due in July. But from Califor- 
nia, Florida, and the Bermudas the street 
has celery from one year’s end te enother. 
It’s high, sometimes. It tipped a record 
scale beam one time when the restaurateur 
in the street paid £3 for just twelve stalks of 
it in the rough. 
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Peculiar Things _ Rieongpres 

But there are some peculiar things fp 
South Water street business, even beyond 
the long shots and large odds of every day 
risk. What are the people going to eat and 
like and want more of on a particular occa- 
sion? Who knows? South Water street 
doesn’t, but it has to buy on the chance, 
often and often. 

There's cabbage. About two weeks ago 
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some exceptionally fine caLbages were ready 
for market in the south, and they were 
bought. They ¢rrived in fine condition, 
Moreover, the g#neral early crop is reported 
short. Cabbageés of the kind ought to have 
sold readily at $2.75 a crate. The old stored 
crop was gone:the new crop was sho-t, and 
the cabbages in the street were exceptionally 
fine. 

But for some reason Chicago must have 
been cutting cabbages off the menu. They 
stood for sale in the street at figures around 
$1.50 to $1.75 a crate, a full dollar of the 
commission man’s expectations.

T so happens that there is always some- 
thing new under the sun. And now comes 


the furniture forwarding man to help :

Down in the “loop” district of Chicago 
such a company has its offices. It is a 
sort of a corporation, but it is a verita- 
beehive of industry. Its sole work is the 
“matching ’’ of household goods for families 
that are going away—accumulating in lots 
the various shipments that are to go to the 
‘si part of the country and loading them 


cars. 
It is usually the case that one family has 
Ot nearly enough’in a lot to.fill a car which 
bids 20,000 pounds. In order to get carload 
ag es they are mt tg to engage ~ entire 
dy t rates, which. are comaiderably above 
r ‘carload prices. It is here. that the for- 
cade company comes in with its heavy 
. for no matter how small a lot of gods 
ly may have, this company agrees to 
> them to. whatever destination may be 
sired, charging the regular carload rates 
@ small sum for loading and transfer,

Tt e goods are then sorted. Perhaps a large 
ihipment of 2,000 or 3,000 pounds is to go to 
s - ooges It is loaded into a car and with

Here it goes into the hands of a distributer, 
who again sorts the goods and sees that they 
are delivered to the various places for which 
they are designated. Los Angeles is the 
terminal point for the far west. 

** But is it not difficult sometimes to match 
the goods?’ was asked @ member of the com- 
pany. 

* Never,”” was the answer. ‘‘ When the 
company first started a number of years ago 
it was sometimes necessary to hold ship- 
ments for some time before they could be 
matched. But now all that is done away 
with. Every day scores of letters come in 
from people who are desirous. of. taking ad- 
vantage of the low rates for freigbting, and 
it ie the easiest matter in the wdrid to accu- 
mulate the shipments.”

Twelve Cars a Week Minimum. 

“On an average, about how many cars are 
gent out a week?’ 

“I should judge from fifteen to twenty-five. 
That is a hard matter to estimate; but on an 
average I should say that we rarely send out 
less than twelve cars a week.” 

“ You average about two or three lots to a 
car?" 

“Far more than that as a rule. Usually 
there are ten or twelve lots to a car. You 
see, we ship any amount of goods—a hundred 
pound lot, a thousand pound lot, or a ten 
pound lot-—anything.

Old Salts Best ‘Nurses’ in Giving Skyscraper Bath 


NCIDENTAL to Chicago’s annual spring 
cleaning the washing of the outer walis 
of the tallest skyscraper in the loop dis- 
trict easily is the feature. Six to.seven 
mer upon scaffolds have just completed 

this work for the twenty-two story Majestic 
building; working more than six weeks upon 
it and following down front and sides from 
the roof, 320 feet in the air. 

Washing the modern skyscraper in Chi- 
eago has come to be one of the necessities 
imposed by the smoke nuisance. Some of 
the later types of building, covered with en- 
amel, have anticipated this necessity, but in 
so covering the steel skeleton have made it 
necessary to wash the buildings down every 
twelve months. They are the easiest and 
cheapest of all the buildings to clean, but in 
the aggregate the cleaning bill promises to 
keep pace with that of the granite, brick, and 
red sandstone walls, which may go three 
years or more in acquiring smoke and dirt 
sufficient to call for the services of the 
washers. 

In cleaning these outer walls of a sky- 
scraper it is a thoroughgoing process to sat- 
isfy the most exacting laundry worker. In 
lieu of soap a chemical compound is used of 
a strength to eat away the fingernails of the 
man who will spend s summer at the work. 
After the application of the chemical water 
is turned upon the walis. through hose and 
followed by a thorough sponging of the sur- 
faces.

Sailors Make Best Rope. 


Twelve thousand feet of rope in ten strands 
each 1,200 feet long may puzzle the lande- 
man, who overlooks that these cleaners are 
salt water sallors. Splicing two sections of 
a rope is one of the simplest of operations, 
and a rope with a section badly abraded may 
be made like new under the hands of one of 
the workers. In the: opinion of Manager 
Smith he has some of the best rope in use in 
all Chicago, due to the skill of his sailor 
workmen. 

Every little while the manager has an ap- 
plicant for a helper at washing down a build- 
ing. The man explains that he is a sailor, 
but when he admits that he learned his trade 
on the great lakes the manager decides that 
the candidate is not sailor enough for his pur- 


poses. 

“ There’é digcipline on the old windjam- 
mer in salt water,"’ says Mr. Smith, “ and 
when the mate orders a sallor up to meke 
fast the royals I know the man goes and 
learns how to go to any height. I'm not 
anxious to have the funeral of a sallor on my 


hands, to say nothing of other people in the 


street whom he might fall on.”’ 

AS a precaution, however, these workers 
are insured by the manager to the extent of 
$20,000 throughout the working season. Ten 
thousand. of this is to apply to the workmen 
personally and the other $10,000 for Protec- 
tion for the public in the streets in case a 
should fall. Five years ago. while 
cleaners were at work on the Masonic Tem- 
ple a workman overbalanced on his scaffold, 


’ fell, and was killed. Ordinarily, however, 


the sailor workman is fo little affected by 
heights that his scaffold 300 feet or more up 
‘appeals to him as having more security than 
the stepladder of the ordinary painter. As 
a veteran sailor himself Manager Smith de- 
clares that he would rather trust himself 
upon a cleaner’s scaffold. 300 feet up than to 
mount the ordinary painter's ladder from 
the street.

Death Preferable to Suffering. 
“ Falling from 300 feet up, my heart would 


_ stop before I could strike the ground,” he 


says. “I'd be dead in half the distance. 
Falling from an ordinary ladder, I could 
expect a broken arm or leg at Jeast, and 
have to put up with the long suffering that 
would follow.” 

For the granite and sandstone fronts of 
buildings the sand blast is the easiest and 
most availabie of means for cleaning, 

in the streets it is a 
work that must be done at night. To make 
the sand blast available it must be forced at 
high pressure against the walls directly from 
a hose nozzle, and the sand, rebounding to 


: the street,-is intolerable. 


In operating a sand blast a gasoline engine 
below is rigged to p»mps which operate first 
eighty pounds 


pressure. From this central tank the air is 
let in as needed into the tank, which holds 
the sand supply and to which the sand hose 
is attached. The sand and the atmosphere 
at high pressure are mixed thoroughly in 
this tank, after which the hose may be 
trailed to any desired height. It is made 
fast to a scaffolding, with length enough free 
for the operator to play the sand stream 
against the front and sides of the building 
against which he is working. So powerful is 
the sand stream that it will cut a hole 
through a pine board in 4 few seconds. Its 
advantages are that it can be forced into 
crevices and pockets in stone and steel, 
everywhere cutting its way smoothly as new. 
* a 


Workman Wears Airtight Helmet. 

The workman operating the hose nozzle 
wears an airtight helmet, with g°ggle front, 
and through the top of the helmet air is 
pumped for his needs. So powerfu! is the 
sand blast that otherwise his face would be 
cut by the grains in rebounding and he 
would find it impossible to breathe. With this 
pencil-like stream of sand turned upon the 
hardest granite or sandstone the surface in- 
stantly is brushed clean as new, while the 
sand falling down the walls is caught fn sus- 
pended tarpaulins and loaded back into the 
tanks again for use. The operator is an ex- 
pert usually and commands §1 ‘an hour for 
his services. 

This sand process is at once the easiest and 
most available method for cleaning stone- 
work, but is impossible for application to 
brickwork or where terra cotta is laid in 
mortar. Under the heavy pressure necessary 
for cleaning the sand tears at the mortar, 
eating into it and undermining the sub- 
stances that are set into it. 

No matter how hard the stone, the grains 
of sharp sand driven at high pressure are 
sharper, cutting scale and rust from steel as 
easily as they cut dirt fromthe stone. Wher- 
ever the blast touches it imparts additional 
polish, which tends less to attract the soot 
and grime of the streets. The grain of the 
stone is brought out more clearly and last- 
ingly.

Federal Building Needs Bath. 

At the present time the comparatively new 
federal building in Chicago is in need of a 
cleaning, and officials are inclined to invite 
the sand process. An appropriation for the 
purpose will be necessary before the contract 
can be let, but when it is arranged the big- 
gest single cleaning job in the city will be 
under way. Another job in prospect and 
upon which bids have been inade is the clean- 
ing of the Colonial theater by the sand biast, 
and both these jobs will have to be done after 
night when the streets are empty. 

Between the chemical washings of build- 
“Ings and the cleansing of dry sand 
thrown against the walls the season of 
spring cleaning downtown in Chicago ne 
longer ia fully observed if building owners 
do no more than wash down their interiors. 
Every year “ bullding washing” has been 
growing in favor, and the use of the white 
ename! tiling on some of the newer structures 
cs red a still further move away from 
the old soot smeared structures of twenty 
years ago, scores of which never have felt the 
touch of the new hygiene. 

Not a little of the public's interest fn bulld-

Street Cars Made Wholly of Steel; 


Trial to Be Given in Chicago. 


By ROBERT KUHN FAST. 


HE Chicago Railways company is con- 
ducting an experiment in bullding 
street cars entirely of steel that is in- 
teresting the street railway men 
throughout the country. 

Fifty of these all steel cars are about to be 
put into service. The first ones received 
from the bullders are now at the shops be- 
ing fitted and Anished. They are all steel in 
reality and not a piece of wood is used in 
them excepting a wooden strip on. the step. 
wooden hand grips for mounting, a running 
board on top for the trolley bases. and the 
doors, which will probably be made of steel 
in the future, Steel is used even for (he 
window sashes, frame work of the cane seats, 
and thg panel finjshing at the sides and top. 

The building of this lot of steel cars was 
recommended by the board of supervising 
engineers, of which Bion J. Arnold is chief 
engineer. The fact that steel cars are used 
universally in subways. the constantly in- 
creasing cost of constructing cars in which 
wood is used, and the possijbility of getting 
longer service and decreasing the deprecia- 
tion and cost of maintenance of the cars, are 
some of the important questions that make 
the experiments with all-steel cars interest- 
ing. 

Because of greater safety in case of fire, 
collisions, or derailment, the all steel car is 
the only type now used in subways. It also 
has many advantages for use on surface 
lines, and rapid strides are’ being made in 
its use for that service alone.

There is a 
choice between three propositions. First, 
the use of good wood in building cars, which, 
at the increasing cost of timber, will soon 
make the cost of the car more than that of a 
steel car. Second, the use of cheaper or in- 
ferior wood in order to keep down the cost 
of construction to the present standard, but 
which would hasten deterioration and depre- 
ciation. Third, to build cars of steel entirely, 
which would cost but a small percentage 
more than a good type of car, such as the 
type the railways have put into.service dur- 
ing the last year, with the expectation that 
the increased cost would be offset by in- 
creased length of service. lower maintenance, 
and in the saving of power that could be ac- 


complished by decreasing the weight of the 
cars and thus decreasing the total load, 


To decrease the weight of a car {s an im- 
portant economic factor, and it has been 
found that steel cars can be built lighter than 
ears with wood used in the construction. On 
the steel cars now being put into seryice it is 
estimated that a saving of about 1,000 pounds 
per car will be obtained. They will weigh 
approximately 52,000 pounds each. It ts the 
constant aim of the operating department to 
keep down the weight of al! car. apparatus 
and equipment if it can be done without de- 
creasing the efficiency and durability or fn- 
creasing the cost of maintenance. 

The necessity of this. will be appreciated 
when it is understood that the cost of power 
alone for operating the cars is estimated at 
about 5. cents per pound per year. Conse- 
quently, if the weight .of each car is reduced 
by 1,000 to 1,200 pounds. there would be a 
saving of from $50 to $600 per year for each 


ear. If there were 1,000 cars, and each of 


the com'yjanies operating in Chicago have 
many r-.ore, the total saving per year would 
be from $50,000 to $60,000 per year on power 
alone. 
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Greater Safety in New Cars. 


It is expected that steel cars will provide a 
greater degree of safety to the public on sur- 
face lines. In case of a collision or deratl- 
ment there will be no smashup. Often in 
collisions the side of the car is smashed in 
or the tongue of a wagon penetrates into its 
interior, and the occupants are injured by 
splinters and broken pieces of wood. Such 
accidents cannot happen with cars made of 
steel. 

The sanitary~conditions will undoubtedly 
be better in the steel cars. The little pieces 
of molding and other similar dust-catching 
nooks and corners are eliminated. The floor 
is made of a composition material that is fire- 
proof and that will not absorb impurities, 
The whole interior can be washed, scrubbed, 
and cleansed more thoroughly than can the 
types with wooden finishings. 

In appearance the steel cars resemble the 
other new cars so much that a casual ob- 
server would not detect the difference. No 


important departure has been made from 


the dimensions, electric equipment, and of?’ ér 
standard specifications adopted by the board 
of supervising engineers for the new cars 
that have been put into servicg during the 
last year. '

on a Tuesday he hoisted the union jack over 
Pretoria,

Attend Dressmaking School. 


In my opinion the best returns a girl could 
receive from an investment of $5 would be to 
attend dressmaking school for three weeks, 
taking up the study of making shirt waists; 
or if versed in the art of making waists, then 
learn\'to make skirts. She can attend a 
dressmaking school for $1.60 per week, either 
mornings or afternoons; and if she is em- 
ployed during the day, she can attend three 
hours each evening at the same rate—name- 
ly: $1.50 per week. Three weeks would be 
ample for her to learn to make well either 
waists or skirts, and perhaps both, if she is 
apt and eager to learn. This would cost her 
but $4.60, leaving 50 cents toward car fare. 

It is surprising to see how much a girl 
can save by making her own clothes. She 
can get good linen for 50 or 60 cents a yard, 
and it takes but two yards for a waist, which 
would cost her $1 to $1.20. The same waist. 
ready made would cost $5, or if.made by a 
dressmaker at least $3, or if she cares for

‘Salesman Literally House Itself. 


Literally a salesman for a house appearing 
before a customer is the house itself and 
something more. His powers for good and 
for bad are limitless, according to the man 
himself. One crooked salesman in a week 
may so queer the reputation of a house 
through a territory that not five years of 
efficient service by a successor can recover its 
old prestige. Yet that house which has 

. fifty salesmen over its territory is open to 
fifty individugl, persona! interpretations by 
its customers. Next to the house's stock, 
open accounts, and plant, this sales terri- 
tory is its most valuable asset, ‘but it is 
forced to give over that territory to fifty in- 
dividual men, any one of whom has power to 
ruin, almost as much through ignorance as 
through intent. 

It is recognition of the value of sales terri- 
tory to the industrial and commercial world 
which in the last decade has developed the 
Sales manager. In the beginning this sales 
manager in embryo was the individual in 
the house to whom traveling salesmen re- 
ported matters that seemed to them to need 
reporting; he was the head of the sales de. 
partment to whom the dissatisfied customer 
was allowed to kick. But as salesmanship 
has developed and as competition in terri- 
tory has grown, the progressive house has 
had forced upon it the necessity of a staff 
of salesmen which shall represent the house.

houses that the sales manager developed. 
This fact put the larger number of individ- 
uals under his direction and gave him the 
larger task of' molding widely differing na- 
tures to his ends. One, two, or three of 
these individuals inevitably must be of a 
character to overshadow all the other nine- 
ty-nine, ninety-eight, or ninety-seven of the 
100 salesmen, but at the same time that one 
hundredth poorest man in the list must be 
good enough to represent the house. Do you 
see the task? 

Necessarily this has increased the cost of 
salesmanship. Years ago the mail order 
house evolved, doing away with the whole 
question of salesmanship in its particular 
field. Later, one or more great jobbing 
houses, questioning the necessity of the trav- 
eling salesman in reaching sales territory, 
adopted the catalogue idea and have pushed 
it. They have had their measure of success. 
Are they finally to displace the traveling 
salesman? 

I asked this question of a man who ought 
to know. His answer was crisp and de- 
cisively in the negative. 

** Never,” he said, “so long as human 
nature is constructed as it is now.” 

There are at least two points in support of 
this opinion. In the first place, the potential 
customer who isn’t quite sure of what he 
wants may -have his catalogued lists before 
him, when the personal representative of a 
competing house steps in. The catalogue 
can’t answer questions, while the salesman 
can. Not only this, but the persanal sales- . 
man, accordingly as he is equipped for se]l- 
ing, can talk down points in the catalogue 
which the potential buyer may have ac- 
cepted, 

. * 


Ie Catalogue Really Cheaper? 


But, again, expensive as the persona! sales- 
man may be to a house, it has been ques- 
tioned if the catalogue and its train of post- 
office correspondence isany cheaper. Where 
the catalogue house has its own printing and 
binding plant it costs money to put out a 
catalogue, and when postage stamps are 
affixed other dollars pile up rapidly. ’ 


‘But more than this,” said an authority, 
“anything which might result in destroying 
the idea of personal salesmanship in favor of 
the catalogue must promise in a few years 
to concentrate the business of the whole 
country in the hands of a few great houses. 
There are no numerous small mail order 
houses scattered all over the country; two 
or three great corporations have swallowed 
the whole field of the direct consumer. It is 
the continuance of the personal sales rep- 
resentative which must keep room for the 
scores of institutions that are in existence 
and in healthful competition. To me, speak- 
ing from some Hmited experience with the 
catalogue idea, I believe that the cheapest, 
best. and altogether the most satisfactory 
publicity for the business house is found in 
the idea of personal representation under a

Seen in this same establishment were some 
Gear little models which were intended for 
young girls, and these were composed of silk 
net in pale shades with only a little lace 
introduced into them, and with touches of 
ribbon here and there.

Material of White Chiffon. 

The first will be seen at a Newport wedding 
shortly and it is being finished now in the 
workrooms of Doucet. The material is of 
white chiffon of a heavy clinging quality, and 
the skirt, which is made scant, has a little 
train of not more than three inches on the 
ground. Around the hem is a narrow Gre- 
cian embroidery done in white silk soutache 
braid and a tiny bit of silver embroidery. The 
bodice is absolutely plain except for a small 
square bertha which falls from the shoulders 
both front and back, and this io fashioned of 
the soutache and embroidery. The upper 
part of the sleeves and the inch wide belt 
are also of the braid and embroidery. 

The only scrap of lace is seen in the small 
guimpe ‘and long under sleeves, which close

The upper part of the bodice and the sleeves 
are of fine silver lace, and on the !sft shoulder 
is a knot of tulle. in the center of which is 
fastened a queer little old fashioned bouquet 
of orange blossoms. The veil to be worn 
with this is of the same material as the 
gown, edged with silver lace, and catching 
it together in front is a high upstanding 
bunch of orange blossoms. It is charming 
and chic, and it will be observed that there 
i¢ no embroidery or lace or anything to de- 
tract from the simple smartness of the gown. 

Paris is fairly bristling with novelties, and 
in every shop from the smart and expensive 
ones in the Rue de la Paix to the more hum- 
bie and less known in the Latin quarter are 
all sorts of temptations for the pocketbook. 
In the first place, there are the new parasol 
fans, or fan parasols, whichever one prefers, 
and which are the most useful as well as 
the prettiest little articles seen in many & 
day. They were invented by one of the fash- 
fonable couturiéres, a feminine one, of course, 
whe, however, does not sell them herseif, but 
has placed them in several of the largest es- 
teblishments, where they are going Mke wild- 
fire. 

They are made of gauze trimmed with tiny 
ruffies or else have motives of laces inserted 
into them. Those of black or white are the 
best, although they come in all the pale 
colors to match any costume. The handles 
are of wood and are made decorative, so that 


they are altogether charming. They are 
provided with two or more little springs, 80 
that by pressing each one can change from 
a fan to a parasol or the reverse. At the 
top of the handle is a long silk cord with 
tassel ends, so that when serving as a fan 
they can be carried on the arm and when 
raised as a sunshade they are only an addi- 
tional ornament.

When these parasol-fans are made to order, 
and many women are having them to carry 
with afternoon gowns, a gold monogram is 
introduced onto the handle, and small gold 
balis finish the ends of the silk cords. They 
are a delightful adjunct to any visiting 
toilet and a convenient one as well. 

Scarcely @ seaeon passes when something 
new in the line of veile is not launched, and 
this is ‘no exception to the rule. Nearly 
all French women gh almost a feeling on 
the subject of veils and regard them, and 
rightly, teo, as the finishing touch to any 
toilet. They select them with care and judg- 
ment, they pay proportionately more for 
them then fer other small items of dress, and 
the matter of arranging them over the hat 
is one of vital importance, taking time and 
patience.

Designs in Veiling Not Heavy. 

The latest veiling by the yard shows large 
designs, but unlike those of last year, they 
are not heavy. In fact the entire veil is 
exceedingly thin, the mesh, of which it is 
made being little more than acobweb. Some 
of the designs are almost an inch square and 
are put in quite close together, but they 
are so fine and delicate that they do not 
give ahy appearance of warmth, and are 
merely a soft protection for the face. 

All the veils are being fastened as closely 
about the hat and head this season as is 
possible, and although there is much virtue 
and becomingness in veils that envelop the 
head and float over the shoulders, equally 
there is much style and smartness in those 
that are pinned in place and have no float- 
ing ends tq distract the eye. The proper 
arrangement of one’s vell is quite an. art when 
one is expected to follow the decrees of fash- 
len ahd yet desires comfort as well. 

To follow the present mode one must ac- 
cept a species of martyrdom in the way 
of ‘semi-starvation, for it is absolutely im- 
possible to raise the veil for even a sip of 
tea or any fragment of food. To the initie- 
ted thie all may be part of the régime for 
the promotion of thinness and at any rate i¢ 
ia the fashion, and as such must be accepted

In all sorts of mesh and lace there has 
never been such a variety of colors and dif- 
ferent shades of the same hue as are to be 
found at present.

Sand Baths Latest Beauty Ads 


The seamd bath is fast becoming a popular 
fad with Chicago women. It not only re- 
duces weight and makes the skin clear and 
elastic But also gives the cheeks the fresh, 
rosy look of youth. 

No tub is required and no water is used in 
the operation. Many of the enthusiastic 
followers of the cult claim that water, as a 
means of cleanliness, is not necessary when 
the sand bath is available. 

The sand bath may easily be taken at home. 
The first requisite is three or four bushels 
of clean dry sand. Women who live near the 
lake take the sand from the shore. The bath 
is taken on a sheet and the only apparatus 
mecessary is the blower, and even this may 
be omitted from the bath. The most difficult 
article to securéin connection with the bath 
is the fine sandpaper, which must be of an 
especially soft and fine quality. Care must 
be taken that it is ‘“‘sand’’ paper—emery 
will not answer. 

In Paris a special article has been pre- 
pared, composed of finely ground sand, 
mounted.on satin. This is, however, not as 
practical as ordinary sand paper. 

A large sheet of good strong linen or cot- 
ton is first spread upon the floor. The tem- 
perature of the room should be comfortably 
warm and there should be no drafts. About 


two bushels or a little more of clean, dry 


gand should be placed in a second sheet and 


_ glightly warmed near a radiator or stove, to 


be ready for use a little later. The real 
luxury of sand bathing is when you have two 
sheets full of sand, one of which can always 
be kept warm.

Sandpaper the First Used. 
After disrobing, stand in the center of the 
sheet. For the first part of the bath no sand 
is used. The sand paper is held in both hands

The whole body is rubbed briskly, but not too 
hard at first. Beginning with the wrists and 


backs of the hands, work up towards the . 


shoulders, then rub the neck and throat, and 
from there down to the toes.

The elbows 
are sand papered until they are smooth. 
They may be a trifle red after the treatment, 
but they are massaged with a skin food to 
keep them soft until the skin has had time 
to recover.

. mit it is not wise to linger over fifteen min- 


utes. When you have rested long enough 
start in and rub yo if hard with handfuls 
of sand. Rub ve el of your body, and 
go at it as if you meant business—don’t be 
afraid to rub hard. Keep as much sand as 
possible in the hands while you rub, for the 
benefit is in the sand, not in your hands. 
By this time you will be fairly aglow and 
ready for the last stage of the bath. 

This last is the blast, and it corresponds 
to the shower in the water bath. The ap- 
paratus necessary for the blast is not compli- 
cated. Any tinsmith could manufacture one. 
All that is necessary is to arrange the blower 
so that the sand is whirled out briskly and 
is fan shaped. 

The sand must be blown against the body 
as hard as you can comfortably stand it. 
The effect is wonderfully stimulating and 
feels not unlike electricity. When you get 
through you body will be all a-tingle. The 
blood will come to the surface and you can- 
not possibly catch cold, for it effectually 
closes the pores of the skin without clogging 
them, as soap often does. 

In Paris, where sand baths are most popu- 
lar, there are a great many who have found 
water no longer necessary to cleanliness. 
Indeed, you really feel cleaner and look 
cleaner after the sand bath than you do after 
the water bath.

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Neat Designs in Separate Skirts|f 
to Go with Summer Shirtwaists, 


By ANNA R. MOREHOUSE. 


Notwithstanding that so many princess 
gowns are worn, and, in fact, all kinds of 
one piece dresses, there will always be oc- 
casions where the separate skirt and separate 

¥ill be just what are needed. And 
jaterest in these two garments never 


- The newest styles in the separate skirt are 
those having a close fitting top and a more 
or less plaited lower portion. These skirts 
for the most part are made with a raised 
waist line, and any of the designs shown on 
this page can be made easily by women and 
girls who do their own sewing. 

Buy a pattern which follows the design 
which is to be copied in at least its essential 
points. The skirts which until recently were 
so fashionable were much too straight and 
narrow at the feet to be either graceful or 
comfortable, and this new style is a decided 
improvement. as it is still close fitting around 
the waist and hips and gives plenty of full- 
ness about the feet. This style differs, it will 
be remembered. from the skirte of some 
years ago, which were made on circular 
yokes. The old style yoke was not nearly so 
deep, and in most instances it took an up- 
ward curve towards the back. The present 
style is to make the yoke—if it can be called 
such—both unusually deep .and the lower 
line, in nearly every instance, a straight 


Girdle Pattern with Skirt. 

With the pattern which you buy as @ guide 
for a, sKirt of this kind will come a pat- 
tern of a foundation girdle. This is an im- 
portant part of the skirt and can be seen to 
at the beginning. It should be cut out of the 
dress material if it ts on the order of a linen 
or any substantial wash fabric, and of a good 
quality of silesia, or satin of a heavy quality 
if the skirt is made of some woolen or other 
‘material. These skirts often open at one 
side of the back or the front, so care must 
be taken in putting the girdle together to 
gee that the opening will come in the right 
place. | 

Cut the several pieces out, not forgetting 
to pay close-attention to laying each section 


of the pattern exactly right on the cloth. . 


Baste the seams together, having them come 
towards the outside or the tmside, as the case 
may be. Sometimes these girdle seams are 
finished to come next to the skirt and some- 
times to come next to the body. The im- 
portant point is to try the girdle on with the 
seams facing the way they will be when 
the garment is finished. 

If any alteration is necessary it usually 
can be made at the sides, and possibly in the 
middie of the front and the back. ebaste 
the seams that were to be altered And try 
en again. 

One fault that amateurs are not the only 
ones to make is that of not pinning the gar- 
ment to be fitted properly on the figure. It 
is often pinned outside of the seam line, and 
then when the stitching and boning are 
done the fitter is much surprised to find the 
garment is too tight. 

~ . 


Seam Lines Followed Exactly. 

Always hold the garment together firmly 
and pin exactly on the seam lines, and put 
the pins in close enough together so that the 
garment does not gap between the pins. 

After the girdle has been fitted stitch the 
seams and finish the opening. This is done by 
turning the cloth back towards the wrong 
side, exactly on the seam line on each sice, 

and putting on a half-inch facing. Finish the 


lower edge of the girdle with a narrow hem, 
and then bone the seams. Either feather 
bone or the real whalebone will be all right. 
These bones are put in every seam excepting 
on the side of the opening where the hooks 
are to be sewed. Putting them on the side 
where the eyes are to be sewed will be enough, 
although some may prefer to put them on 
both sides of this seam. Buttonhole the 
hooks and eyes on, except atthetop. This 
has to be done after the skirt has been at- 
tached. 

Qne illustration shows the top of the ekirt 
‘{n two pieces and the fastening on the left 
side.. This would be cut from a circular pat- 
tern and would be on the straight of the goods 
in the middle of the front, and possibly in 
the middle of the back also. When putting 
this part on to be fitted it will be a wise plan 
to first pin the upper edge to the girdle, which 
fs supposed to have been finished. Be most 
careful to have the middle of the front and 
back of the skirt exactly meet the corre- 
sponding points on the girdle, then pin it next 
@t the side seams, 

After this has been done the skirt is pinned 
in place to the girdle in between these points 
and tried on. It is supposed that the seam 
lines are clearly marked on the skirt where’ 
the opening is, and after the girdle has been 
hooked up hold the two edges of the skirt 
together so that the raw edges are toward 
~ ‘you and pin together exactly on the seam 
lines. While this yoke curves In at the nat- 
ural waist line, it is by no means perfectly 
tight fitting.

‘illustrated the plaiting is started in the 
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the plaited portion they had better be cut 
so as to allow for the length over the hips. 
Run a fine basting in the upper part where 
the natural waist line comes, and measure 
from this the length to the bottom of the 
girdie. The skirt. measures must, of course, 
be taken from the bottom of the waist to the 
fioor, in the middle of the front, over the 
hips, and in the middle of the back. The yoke 
depth is subtracted: from the longest measure 
and the plaited skirt portions are cut this 
length, with an additional four inches for 
the hem and one inch beeides the four to allow 
for the finishing at the ton. 

This plaited part is cut from straight 
breadths, which are stitched together s0 
that they come evenly at the bottom and any 
unevenness will be at the top. This lower 
portion should measure about four and one- 
half yards. For side plaits like one of those 


middle of the back, where a box plait is 
first made. The rest of the plaits are laid 
straight from the top to the bottom so that 
they are one and one-half inches wide in the 
fold. underneath, and on the right side from 
fold. to fold there is a distance of two inches 
and a half, 
* * 


Plaits Basted from Top to Bottom. 


Baste the plaits from the top to the bottom 
and measure to see whether they will fit into 
the bottom of the yoke. If the yoke is 
smaller around than the plaited part lay 
several of the plaits on the sides and back 
a little over each other. This should be done 
so that the difference in the width will not be 
noticeable, and it will not be if enough 
plaits are changed. After this alteration has 
been made and the rebasting done this plait- 
ed portion should be thoroughly pressed. 

After the plaits have been laid and one is 
sure that the joinings of the breadths are 
coming tn the right places (they must come 
well under the plaits), the hem should be put 
im around the bottom and finished. 

The next and last step {fs to attach the plait- 
ed portion to the upper part. Lay the plait- 
ed part on a table so that there is a fold 
down the middle of the front. See that the 
skirt comes exactly together across the bot- 
tom and pin both at top and bottom to hold in 
place. Subtracting the depth of the yoke, 
measure the lengths in the front, measuring 
from the bottom, over the hips, and in the 
middie of the back. 5 

Mark these points distinctly on the skirt 
and then draw or trace a line connecting 
these points. This must bea perfect line, not 
noticeable in Any point. After the line is 
finished all around the top of the skirt take 
the pins out and pin this plaited portion to 
the upper skirt part. Be sure first to get the 
two parts together at the middle, back, and 
front. Before pinning the yoke to the plaits 
turn the lower edge of the yoke and baste 
down, then let the folded edge of the yoke 
come t® the traced line. 

.

Result Should Be Perfect Fit. 


Baste this all the way around and try on, 
and the result should be a skirt which hangs 
perfectly. The upper edge of the plaited 
portion is trimmed off carefully and over- 
casted, then the two parts are fastened to- 
gether by two rows of Stitching. ‘ 

Where the upper skirt plait is laid in folds, 
as one of the skirts shows, the plaits are laid 
as desired and then tacked invisibly to the 
girdle underneath. 

Although the circular skirt is troublesome 
in, a walking length on account of its tend- 
ency to sag on the sides, it is undoubtedly 
one of the most graceful of all designs. A 
beautiful design of this type is shown with 
this article, fastening from top to hem onthe 
left side of the front. Made ina good quality 
of serge or mohair it would be excellent in 
many ways for general utility wear,, or 
would be of great servicé to the business 
woman. Circular skirts should never be 
handled unnecessarily, and while working on 
them let the work lie on a tablé as much as 
possible. 

The girdle should be finished first for this 
style skirt, and after cutting the skirt parts 
out and before removing them from the pat- 
tern, the line which marks the norma! waist 
line should be run in distinctly with a colored 
thread. The seams are basted together, the 
skirt joined-in place to the top of the girdle, 
and tried on. Alterations can be made in the 
back and on the sides. The skirt can be-en- 
tirely finished, even attaching it to the girdle, 
excepting around the bottom; then it should 
be hung up for several days to allow it to 
stretch as much as it will. Small weights 
can be attached to the sides so as to aid in the 


stretching. -

Bias Facing Around Edge. 

Then it is laid on a table pinned together 
at the top and bottem in the same Manner as 
the plaited skirt wae, and the correct line 
drawn around the bottom. A bias facing 
stretched around the lower edge can be used 
for the finish around the bottom, and the 
upper edge of this facing should be hemmed 
invisibly by hand. 

All kinds of gored skirts ate much worn, 
and with some women are prime favorites. 
They keep their shape, possibly, better than 
any other style. Any good style separate 
skirt, if it is well cut and made, well put on, 
and worn with a suitable skift or blouse 
makes a woman look well dreseed, It ina 
part of the wardrobe that should alwaye be | 
provided, for there are many times when 
nothing else will take its place.

URIED deep under the hundreds of thou- 
eands of tons of stone and steel girders 
that constitute the Chicago of today there 
rests the romance of John Ayer—a ro- 
m™mance but recently brought to light.

Then it remained for the dashing, southern beauty 
of Sarah Leach to tear down completely the dream 
house of bachelorhood that young Ayer had reared. It

There they 
located at Southport, which is now known as Kenosha. 
John Ayer himself built for his wife a home, a crude, 
rural dwelling of logs. Here there was born to the 
couple their first son, Philip, and a year later George, 
their second child. Soon after the birth of George the 
town name was changed to that of Kenosha, so that, 
although born in the same house, the third son, John, 
was not in reality a ohild of Southport. 

For gseveral years the Ayers lived at’ “Kenosha, 
where the prosperity of Mr. Ayer continued unabated. 
Then the growing, thriving city of Chicago proved too 
great an attraction, and in the latter part of the ‘50s the 
family removed to Chicago, taking up their residence at 
No. 1 in the then fashionable Park row. Here it was 
that Mr. Ayer became so prominent a Chicagoan, and it 
was while here that he founded the large iron firm of 
Hale & Ayer. 

_ The history of the Ayer home at 1 Park row is in- 
teresting historically, it having been the residence at 


different times of Gens. McClellan and Burnside and 


several other persons prominent in public life. Among 
Mr. Ayer’s neighbors in Park row during his long resi- 
dence were Gen. Banks, whose wife was the daughter 
of Gen. Fremont; Frank G. Adams, the prominent 
banker; Thomas Richmond, head of the Spiritualist so- 
ciety; Ira Holmes, father of Burton Holmes, the lec- 
turer; William A. Bartlett, pastor of Plymouth church; 
Robert Law, the coal merchant; Marshall Field, and 
John Wilson of Washington, D. C., who was United 
States land commissioner and an intimate friend of 
President Lincoln and did much In an electioneering way 
during his campaigns. Mr. Wilson was later appointed 
third auditor of the treasury department by the martyr 
president.

Ayer’s Neighbors Illustrious Men. 

The house at 6 Park row was built and occupied by 
Wiliiam L. Coolbaugh, the father-in-law of Chief Jus- 
tice Fuller, and was later occupied by Matthew Lafiin. 
The residence at 7 Park row was almost equally famous 
for its distinguished tenants, among whom were Col. 
John Van Armon, the famous criminal lawyer, and at 
No. 8 by James Walker, another prominent lawyer, and 
Charles G. Wicker, wholesale grocer and brother of Joel 
Wicker, who donated Wicker park to Chicago. It was 
surrounded by these men and in this illustrious cjrcle 
that Mr. Ayer lived for so long during the peri in 
which he became one of the great merchants of the 
west. 

But even in those days the business life of Chicago 
seems to have been set at a strenuous pace, and even 
tae strong, robust John Ayer found himself, toward the 
close of the civil war, greatly overworked and run down 
by the business cares he had shouldered. His health. 
was threatened seriously, and on an imperative com- 
mand of his physician he went south in the hope oi 
rgcuperation. 

It was a queer circumstance that the physician 
should have. ordered him to the scene of his first ro- 
mance, but it was nevertheless a fact that it was New 
Orleans that was recommended. 

At New Orleans Mr. Ayer absented himself as 
much as possible from the scenes of his early ro- 
mance and kept his identity hidden scrupulously. To 
this end he rented a suite of rooms in the then 
palatial St. Charles hotel.

VER one million dollars in value are the 
rare paintings, sculpture, original draw- 
ings, etchings, engrayings, replicas of fa- 
mous examples of art, coins, carved ivories, 


a splendid Japanese .collection, rare tap-_ 


estries, and other art objects which re- 
pose in the million dollar structure Of .the 


Art institute on the lake front of dows- 


town Chicago. And to view thege treasures almost nine 
and one-half millions of vigitors have registered their 
names gince the opening of the ingtitute in December, 
1898. It is estimated that in all nearly a billion of 
people have passed through the portals. 

Yet the task of guarding the treasure from this 
vast ‘throng has rested on a comparatively small force 
of men—ten in number to be exact, including the “com- 
mander of the guard,” Sergeant Thomas 8. Waller, who 
has been on thig duty since the doors of the institute 
first swung open to the public. 

In addition to guarding against vandalism, theft, 


and fires, the members of the instifute “foree” have , 


also to see that the temperature of the building ig kept 
always at the right degree, that the visitors preserve 
the proper decorum, and to respond politely and gra- 
ciously to the interested public op week days from 9? 4. 
m. to 6 p. m. and on Sundays from 1 to§ p.m. —

Guards Better Than Catalogues. | \ 

Thousands of visitors enter on special exhibition 
days and then the fyll extent of-the guard force: is em- 
ployed. There are nine men distributed throughout the 
corridors of the big building who are so well posted on 
the collections that the visitor requires no catalogue 
when they can be appealed to for information. 

Notable among the guard is F. T, Penfield, who is 
a well read man whose forbears were collegiates. 
Hiram Powers Dilworth bears a significant name which 
may have led him to seek music and poetry as desirable 
adjuncts to so distinguished a cognomen, for he not 
only excels as a fine pianist but. he is also the author 
of a small brochure of sonnets which reveal his artistic 
and poetic aspirations. John Christopher is the genial 
silver-haired representative frequently at the door. 

In the sculpture halls James Taylor and H. P. 
Heinemann patroi daily, guiding perplexed and hurried 
visitors to the bearded Adonis by Nicholas Couston in 
the north corridor, or the, little schoolmaster in the 
' Egyptian room, or the mummy case where Wenu-Hotep 
of the seventh century B. C. reposes tranquilly in her 
ewathings. 

In the upper galleries Richard B. Remy is located, 
who devotes some hours each Sunday to spreading the 
gospel of Christianity from the gospel @vagons of the 
Pacific mission on State and Polk streets and other such 
points where it is as much of a revelation to that grade 
_.0f humanity as is the gospel of art to many of his 
weekday patrons. When James Hardwicke responded 
to taps not long ago his sons Chester and Frank were 
left to represent his efficiency of many years. Max J. 
Hirsch is ever courteous to the visitor.

Force Under Military ‘Discipline. 

This guard force is under military discipline and 
reports for duty at 7:30 a. m. daily except Sunday. 
From 7:30 to 8:30 a. m. is devoted to light exercise; 
8:30 to 8:55 the guards clean their equipments and don 
their uniforms; at 8:55 a whistle is blown by Sergeant 
Waller, and they assemble for guard mount, lining up 
before him and going through a thorough military drill, 
after which they are dismissed to their posts. Sergeant 
Waller served five years in the national guard under 
Maj. Bandeh, at present drill master of the police force. 
There are fire drills twice a month, although the Art 
institute has miraculously escaped fire. 

On one occasion only the fire department was called 
out by some one who saw a flaming salamander on the 
north loggia. Director French metaphorically touches 
wood and holds breath when relating the ludicrous 
spectacle of the dramatic entrance of the firemen drag- 
ging their hose into the well equipped fireproof building, 
to the astonishment of the force on duty. It is whis- 
pered that on that memorable occasion one of the fire 
laddies noted the “ Laocoén” and gazed in wonder on 
“the three men tangled up in the hose.” A heavy insur- 


ance is on the building and collections. 

The requirements for entering the guard service 
are trustworthy references to be presented to the di- 
rector, W. M. R. French, and if approved they are 
passed to Secretary N. H. Carpenter and finally to the 
sergeant of the guard. One year’s satisfactory proba- 
tion definitely insures a job for life, if desired.

Night Sessions Increase Work. 


The responsibility of guard service of the building 
does not cease at 5 p. m., as during three nights a week 
there are many students in attendance, and an unending 
series of lectures and receptions during the year. Eli 
H. Halleck is the guardian from 5 p. m. until 7:30 a. m., 
and his many years of service extend from the days 
of the old exposition on the same site. Mr. Halleck is 
another employé whose locks have turned silver, and his 
reminiscences of the nearly a billion people who have 
passed the porta! would fill a volume. His acquaintance 
with nearly four thousand members of, the Art institute 
annually and of the distinguished guests from far and 
near naturally came through the frequent evening social 
functions. 

The Antiquarian society, Municipal Art league, 5o- 
ciety of Chicago Artists, Illinois Chapter of Architects, 
and the Business Men’s Association of Architects hold 
regular meetings each month. Therefore, not alone the 
members but distinguished people in these branches of 
art have come under Mr. Halleck’s observation. ‘He 
patrols hourly and has as yet nothing suspicious to 
record except one burglar who managed to enter some 
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years ago. He left prec! 
there was nothin ey 6 gh to handle. injury to 
canvases, casts, is unknown, although Di- 
rector French’ inbenl on the spbject. 
The utmost rehtes gi pious visitors and the absence 
of restraint is @ great sef a. But one theft “ 
known, that of a small pai ing .or transparency. tf 
was of little mt except as a curiosity. 

Mr. Halleck has neyer Obseryed any psychic phe- 
nomena during his nightly vigils, but some few overly 
enthusiastic or overly peryous students who begged to 
remain a little overtime to sketch have asserted the big 
ghostly casts moved or beckoned them. Mr. Halleck 
leads a quiet life naturally, although he resppnds occa- 
sionally to belated telegrams addressed to the institute.

The Art institute is a pleasure ground and a uni- 


versity of art, embracing all branches of knowledge, 
and the public appreciates it to the fullest extent as an 
important factor of culture. The guard is a picturesque 
and useful aid ‘de camp through the seasons, preserving 
order and discipline with respectful consideration for all.

Source of Assislance Kept Secret. 

Whether or not this bitterness entered irto the 
pride that made her decline assistance from John 
Ayer is not clearly known. But as determined as was 
Mrs. Copeland not to accept aid from her first hus- 
band, she was not more set on her object than was 
Mr. Ayer to give her the assistance he felt he owed 
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one who had borne hig name. And so he sent his son 
Herbert down to see his mother and it was through 
him that she was finally taken care of. She dared 
not decline aid from her own boy and so—unbeknown 
to her—it was John Ayer who fed and clothed her 
to her dying day, a day that came not long after. 

After the death of Mrs. Copeland the next act of 
importance in the chain of events seems to have been 
the wedding of Herbert to Miss Harriett Hubbard, a 
belle of the Chicago of that day. The romance of 
Herbert was also replete with its interesting features, 
a regular old fashioned ‘“flandkerchief” flirtation hav- 
ing. been the beginning of his courtship. Later Mrs. 
Harriett Hubbard Ayer became famous the country 
over as the’ originator of a facial cream. 

The life of Herbert Ayer—known unt!l his death as 
the “rebel son,” would furnish material for a story in 
itself, for there are few people in Chicago that do 
not remember him.

Pathos Centers in Second Wife. 


The pathos of the singular narrative was found 
most in the effect of the discovery of the second wife 
and its following events upon Mrs. John Ayer. The 
first disclosure and the succeeding tragedy in the life 
of her southern predecessor seemed to sadden greatly 
the spirit of the Chicago wife of John Ayer, and she 
became crushed more and more under the conflict 
of the emotions thrgugh which she had passed. 

Gradually she and Mr. Ayer withdrew from the social 
life of Chicago and their declining years were spent 
largely in seclusion from the world. There seemed to 
have been such a vast amount for these two to bear 
that it was probably only natural that they decided 
to bear it, as much as possible, alone. From the 
business world, too, John Ayer eventually retired and 
deyoted himself faithfully and lovingly to the wife 
that had stood his sorrows with him. 

It was probably one of those strange manifesta- 
tions of fate that old John Ayer’s death in 1877 
should have been followed a month later by that of 
his sorrowing wife. It seemed a coincidence entirely 
in harmony with the life they had led, for there 
surely would have been little left in life for Mrs. Ayer. 
And so it was that the romance of old John Ayer 
closed in the same way in which it had been lived, 
fitfully and strangely.

It is a pictur- 
esque drive and.if you have the patience and courage 
to trust yourself on the tortuous, rock jutted roads, 
‘and the innumerable creeks and streams that must be 
forded, you may reach the place in some two or three 
hours from the springs, according to the way you 
choose and the stamina of your horses. The distance, 
they tell you glibly enough, is nine miles, but that 
carries no hint of the journey.

Section Remains Almost Impenetrable. 

. Only riding or driving that trip will ever bring 
home a full realization of why the James boys were 
never captured. After thirty or forty years of settling 
and many wears of the tourist traffic from every sec- 
tion of the country, the section in which the most 
notorious of outlaws ranged is still in many places as 
primeval and impenetrable as then. Enough is left to 
give the fullest impression of the country as it must 
have been when for ten or more years detectives, sol- 
diers, and posses tried in vain to arrest or kill two 
men who really knew the country. 

The road leads you up hill and jown, with scarce- 
ly a level: mile in all. It turns and twists, dips and 
rises again so sharply that a good team falters at the 
task of drawing up a light conveyance; it takes you 
through sylvan wildernesses where the trees and under- 
brush on both sides of the rocky road make a veritable 
arbor with hardly room for the passage of your vehicle, 
if you chance to be driving. Innumerable streams 
must be forded and no amateur will find his way along 
the labyrinth of cow track roads that jut off again and 
again. 

After what seems an endless drive you arrive at 
@ gate with a small painted sign nailed to one post: 

“James farm. Admission, 25 cents.” 

You turn in at the gate, drive another quarter of 
@ mile or so, and tie your jaded team in front of a 
quaint old house with a new front room of less inter- 
esting appearances Another sign over the gate con- 
fronts you: : : 

“Admission to strangers, 25 cents.”

Name Still Thrills the Tourist. 

In that little house, with the same old fence about 
it and the same mother ther¢, Jesse James was born— 
Jesse James, whose name still carries a tMrill to the 
tourist and to many an old resident of this strange 
section. 

You walk timidly to the front porch which you 
have no time to mount before a tall old woman, thin. 
Gray haired, slightly stooped, but wiry, bread of shoul- 
der, and powerful for her years, confronts you. No 
matter what your experience or power of observation, 
you will be struck by the face. There are few like it. 

Originally it must have been an intensely wom- 
anly face, though that of a woman mentally and phys- 
ically strong and well poised. It is not a typical 
Pioneer family face, and yet the woman that wears it

Mrs. Samuel Tells Her Own Story. 

Recently, however, a correspondent for THE 
TRIBUNE visited the place and obtained what Mrs. Sam- 
uel herself said was as near a story of her life as she 
cared ever to have printed. 

“My first husband, who was the Rev. Robert 
James, a Baptist minister, brought me here sixty-four 
years ago. It was a new country then and our life 
was much like that experienced by the family of any 
other pioneer minister. We had four chiliren, in the 
years immediately following, only one of whom, Frank 
James, now in Oklahoma, \is alive. He was the oldest. 
Robert, who died while @ baby, was the second, and 
Jesse the third. A girl Avas our fourth child. 

“T am often as about the childhood of Frank 
and Jesse, and I am ‘at.a_loss to answer satisfactorily, 
I guess. So many lies So told and written that 
it would be eilly to refute thém. One I remember was 
that my boys were cruel in youth, that once Jesse tor- 
tured a cat. All I can say is that if there were eyer 
two obedient, devoted boys who loved their mother, 
they were my two brave boys. They were reared here 
on this farm when it was a new, wild country. They 
had the ordinary pleasures of boys under guch condi- 
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“I am not making apology or excuse for my boys. 
It must be remembered that they were never convicted 
of any crime. Frank was in jail eighteen months and 
was carted back and forth to all parts of the country 
in an attempt to prove something against him. He 
finally was released. Jesse was shot in the back by 
a cowardly assassin who was pardoned by Gov. Crit- 
tenden for the crime.

James Boys Get All the “Credit.” 

“After the war my sons were home only now and 
then. They have been charged with all manner of ri- 
diculous crimes when they were never near the places~ 
where they were committed. That I know. 

“Often I have been asked which of my brave boys 
was braver. Both of thém were brave. Frank James 
was always more cautious. He did not take the chances 
that Jesse did. He would dare to do anything. But 
they were equally brave. 

“One time my boys and two others came riding 
home in a hurry. The federals were after them, but 
they did not know how near they were. They, came 
to change their clothing. Jesse was washing when I 
saw them coming. 

“*How many are there?’ he askej me. 

*“ “*Apout forty,’ I told him. 

“T urged him to run and get away, but he kept 
on. washing. Soon he asked me how far away they 
were and I told him they were coming in at the gate. 
He finished his washing and then they got ready. 

“*‘Where are they now?’ he asked me. 

“‘They are coming up to the house,’ I answered. 
The four ran out, mounted, and opened fire. Both 
sides fired rapidly and the boys rode off under fire. I 
gaidled up my old horse and went out to look for 
them. I found them hiding in some brush and urged 
them to make their escape, but they came back to the 
house while the federals searched for them three miles 
away. Jesse never knew what fear was.”

The visitor nodded and the woman rose frem her 
chair.

Look at old Cove—how grand she looks, 
Watching the wild waves in motion, 


With the flat of her back against the hills 
And the tips of her toes in the ocean, 


UEENSTOWN, the spot at which every 
American touches who visits Ireland, 
where many «thousands of Chicagoans 
have sojourned, and the spot which serves 
as the “last glimpse of Erin” for the 
Irish exiles, sits on the side of a hill 

smiling at the ocean. 
Queenstown — sunlit Queenstown—is 
one of the pleasantest towns in the world in every 
aspect. It is one of the merriest towns as well, having 
in none of its outward appearance, at any rate, any of 
the sorrowful characteristics which we would be apt 
to associate with the scene of almost daily leave taking 
on+the part of these who are forevér quitting the land 

of their birth. 

The absence of these doleful features is after all 
but an indication of the wonderful buoyancy of the 
Irish nature. Travel, say, from Dublin to Cork, and 
one’s heart is rent with the terrible cries and moanings 
of those who are parting from their friends forever, 
and those who are left behind at the different railway 
stations on the way to Queenstown.

No. Tears Shed in Queenstown. 


But no sooner is Queenstown reached than the ut- 
most hilarity prevails. The hotel and lodging house 
keepers at Queenstown inform.me that they hardly 
ever have a bed slept in, although their houses are 
crowded almost every night with those who are to 
take the big steamers the following day for America. 
Singing, dancing, merrymaking, and nothing else, from 
night until the dawn; and Queenstown itself assuredly 
seems suited for the revelry. Not a glint of sunshine 
comes from the heavens but kisses it, for it rests on 
the side of a hill facing southward. 

An American poet it was, D. R. Locke of Toledo, 
who wrote the most Irish and the most exact descrip- 
tion of Queenstown, the name of which was changed 
from Cove to Queenstown when Queen Victoria vis- 
ited it in 1848. We have quoted his pretty tribute at 
the beginning of this story. 

Queenstown overlooks the finest harbor in the world 
excepting, perhaps, Sydney. It is large enough to con- 
tain at once the entire British navy; the Mauretania 
and Lusitania, the largest steamships afloat, enter it 
for passengers anJj turn with ease in view of where I 
write. The harbor’s surroundings, as thousands of the 
Irish in Chicago of course know, are fairly enchanting. 


* 
Charms of River Lee Unsurpassed. 
The river Let, with Monkstown, Glenbrook, and 
Blackrock smiling on its beautifully wooded banks, 
flows at the foot of Queenstown, as do the Carrigaline 
and East Ferry rivers, through sylvan scenery that is 
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simply charming. Traveling on a little river boat 
from Queenstown to Aghada with William Dillon of 
Chicago some seven years ago, Mr. Dillon, glancing at 
the harbor and entranced with the scene, remarked to 
me: 

“In all my travels around the world, and I have 
been almost everywhere, I have seen nothing to equal 
this, except the bay of Naples.” 

Millions of the Irish race have, of course, passed 
from Queenstown—passed the frowning forts of Car- 
lisle and Camden, which stand HMke green sentinels at 
the outlet of the harbor, passed Roche's point, the last 
corner to be seen of what is called the “next parish ‘to 
America.” There are other points farther on ocean- 
wards, but Roche’s point is the last that is clearly vis- 
ible. 

Close here to Queenstown resides A. G. Sunner, 
head of one of the largest bacon curing establishments 
in the united kingdom, who, strange to say, learned the 
art of his business—spent his apprenticeship,. so to 
speak—at no other place than at the famous stock- 
yards of Chicago. Mr. Sunner is a good friend of 
mine and often speaks to me about Chicago, where he 
spent three years twenty-five years ago. He knew 
none other thah the well known Tom Carey of the old 
Twenty-ninth ward, where Tom fought many a historic 
battle and with whom I was pleasantly associated in 
Chicago politics.

Mr. Sunner tells me that he himself was then as- 
sistant secretary to the manager of the stockyards and 


that one day Tom Carey, who was then a lively hustler . 


at the yards, knocked down with a blow of his fist a 
burly butcher who had made an insulting remark to a 
young woman who was passing. The manager, Mr. 
Sunner says, happened to be near by and noticed the 
incident, and next pay day Tom’s envelope contained an - 
increase of wages. 


Close to Queenstown aiso resides Mrs. John Taylor 
in splendid j Style. Mrs. Taylor lived in Chicago some 
twenty years ago With her husband, who had a most 
eventful career, He was a corn merchant in Cork some 
thirty years ago, when he failed in business and wetit 
to America, settling in Chicago. There he entered into 
the brewing business, which he subsequently sold after 
amassing a fortuhe in the business. Mrs. Taylot, who 
will be rememberea@ by many old Chicagoans, is living 
most pleasantly here and has two daughters married. 

Also living at Queenstown are Denis Swanton and 
Thomas Bransfield, two old Chicagoans, the latter of 
whom worked with his cousin, M. J. Bransfield, ex-city 
treasurer of Chicago, for a time; both of these men fe- . 
turned frot®# Chicago to Queenstown Many years ago 
and are now prosperous business then. Nearly every one 
who goes to Chicago from Ireland and who goes to Ire- 
land from Chicago calls to see them. 

Among the Chicago residents who hail from Queens- 
town is David Ryan Two6mey, a rising young lawyer 
with offices in the Unity building, who has no end of 
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relatives here and who is remembered most affection- 
ately by them all. His brother, by the way, has taken 
the first place in the united kingdom under the civil 
service for an important position in India. Mention of 
this suggests to me that, since the English government 
threw open the civil service to Irish lads the latter are 
capturing the most coveted places from the less quick 
witted boys of Scotland, England, and Wales. 

John Ford, the Chicago building contractor, with 
offices in the Stock Exchange building, is another 
Queenstown man, with many friends here. 

Close to Queenstown in a curve round the southern 
coast is the ancient town of Youghal, which enjoys the 
glory, which it delights in, of having produced that well 
known wit and ecclesiastical orator in Chicago, the Rev. 
Thomas Pope Hodnett.: Father Hodnett has family 
connections in County Clare as well as in Youghal, and, 
curiously enough, both places lay claim to being the 
ecene of his birth, 

Father Hodnett visited me at Youghal last year 
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while he was sojourning with his cousin, William Hod- 
nett, a prominent lawyer in the town. On the same oc- 
casion, by the way, there visited me at Youghal a big 
group of Chicagoans—John T. Connery, Harry Gibbons, 
James J. Corbett, Father Bonfield, Father Hurley, Fa- 
ther O’Brien, and Dean Keatin#® of Ottawa.

One day I was sitting pretty sad and lonely on the 
“sands” of Youghal strand by the bay. A man stealth- 
ily approached me from behind and slapped me on the 
shoulder with “ Well, Ed, how the @ are you?” It 
was Mike Kenna, the First ward alderman. I was 
heartily glad to see him. And a good chat we hafl about 
old times. 

Michael Kenna had barely gone when Michael Fa- 
herty of Lake View and his genial wife drove up ona 
jaunting car.

Lying just a little further “out” than 
that part of the Latin quarter with the

MacCameron “ Finishes’’ in Chicago. 

Robert MacCameron, one of the best khown artists 
in Paris, is also one of the greatest enthusiasts as 
regards Chicago’s great art school. 

“Surely, I can rank as a Chicago artist,” he said 
a few days ago in his studio at 59 Aventie de Saxe. 
“You see, I was born there.” It is twenty years since 
Mr. MacCamieron came to Paris, and as he is atill a 
young man, twenty years ago he was little more than 
a boy. He studied at the Beaux Arts and with Colin. 
Years afterward when he was in America on a visit 
he went to Chicago and took some work at the Art 
institute, thereby reversing the usual order of things. 

Mr. MacCameron has recently, returned © from 
America, where he had been for a number of months. 
The big piece of work which he did on this visit was 
a portrait of President Taft, which was exposed in the 
Salon this year. The portrait was done at Augusta, 
Ga., Mr. Taft, then president elect, giving seven sit- 
tings for it. It is seven years since Mr. MacCameron 
first exhibited in the Salon. His picture, “ Mi-Careme,” 
won an honorable mention, “ Les Habitués,” exhibited 
four years ago, and.now hanging in the Mémorial gal- 
lery in Philadelphia, was given a third medal and last 
year his picture, “ The’ Absinthe Drinkers,” brought 
him a second medal, the highest honor which a for- 
eigner can obtain. “The Absinthe Drinkers” has been 
purchased by the Corcoran gallery in Washington.

French Government Honors Hubbell. 

One of the greatest honors which an artist can 
win came to Henry Salem Hubbell, a Chicago artist, 
last winter, when the French government bought for 
the Luxembourg his picture, “The Child and the Cat.” 
His wife was Miss Rose Strong,’also a student at the 
institute. 

In 1901 he sent his first picture to the Salon. 
It was called “The Bargain,” and won an honorable 
mention. It is now hanging in the Chicago Art insti- 
tute. This year Mr. Hubbell exhibited for the first time 
with the International Society of Painters, Sculptors, 
and Engravers. He exhibited five pictures. One of 
them was “The Child and the Cat,” bought by the 
government, and the other four were sold the open- 
ing day to Georges Petit, the director of the gallery. 
There are a number of portraits Jone by Mr. Hubbell 
in Chicago. A few years ago he spent a year there, 
Painting among others a portrait of Mrs. Charles 
Hitchcock, which hangs in Hitchcock hall at the Unt 
versity of Chicago, and one of Mrs. Susan Look Avery. 

One of the best kKnown—whether in Paris or Chi- 
cago—of the Chicago artists is Miss Martha Baker. 
Most of her life, until she came to Paris three years 
ago, had been spent in Chicago. There on the south 
side she went to school and graduated from the high 
school. Then she studiedj at the Art institute. 

About three years ago she came to Paris. The 
Sarst year she was here she sent two oils and two 
miniatures to the Salon. All four (the maximum for 
any artist) were accepted and three were hung upon 
the line. This year Miss Baker was invited to exhibit 
with a society of painters of miniatures and water 
colors. It was a large exhibit at the Georges Petit 
gallery and it was the consensus of opinion in the Paris 
papers that of the miniatures exhibited, those of Miss 
Baker were the best—and this despite any natural prej- 
udice in favor of the French exhibiters. 

Miss Baker's picture, “ The Woman in White,” was 
purchased a few years ago by the Municipal Art league 
for the Chicago Art institute. A great compliment 
Was paid it by a famous European painter who visited 
America. He admired the picture greatly then and 
later, when some one called on him. at his home and 
introduced himself as from Chicago, he said: BR bm 
have a splendid picture in your collection there, The 


Woman in White.’ It is one of the best pictures in 


America.”

Mazzanovich’s Story Like a Romance. 

The story of Lawrence Mazzanovich, who | will 
Tank some day as one of the famous landscape painters 
of the world, reads like a romance. His father was 
@ Dalmatian and a musician. His mother was of a 
noble old Venetian family, and when her family re- 
fused to sanction her marriage, she did the one thing 
Possible in a romance, eloped to America. She died 
when her children were small and the early years of 
Lawrence Mazzanovich’s| life were full of wandering in 
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true Bohemian fashion from place to place. 

For some time Mr, Mazgzanovich lived in Chicago, 
attending the night classes at the institute, and while 
in Chicago he met and married Miss Anna Holden, 
whose mother, writing under the name of “' Amber,” was 
one of the best known newspaper women of the world, 
Four years ago Mr. and Mrs. Mazzanovich came to 
Europe. He was to do illustrating, but the stories he 
was to illustrate never were written. 

“At last at Moret we found ourselves down and 
out,” is the way Mr. Mazzganovich tells it. *I had 
always wanted to be a landscape painter and I had 
been painting after the magazine work failed. Of. 
course I liked that. But I didn’t like the idea of starv- 
ing. Then one day James Adams Thayer of BPvery- 
body’s Magazine came to the studio.

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Miss Chapman Holds Residence Record. 

The record among the Chicago artists for long resi- 
dence ig Paris goes to Miss Minerva Chapman, who has 
had a studio in the Latin quarter for twenty-two years. 
She has made six trips to America during that time and 
Chicago, where her family has been prominent since the 
early days of the city, is still “home” to her. Sheisa 
greatniece of Edmund Aiken, founder of the First Na- 
tional bank. Her earliest education was in the public 
schools of Chicago and in the old Chicago university. 
Then she attended Mount Holyoke. After that she re- 
turned to Chicago and studied art. Her art study has 
been under Annie Shaw and at the Art institute in Chi- 
cago and at the Academy Julien and under Charles 
Lasar in Paris.

This is not to say that Mr, Frieseke has not 
done other work of note, for it is only in the last three 
years that he has taken up mural painting and before 
that he had been honored by having the French govern- 
ment buy for the Luxembourg one of his pictures, “ De 
vant de Glace.” Mr. Frieseke has been in Paris for 
twelve years, but makes frequent trips to America, 
especially since he has begun his mural paintings. He 
has always exhibited with the New Salon.

Frieseke Gains International Honor. 

In 1902 Mr. Frieseke was made an associate and 
last year he was elected a societairi. He has a picture 
in the Modern gallery at Venice and one at Odessa. He 
received a gold medal from the international exhibi- 
tion at Munich and last year received a $500 prize 
from the Coreoran gallery at Washington. He is a 
member of the Société Internationale. 

Edward Sawyers—“Chimmie” he is to all his 
frienis—is a Chicagoan born and bred. His becoming 
@ sculptor could have been foretold by any one with a 
gift for prophecy, when he was a boy. He went to the 
old manual training school at the corner of Michigan 
avenue and Twelfth street and then for two years to the 
high school. “ But I didn’t like it,” is the way he tells 
of those years. “ The only good thing about it was that 
I used to pass a shop where some Italians were doing 
wood carving. Finally I asked the man to take me in 
and let me werk for him. He did and I stayed there 
for two years. Then I went to the Art institute. I was 
at the institute four years and then ten years ago I 
came to Paris and studied with Rodin, Colarossi, and at 
Julien’s.” 

For the last five years Mr, Sawyers has exhibited 
in the Salon. He has also exhibited in New York and 
Philadelphia and received a medal at the St. Louis ex- 
hibition. Hi. most distinctive work has been modeling 
from the Navajo and Apache Indians. He has made 
two extensive stays in Arizona working from them.

Miss Gassette Both Modeler and Painter. 

Miss Grace Gassette is an artist who works in 
two distinct mediums—the picture of her studio will 
show that she models as well as paints. It-<is as @ 
painter, however, that Miss Gassette is best known, anf. 
as color is her strong point she has done more painting 
than modeling. Miss Gassette, whose father, the late 
Notman T. Gassette, was one of Chicago's prominent 
men, was born in Chicago ori Michigan avenue. In 
speaking of her early ambitions she says: “I always 
said wien I was a little girl even that some day I was 
going to be an artist and live in Hurope.” Twelve years 
ago the living in Europe part of her wish came true— 
before that she had already begun to give an account of 
her artistic talent. 

At least every third year since she has been in Eu- 
rope Miss Gassette has gone back to Chicago. The last 
time she was in her home city she stayed sixteen 
months, dding seventeen portraits in that time.. The 
first portrait she ever did was of Mrs. Granger Farwell 
and she has done Miss Helen Farwell also. Other Chi- 
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cagoans whom she has paintes are Mfrs. Harry Good, 
Mrs. Joseph Chandler, Mrs. Andrew Lawrence and her 
daughter, Mrs, F. D. Montgomery, Mrs. Scott Thurber, 
P. R, King, Clara King, Leslie Farwell, Marjorie Sweet, 
and Helen Lester 

She is a member of Les Unis, which admits to mem- 
bership but one representative of each branch of art; 
Miss Gassette being chosen as the American woman 
portrait painter. She is secretary of the art section of 
the Lyceum, the great interitiational woman’s club of 
Paris. In 1905 and 1907 Miss Gassette had exhibits at 
Thurber’s in Chicago. Miss Gassette and her mother 
have a studio apattment at 16 Rue Boissonade and their 
Tuesday afternoons are famous among all the Amer- 
icans of Paris for their charm. 

Pehell portraits ake What Mts. Belle Silviera Gorski 
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is noted for. Critics say she has done with her pencil 
what no one else has and the effects of distance and 
quality which she can produce are marvelous. When 
she was Miss Silviera she studied with Vanderpoel and 
Richardson at the Art institute and later taught draw- 
ing there. In addition to the excellence of her work 
Miss Silviera was noted for. her love of dogs, never 
being seen without two or three with her. 

It was a romantic story—her marriage a few years 
ago with the son of Mrs. Paderewski. It was a case of 
love at first sight when they met at a tea in Chicago 
and within a few weeks they were married and sailed 
for Europe, bringing the dogs to which the bride was so 
devoted with them. 

A commission which has just come to her is to do 
ohe of her pencil portraits of Sarah Bernhardt. Mrs. 
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Gorski’s ambition is to do mural decorations and she is 
working out designs for that all the time. While visit- 
ing at the Paderewski home in Switzerland last year 
she made many sketches of the Swiss mountains which 
she will use in mural paintings. The picture of Mrs: 
Gorski shows her and one of her dogs on the terrace of 
the Paderewski home, which served as an out of door 
studio for her While making the sketches. 

A Chicago artist who is making a name for herself 
with her sculpture is Sarah Morris Green. She was 
born in Chicago and is the daughter of Mrs. Elizabeth 
M. Green. After being graduatej from the Englewood 
High school she attended the Art institute for a number 
of years and from the first gave evidence of the ability 
which is hers. Miss Green was ambitious to perfect 
herself in every possible way for her work and about 
ten years ago she came to Paris to study. Her mas- 
ters were Rodin and Bourdelle. After two years she re- 
turned to America and had a studio in New York. Two 
years ago she gave up that studio and returned to Paris 
to continue her work.

Bewley Chicagoan by Adoption. 

Texas is the home of Murray P. Bewley, a young 
artist whose studio is at 83 Notre Dame des Champs. 
But Mr. Bewley, on account of the years he spent at the 
Art institute, is classed with the Chicago artists. For 
two years he has had a studio in Paris. Last spring he 
exhibited for the first time in the Salon. 

Art for its own sake is the reason for the work of 
Mrs. Hallie Champlin Hyde, whose Paris studio is at 83 
Boulevard Montparnasse. For the financ@al side of art 
Mrs. Hyde need not care, as she is the daughter of 
Harry Champlin, 4711 Woodlawn avenue. Last year she 
exhibited for the first time at the Salon, her pieture 
“ Comrades” being purchased by a French collector. 

Society with its charms has not been able to deter 
Miss Clara Kretzinger from her desire to be an artist, 
and she is working steadily awdy in her studio at 59 
Avenue de Saxe. Miss Kretsinger studied at the in- 
stitute and has spent much time in Europe studying. 
She has exhibited a number of times at the Salon 

One of the Chicago artists of Paris in whom great 
interest is felt is Charles Wilimowsky. He it is who 
was chosen last year for the John Quincy Adams schol- 
arship, awarded each year to the student of the Art 
institute whose work Is jeemed the best. Mr. Wilimow- 
sky, who is known as a “real Chicagoan” because he 
was born there, was graduated from the public schools 
and was at the institute five years.

Miss Zelda Shanfield is a young Chicago miniature 
painter, exhibiting at the Salon for the first time this 
year.

Her first art educa- 
tion was received at the Art institute and she has also 
spent a couple of years in New York studying. Miss 
Tooker ts studying in a number of different classes 
and is also beginning to work from her own models. 

Edward Timmons is another Chicago artist who is 
beginning to be known as a portrait painter. He has 
been in Paris a few years, exhibiting each year at the 
Salon. His studio is at 83 Boulevard Montparnasse.

While her work demands that she have a clear 
head and an intuitive understanding of people and 
things, Mrs. Windsor is as far as possible from the 
mannish type. She is a fair, graceful woman, with 
blue eyes that are frank and steady and a mouth that 
is quaintly humorous. While much averse to publicity, 
she is always glad to talk of her work. | 

“I do not care to be spoken of as a ‘boss,’” she 
said, “for I do not consider myself as such. ' Of course, 
these men work under my direction, but I hold that 
they merely interpret my ideas. I tell them what I 
want' and they do it; but we all love the work so and 
are so entirely harmonious and there is so much of 
the conventional business relationship conspicuous by 
its absence that I feel not as if I were above them 
but as if I were one of them, and I feel that they 
regard me in the same way.”

There are few people who have ever dined in one or 
the restaurants on State street who have not at some 
time or other noticed a stately woman with soft gray 
hair sitting at one of the tables, bowing right and left 
to her friends and receiving quietly the deference of 
the waiters.

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Freaks of Hysteria Recalled by Gingles Case. 


HEN alienist authority insisted 
that Ella Gingles’ stories of what 
happened to her on so many ex- 
citing occasions were based upon 
hysteria solely, probably most 
readers of the newspapers were 
disposed to regard the cause as 

insufficient. 

‘““Hysterics"’ is a word that passes com- 
monly on all sides as illustrating merely an 
excited condition of mind for the moment. 

““T almost had hysterics,” laughs the young 
woman, telling a group of friends of some 
circumstance, tragic or comic, which af- 
fected her markedly at the time. 

But, seriously speaking, hysteria is some- 
thing not to be grinned at either by the vic- 
tim or his friends. Time was in médical evolu- 
tion when hysteria was supposed to be pecu- 
liarly a woman's malady, but under more 
enlightened practice it is discovered thet man 
has no immunity because of his sex; woman 
may be more predisposed to it, but man must 
consider it in any canvaes of the ills which 
his particular flesh legitimately is heir to. 

Scientifically and technically, hysteria isa 
manifestation of some lack of codrdination 
in the brain convolutions. As the physician 
puts it, some portion or portions of the brain 
refuse to “ function.” If this portion of the 
brain be a motor center which moves the 
arm or the leg, paralysis of that particular 
member may resuit; if it be a speech center, 
the victim may become dumb. It is especially 
noticeable of the disease that it prompts the 
patient to other bodily ailments which are 
net ailments. literally, but which through 
the patient's imagination are practically 
real.

Hysteria the Sole Origin. 

When a person sits or lies helpless from 
paralysis for twenty years, with his knees 
drawn up to his chin, incapable of moving 
arms or legs, the supposition must be that 
this patient, seeking medical treatment and 
paying for it, must be paralyzed. But time 
and again, after ten or twenty years of such 
paralysis, victims of it have been cured in 
a day through discovery that ite sole origin 
is hysteria. 

Dr. Oscar A. King, allenist and neurologist 
and of the staff of the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons, has been assured personally 
of the hysteric origin of the Zila Gingles 
stories as to what happened in the pepp*r 
throwing and bathroom tortures recited by 
her. 

“There is nothing in the malady particu- 
larly stimulating to criminal purpose,” said 
Dr. King. ‘“ Tletther is there anything neces- 
sarily prompting lying, though often some 
cf the micst preposterous attempts at decep- 
tion are resorted to. It is in some of these 
stories, told in elaborate detail, that the 
physician determines their hysteric origin.” 


A story of one of Dr. King’s experiences 
several yeare ago serves to illustrate the 
mental condition of the person suffering from 
hysteria. The case was that of a young 
woman for six weeks paralyzed from the 
hips down. The attending physician had 
telephoned to Dr. King, asking that he might 
bring the young woman to his clinic at the 
college. When her name was mentioned 
over the telephone, the doctor recalled that 
about a year before another physician had 
called him into consultation over the same 
young womer, who on that occasion had been 
suffering from convulsions.

Sudden Cure of * Paralysis."" 

Arrangements were made by Dr. King that 
the young woman should be brought to the 
clinic after he himself was there before hig 
class. She came, was assisted to the upper 
floor of the building, and »repared for the 
clinic, lying upon a wheeled table and covered 
with a sheet. 

But when the time for her case arrived she 
didn't come. After minutes of waiting Dr. 
King went out to discover the trouble and 
fourd the young women in a heated argu- 
ment with the attendant. She didn’t want to 
go in before a] that class of young men in 
any such state of undress, lying on a table. 

“I don’t blame you,” exclaimed the doctor, 
glaring at the attendant. “ Here, let me 
have hold of your feet,”’ at which he swept 
them off the table, bringing her up to a sit- 
ting posture with her feet touching the floor. 

“Now,” he continued, holding out his arm 
to her. “ we'll valk into the room In a re- 
spectable manner,” at which the young wom- 
an rose to her feet, walked in, hanging on the 
doctor's arm, and stood before the class with 
no thought of how incompatible the whole 
situation was with the ailment for which ehe 
had come for consultation. 

In the next few minutes Dr. King had the 
young woman walk up and down before his 
class half a dozen times, wholly without as- 
sistance. But suddenly by arrangement the 
physician who a year before had been trea'- 
ing her for convulsions entered the room. 
Instantly on recognizing him the young wom- 
an threw both hands into the alr, shrieked. 
and fell into one of the old epileptic srparme 
of which she had been cured for more thana 
year! The wheeled table was run in and she 
was assisted to it, the doctor purposely; cov- 
ering her only slightly with the sheet. The 
ruse worked. While presumably inseneibie 
from the seizure, the young woman reached 
down and covered herscif neatiy anc effectu- 
ally. ‘ 
~~ 

Distorted Fancy Alone Responsible. 

‘‘In her excitement over coming into the 
clinic on the table she was made to forget 
her paralysis when I suggested that we 


walk in,”’ said Dr. King. ‘“ But the unex- 
pected sight of the other phys‘cian, recalling 
her old affliction, had brought on an attack 
of epilepsy which wasn't epilepsy at all, 
real as it mey have been-to- her distorted 
fancy.’’ 

Yet in going back to the cerriage this 
paralyzed young woman walkcd down four 
filghts of stairs! 

Another case was that of the young woman 
who was blind in One eye. Dr. King told 
her that if she would bandage the blind eye 
completely for three days she would recover. 
But the young woman refused to bandage 
the eye for weeks. Finally she wore the 
bandage, but only while sleeping, discover- 
ing at the end of that time that she was blind 
in both eyes. Not till 4 o’clock that after- 
noon was she able to see anything, and then 
it was the right eye which was blind instead 
of the left one. 

** And she remained blind through hysteria 
for four years, until finally she was cured 
through suggestion,’ said the doctor. 

It is characteristic of hysteria that almost 
any ailment of mankind is simulated by the 
hysterical person, who honestly enough be- 
lfeves that itis real. In this sense it may be 
accepted that Ella Gingiles, granting that 
she is a victim cf the malady. believes that 
pepper was thrown into her eyes and that 
she was whisked away ina cab asa part of 
a plot, just as she may believe that she was 
gagged, bound, and tortured, and left tied 
to the hotel bathtub. | 


> 
Test Made Through Eye. 


In one of the experiments determining hys- 
terla as a malady, proof that certain por- 
tions of the brain do not function, is estab- 
lished. This test is made through the eye, 
using colored objects that are moved within 
the range of the patient's vision. 

Normally, that largest area determining 
color at the back of the eye recognizes white 
light. Next in area is the section recognize 
ing blue light, after which in order come yel- 
low, orange, red. green, and violet. Only 
25 per cent of this hemisphere at the back of 
the eye recognizes green, for example, while 
a much smaller proportion recognizes violet. 

In the victim of hysteria it has been dig- 
covered that ability to recognize these col- 
ors may be Gistorted badly. Where blue, 
normally, is meet easily determined, it often 
develops that red takes ‘rst place efter the 
white light. and blue becomes scarcely dis- 
cernible. showing that the brain centers 
charged with color discriminatiors are af- 
fected 

Broadly, hysteria is a malady of the brain 
associated with insanity. Its vagaries are 
limitiess, even. to the person's believing him- 
self insane and feigning insane actions One 
of its saving graces, from the’ point of view 
of the patient. is that it seldom involves him 
in court inquiries, as in the Elia Ginglkes 
case. é :

Safety Sought in Flight. 

* Now it chanced that the ship belonged 
to the house of August Baltin of Hamburg 
and her cargo consisted mainly of cognac, 
wines, and sardines.

Machine of Miniature Size. 


All of these machines are of a miniature 
patiern suitable for handling small quanti- 
ties of wheat, and yet large enough to do 
their work in a practical manner and with

While it is called miniature, this equipment 
fills the entire one-half of the space under 
the roof of this building. It ts veritably a 
mili up in the clouds and it is not without 
its picturesque outlook at least in the far 
away views from the Httle roof windows. It 
has its advantages over the professional mill 
in running power as it can be started in a 
minute and is run by an electric dynamo, and 
for all it would be called a toy mill by 
the professional flour king, it is capable of 
turning out ten barrels of flour a day, if

Whole World Sends Samples. 


There are many millers in the United States 
who make it a practice to send first their 
samples of wheat and then of flour to these 
laboratories. Samples are also semt from 
far away British Columbia, Vancouver, Hu- 


That’s Strange—A Flour Mill in a 


consignment. The bakers also benefit and 
there is one large Chicago baking house 
which sends samples of all flour that they 
buy, both before they close the deal and after 
they receive the flour.”’ 

There is a special department for the baker. 
His sample of flour is baked in the labora- 
tories until the “ ash” is separated and the 
exact amount registered in weight, together 
with ‘tthe gluten and water. He is given the 
exact formula for making his bread and is 
put wise as to that mysterious thing, ‘‘ the 
absorption.” This bane of the home 
cake baker, since she has to deal with the 
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mysteries of flour of high patents—although 
she does not know it—is pointed out by the 
white robed girl who presides over this de- 
partment. 


There are one or 
two similarly equipped laboratories in the 
country, but in some way the Columbus lab- 
oratories have gained the widest reputation 
for accuracy and scientific methods. 

*“ Sometimes a miller will send a sample of 
a carioad of wheat which he intends to buy,”’ 
said an operator in the laboratory, “and then 
he will send others after he has received the

With regular standard patent flour the ab- 
sorption is 62 per cent, that is sixty-two 
cubic centimeters of water to every 100

grams of flour. For the pound loaf, which 
is equal to 450 grams, 10 grams of suger is 
used, 5 grams of salt, 10 grams of lard, and 
water to equal the absorption. The absorp- 
tion is obtained by a Httle machine called a 
burrette, which washes water into the dough 
to the desired stiffness and measures the 
amount accurately at the same time. It is 
interesting that the “‘ comparative stiffness "’ 
is obtained by experience rather than by a 
more scientific method:  — 

“Také a little flour and a fittle water and 
a little judgment, my dear,’’. the old grand- 
mother used to say, and so far there has been 
no better ‘‘machine”’ invented for testing 
stiffness than the “ju ént ” of the chem- 
ist who is experimenting... Other tests, how- 
ever, are absolutely scientific, as is shown 
by the raising of thé bread in an Incubator. 
The fully mixed dough ia put in this without 
‘making “a sponge’’ first. ‘If this isn’t a!- 
ready. the way of the up to date housekeeper 
of the present it is the way of. the house- 
keeper of the future is declaredat the labora- 
tories. One funny fact wae drawn from the 
pretty mill girl who presides over this part 
of the baking? “Have you: been able to 
make any adoption..of the scientific bread- 
making thet you learn here when you are at 
home?” was asked. ‘ :

Mother Cliags to Old Way. ° 

‘No, my mother positively refuses to have 
anything to. do with it,” was the anewer. 
“ She thinks there is only one wey, and that 
is to set the bread with a spore®. And as to 
raising it in an incubator!’' Words here 
sould have said no more than was suggested. 

But the bakers and millers who come to the 
regular classes held at the laboratories are 
willing to adopt scientific methods. Here 
there is ah atténdance of big fellows well 
dressed, well’ groomed, and attentive. Some 
of them are young and some of them are 
pald headef@, Some are expert bakers, who 
take every opportunity of learning the 
scientific side of their business. Ali of them 
come ‘with péricl! and notepook and all know 
exactly both what they are going to put into 
their work and what they can count on get- 
ting out of it. This appMes to what goes into 
the ground, the-mill, and the oven, although 
so far there hag been no such thing under- 
taken at the laboratories as a school for 
farmers. 

“The exarmnation of their samples of 
wheat isa step in this direction,”’’ says Dr, 
Wesener of this staff, “and when it gets so 
that the farmer mages his tests from year 
to year and fertilizes his soil accordingly, we 
will have land that ylelds twenty-five to 
thirty bushels from year to year to the acre, 
as it does in Germany and Engiand, instead 
of the twelve bushels that is now the aver- 
age in the exhausted lands of the United 
States.”’ 2 


Chronometer That Regulates a City. 


ROM a fireworke point of view, last 

Monday, July 5, was the quictest 

in years at Tre TRIBUNE corner, 

Dearborn and Madison streets. 

} But all day long and into the night 
something was doing on the pave- 

ment level at the northeast corner 

of Tue TRIBUNE building, 88 Madison. 


The Potter chronometer, thirty odd years a 
landmark in the jeweler’s window at that 
number, wae gone! Gone. without a trace of 
its going. The plate glass front of the shop 
was whole. The empty case of the chro- 
nometer was in piece, showing only a cav- 
ernous. depth of nothing. The shop was 
closed. Where was the old timepiece by which 
in these thirty odd years probably ten million 
watches had been set, slow or fast, and with- 
out question, no matter what the watch itself 
may have cost? ; 

Well. Mr. Bernhardt, who has been re- 
sponsible for the famous timepiece for twen- 
ty-eight years, decided that the chronometer 
ought to be cleaned and so had sneaked it out 
of its case, leaving the. unsuspecting public 
outside holding the watch! 

On Tuesday, however, the Chicago public— 

the seven years since the new 
Tribune. building. was. completed has.almost 
worn the cement and glass sidewalk through 


opposite the window—broke in with its ques- 
nings. 
a: What's the matter with the chronometer? 
here is it?” 
fee day long a procession of watch owners 
stepped inside with interrogations. In that 
one day. inside, 300 watches were set by the 
shop regulator on the wall while the watch 
owner wrinkled his doubts into his face as he 
did so. The regulator might be right, yee, but 
it wasn’t the chronometer. On Wednesday 
the procession started anew and about noon, 
swamped, Mr. Bernhardt prepared an an- 
nouncement on a piece of paper, placing it on 
the chronometer case in the window, an- 
nouncing that the timepiece nad been taken 
out for cleaning and would be restored to 
place as soon as possible. And it may be in 
its case tomorrow morning. 

Oniy the old Chicago citizen passing THE 
TRIBUNE corner for years can appreciate how 
much disappointment and questioning the 
absence of the old English timepiece from the 
shop window has caused in this last week.. 
Day or night, year after year. this old eiti- 
gen scarcely can remember 4 time when, 
stopping there to compare hie watch, he has 
not’ found another person there, or had him 
step up before his correction yond: na get 
Cleaning. the. chronometer; , 
job, requiring only a dey and @ half for the 


work. But to regulate it again to its old time 
efficiency is quite another thing and may 
require the greater part of a week. For in 


its wildest’ moments this old chronometer | 


hasn't deviated more than eight seconds in 
a month, while there are months and months 
in its history when it hasn't varied a full 
second 


Twice a month, however, by Western Union 
ticker service from the observatory at Wash- 
ington. the chtonometer is checked up. In 
the observatory the national regulator at 
each swing ,of its pendulum makes and 
breaks an electric circvit, which clicks the 
time dot to Chi . It ts this electric click 
of the ticker which checks up the chronome- 
ter in its bimonthly tests. But between tests 
the cli chronometer runs on its own hook, 
and there are §1, watches in Chicago 
which. held before the window and showing 
three seconds off by it, are changed without a 
«host of questioning. by the owners. The 
error is in the watch—not in the chronometer. 

But one of these G@nys there may be a new 
chronometer in the window. It isn’t decided 
wholly, but after all these years, ticking out 
the life of a generation, this cleaning of the 
old timepiece has showh that a: newer one.

and one-half of our country. It seems to have been the 
destiny of this vast area of arid land to lie fallow during 
centuries of Eastern development until a new era of agri- 
culture should unlock its resources.

BACKS CRITICISM 
OF SUPREME COURT 


Justice Carter Thinks It Was 
Not Definite in Recent 
Primary Decision. 


REGRETS LACK OF ADVICE 


Believes Instructions Should 
Have Been Offered to Illi- 
nois Lawmakers. 


Springfield, Iil., July 10. —([Special. ]—Re- 
cent criticism of the Illinois Supreme court 
because of its failure to aid legislation by 
more definite opinions finds support in a 

“ specially concurring " opinion Justice Car- 
ter has filed in the primary election case de- 
cided at the last term oi court 

This opinion of Justice Carter was not in 
the batch of documents made publi~ at the 
time the frimary election decision was 
handed down and its existence first became 
generally known when advance copics of the 
opinion were sent out by Court Reporter 
Phillips from his office in Bloomington.. It 
was probably written by Justice Carter after 
the court adjourned, though it has been as- 
certained that the views it contains were 
expressed by him during the consideration 
of the case. 

Justice Carter declares that the court, in 
addition to pointing out the unconstitutional 
features of the primary election law, should 
have told the legislature how it would be pos- 
sible to frame a law of this character which 
would meet the constitutional requirements 
or inform it definitely that no such thing is 
possible. His own view is that a constitu- 
tional enactment can be had and that the 
problem of nominating legislators can be 
solved by permitting the cumulative plan at 
primary elections, as well as at the regular 
election. 


Believes in Definite Expressions. 

Following is the text of Justice Carter’s 
** specially concurring ’’ opinion: 

“ The conclusion reached in the foregoing 
opinion as to the unconstitutionality of the 
primary law necessarily follows from what 
was said in people vs. board of election com- 
missioners [221 I11., 9] and Rouse vs. Thomp- 
son [228 id., 522]. This separate opinion is 
written because of my belief that the court 
should have set forth, in definite and explicit 
terms, its views concerning nominations, un- 
der a direct primary of candidates for repre- 
sentatives in the general assembly. 

“The law on the question as laid down in 
the Rouse case seems to have been misunder- 
stood by the legislature in drafting the act 
here under consideration. It was there stated 
that the senatorial) committee, by resolution 
or otherwise, might ‘ suggest to the voters of 
their respective parties the number of can- 
didates that ought to be selected by their 
party at the primary election, for representa- 
tive in the general assembly, and to have 
such suggestion placed in some form upon 
the official primary ballot for the guidance of 
the individual voter.’ 


Committee Must Trust Loyalty. 

‘‘ Manifestly, from that decision the com- 
mittee could only advise the votes and trust 
to their party loyalty to follow that advice. 
If three or more persons received votes for 
representative in the general assembly in a 
given senatorial district, whether the names 
“of such persons were printed on the primary 
ballot or were written in by the voters them- 
selves, then the three persons receiving the 
highest number of votes must have had their 
names printed on the official election ballot 
regardless of any resolution or suggestion 
of the senatorial committee advising that a 
less .number be nominated. 

‘* This, it seems to me, is the necessary con- 
clusiow to be drawn from the Rouse case. 
That might result in the nomination of three 
candidates for each party in many if not all 
of the senatorial districts. 

‘‘ The only way in which minority represen- 
tation can be made effective under that de- 
cision by a direct primary law will be for the 
voters of the minority party in a given sen- 
atorial district to cumulate their ballots on 
election day for one or two candidates. 


Says Question Is Left Obscure. 

‘‘The opinion in this case states: ‘If each 
political party were required to nominate 
three candidates it would render nugatory 
the constitutional provision for minority 
representation.’ From this language, taken 
in connection with all that is said in the 
opinion on the question of legislative nomina- 
tions, it might be fairly argued that the court 
here intended to overrule, in effect, the Rouse 
case on this subject. But the question is 
left more or less obscure. No attempt is made 
in this opinion to point out particularly just 
how any direct primary law can be made 
effective as to nominations for representa- 
tives in the general assembly. 

“My own views touching the effect of the 
constitutional provisions as to such nomina- 
tions are set forth at some length in the dis- 
senting opinion in the Rouse case, but it was 
decided by the court in that case that the 
section of the constitution referring to mi- 
nority representation applied not only to the 
election of candidates for representatives in 
the general assembly but to their nomination 
under direct primaries. 


Gives Definition of Primary. 


“Tt is now the settled law in this state 
that a primary is an election as to all can- 
didates to be nominated thereunder. 

‘This being so, a qualified voter under any 
direct primary law is entitled to vote at the 
primary for three candidates for representa- 
tives in the general assembly—one vote for 
each—or to camulate his three votes on one 
or two candidates, the same as at an election. 

‘“ after all the legislation and litigation on 
this subject, the legislative branch of the 
government should be told, clearly and ex- 
plicitly, just, what conditions must be met 
in order to draft a constitutional law govern- 
ing legislative nominations by direct pri- 
mary. 

“If such a law cannot be drafted without 
rendering ‘nugatory the constitutional pro- 
visions for minority representation,’ as inti- 
mated in the majority opinion in this case, 
then, in my judgment, the court should state 
such fact in language that cannot be misun- 


derstood.”

Guthrie, Okla., July 10.—Anxious to emu- 
late the strenuous life and carry out their 
father’s instructions to “* toughen up,’’ Tem- 
ple and Louis Van Abernathy, aged 5 and 8, 
sons of United States Marshal John Aber- 
nathy, expect to leave late today for a 1,300 
mile horseback trip. 

They will travel alone through Oklahoma, 
Texas. and New Mexico to Roswell, N. M. 
‘*‘Sam.”’ the famous cow pony mount for 
Roosevelt during his Oklahoma wolf hunting 
trip. will carry Louls. Temple will ride 
** Geronimo.”’ 

Both ponies are trained in “ catching 
wolves alive’’ expeditions. The boys have 
been limited by their father to thirty-five 
miles a day.

APPEAL FOR PRIMARY RELIEF 


—~ 


City and County Officials Will 
Petition Gov. Deneen. 


ASK RIGHT TO PAY BILIS. 


Want Recommendation Incladed in 
Call for Special Session- 


An appeal to Gov. Deneen and the state leg- 
isiature to enable the city and county offi- 
cials to pay the costs of the two primary 
elections of last spring, which now are held 
up because of the Supreme court’s ruling in- 
validating the law under which they were 
held, will.be made before the governor issues 
a call for the special session he now has in 
contemplation. 

This decision was reached at a conference 
held yesterday in the offices of County Judge 
Lewis Rinaker—the judicial head of the 
county election machinery—at which Judge 
Rinaker, the three election commissioners, 
and Chief Clerk John C. Cannon and Attor- 
ney Frank D. Ayers of the board were pres- 
ent. 

It was agreed that in the present situation 
no means can be found whereby the $90,000 
due for clerks’ and judges’ fees and polling 
place rentals can be paid, and that enabling 
legislation by the legislature will be neces- 
sary before the obligations can be met le- 
gally. 

Want It Mentioned in Call. 


For that reason it was determined unani- 
mously that Gov. Deneen be urged through 
every channel possible to includé the needed 
legislation in his call—since no business not 
thus mentioned can be considered on that oc- 
casion—for the special session of the legis- 
lature that he probably will issue for Novem- 
ber. It was this method of meeting the pre- 
dicament that was followed when primary 
law No. 2 was wiped out. 

Various city and county officials had hoped 
that a less weighty means of escape from 
their difficulty might be found. It was 
thought the city council in the fall might 
pars an ordinance for the payment of the ex- 
penses of the municipal primary of Feb. 23, 
and Deputy County Controller Monaghaa 
was endeavoring to reach Attorney D. K. 
Tone, who obtained an injunction restraining 
the payment.of the costs of the April ju- 
dicial nominations, and persuade him to 
amend his bill before the writ finally is issued. 

At the conference both of these methods 
were found faulty, and thg decision to take 
the matter to the lawmakers responsible for 
the trouble was reached. 


Says Justice Demands It. 

“We were all convinced that was the only 
way in which we could find relief,’ said 
Chief Clerk Cannon, “‘ and we will make every 
effort to have the necessary bill passed this 
fall. 

“It was the unanimous opinion of those 
present that justice demands the payment 
of all the obligations incurred by the two 
primaries. Those men acted under a law 
that was velid a‘ the time. They not only 
cid the work conscientiously and faithfully, 
but many of them deserted their own werk 
and personal business to take care of their 
electoral duties. Why, under the law the 
task was compulsory. They had nochoice of 
accepting or refusing it. Had they refused 
they would have been culpable under the 
law. 

“There are about 9,000 claims against the 
eity, all of which are valid and just. Some- 
thing must be done and we believe that we 
can accomplish results in this way.’’ 

Deputy County Controller Monaghan was 
equally as fervid in his declarations that the 
claims are equitable and should be paid. He 
asserted they should not be invalid any more 
than should be the nominations under the 
same law. 


ESKIMO BOY, PEARY’S PROTEGE, 
SAYS HE’LL FIND NORTH POLE. 


Tires of Civilization and Declares He 
Will Take Expedition of His Own to 
Point Long Sought. 


New York, July 10.—[Special. ]—Mene Wal- 
lace, the Eskimo boy, brought to the United 
States in 1896 by Commander Peary, has had 
shis fill of civilization and started back for the 
frozen north today on the steamer Rosalind. 

His last word was that he himself would 
discover the north pole next summer. He 
said he would take an expedition of Eskimos 
alone to the pole; that they whuld be able 
to reach it because they could stand the cold 
that the white men feared. 

‘I probably shall never come back,” stated 
the Eskimo, and later admitted that he had 
signed an agreement with the secretary of 
the Peary club, promising to remain in the 
north. Chester L. Beecroft, who has taken 
care of the young man for some tine, was 
at the steamer to see him off, and as they 
shook hands for the last time Mene showed 
no regret that he was leaving. 

He will go to St. Johns on the Rosalind and 
later will take a ninety-eix ton schooner, 
which is to be loaded with pr:visi1s for 
Peary. On this vessel he will go farther 
north: to Etah to find his own people. 

“T] think that I can fin@ my uncle,” said 
the Eskimo. ‘I have no regret at leaving. 
Although I made two or three good friends 
here, I don’t like the people. They didn’t 
treat me right. They wanted me to promise 
to let them have my brains for examination 
after I was dead, to compare them with other 
men. and they asked me to submit to all 
kinds of experiments to see how different I 
was from others. I don't think that was the 
proper way to treat a human being.”

The composition of steel rails has long 
been the subject for investigation by railroed 
engineers and has been actively discussed 
in reports to the various railroad technica§ .

Think Rails Best Possible. ] 

The steel companies, however, have prow 
tested that the steel rails turned out undew ' 
the best processes at the present time cam. 
hardly be improved. The block signal an@ 
train contro] board may now come to be the. 
referee in the controversy. 

The New York Central has made @xtensive 
experiments with titanium alloy rails, 5,008 
tons of which have been laid on curves jus§ 
outside of the’ Grand Central station im 
New York, and the results thus far shown 
have been so satisfactory that a large part. 
of a recent order for 100,000 tons of nails 
will be treated with titanium. This adds‘ 
about $3.50 a ton to the cost of the raila

HERE was something of a lull m the 
real estate market last week as re- 
flected by surface indication, thet is, 
sales announced or filed for rec- 
ord. Much of this was due to the 

absence from the city of brokers and large 
operators who left late the previous week, 
just prior to the Fourth, and remained away 
@ large part of last week. 

As the result of this several important deals 
which were expected to be put through early 
in the week failed to materialize, while un- 
expected snags caused one or two others to 
go over, so that altogether it was not a good 
week for those large and in many cases sen- 
sational transactions which have been con 
spicuous features of the market for several 
weeks past. 

There possibly, too, was some natural reac- 
tion from the excited buying movement 
which has prevailed in the South State street 
and Wabash and Michigan avenue districts 
for several weeks. 

Some of this is due to a disposition on the 
part of some operators to wait for an official 
announcement of the plans of the Western 
Indiana road regarding its proposed new sta- 
tion, whether it is to be at Twelfth or Polk 
streets, and whether the work of construction 
is to begin in the comparatively near future, 
while there is little doubt, also, that the mar- 
ket is being slowed by the high figures at 
which owners are holding their properties in 
that district. wee 

So rapidly have figures been marked up in 
some localities, and in many instances, se- 
cured, that owners generally seem @isposed 
to get all the profit to be possibly had for a 
considerable time in the future, with the re- 
sult that many would-be investors are hold- 
ing off. 


Active Inquiry Reported. 

It-esnay ee, as has been suggested, that buy- 
ers have not yet become accustomed to this 
higher standard of values and that as soon 
as buying begins on thie basis there will bea 
renewal of the activity which has prevailed 
@uring the last few weeks. Still an active 
inquiry is reported all through the district, 
with reports also of several important deals 
practically closed, and if the directors of the 
Western Indiana report definitely in favor of 
@ new station this week, agis expected, there 
ie kelly to be a renewal, but on a larger scale, 
of the excited buying which has prevailed 
in this district during several weeks. 

During the week record was made of four 
er five purohases by the road in the 
block between Polk and Taylor streets on 
Gtate street, and, while considerations were 
withheld, it is said that $3,500 a front foot 
was reached in the case of one property, 
fhat formerty belonging to Simon Mande} at 
the northwest corner of Taylor street, while 
gome tmside lots toward Polk street are also 
gaid to have brought nearly these figures. 

Tt also was stated late in the week that 
the road had secured all but one holding in 
the block, and was in a fair way of acquiring 
that in a few days, thus clearing the way 
for building operations without the long de- 
lay which the Northwestern road was put 
to by reagon of the large number of con- 
@emnation cases which it was forced to 
prorecute. . 


Discuss White Deal Failure. 
Amother event of decided interest during 
tne’ week, involving property in another part 
of the city, wes the official announcement 
by the Association of Commerce that it def- 
initely had abandoned its efforts to secure 
the White property on Washington street, 
nearly opposite the new city hall, as a site 
for a great office builiing, which was at the 
game time to serve as a home for the asso 
ciation. 

So confident have been the statements 
given out at the headquarters of the associa- 
tion regarding the prospects of this project 
that brokers, like the public generally, came 
to regard it as practically assured. The 
announcement, therefore, that it had fallen 
through aroused much comment among 
brokers, some of whom had been figuring, 
on behalf of clients, on the property prior 
to the time the association secured its option 
-of purchase, and it is known that some of 
these have again taken the matter up ac- 
tively. ; 

From the character of some of the would-be 
purchasers there seems to be Httle doubt that 
the property will pass into the hands of some 
of these in the near future unless the Whites 
are unreasonable in their demands. In the 
event the property is sold the present ruins 
om the premises will soon give way to a 
great commercial and office building, which 
should serve to stimulate values in that par- 
ticular vicinity as well as throughout the 
northwestern part of the lop district 


Property Owners Disappointed. 

The failure of the association to 
through its plans in connection with this 
property occasioned considerable disappoint: 
ment to property owners in the district indi- 
oated for the reason that they believed the 
prestige of the association's ownership of 
the property as well as the building plans 
contemplated would materially stimulate 
values thereabouts. This probably is true, 
but if the property is adequately improved 
much benefit is also certain to result to the 
@strict indicated. 

The failure of the project is interesting for 
two reasons. In the first place, it marks the 
second option on property in the loop district 

which the holder has been compelled to 
abandon, the other being the Lobenstine 
property at the southeast corner of Jackson 
boulevard and Plymouth. place, which passed 
into the hands of Richard W. Sears of Sears, 
Roebuck & Co. about six weeks ago for about 
$90.000. It marks also the failure of another 
promising plem to get the White property 
into strong and progressive hands. 


Besides the purchases by the Western In- | 


diana road and one or two others by private 
interests in that district, one of the most in- 
teresting announcements of the week was 
the report of the practical closing of the deal 
by which the White Steamer company isto 
secure new quarters on Wabash avenue oppo- 
gpite Twenty-seventh street extended on a lot 
125x100 feet which George Holt is toimprove 
with a reinforced concrete fireproof building 
to cost about $160,000 or $170,000. The inva- 
sion of Wabash at this point by such a promi- 
ment concern as the White company isa de- 
cided innovation, and it may be the precursor 
of others of a similar character.

BUILDING SHOWS HEAVY GAINS. 


Reports from Leading Cities Indicatea 
Busy Year—Phenomenal Ad- 
vance in Chicago. 


Bullding operations continue to show heavy 
gains in all parts of the country. In the ac- 
companying table, which hes been compiled 
from official reports to Construction News, it 
will be seen that permits were taken out in 
June in fifty of the leading cities for the con- 
struction of 14,880 buildings at an estimated 
cost of $57,614,974, against 13,448 buildings 
aggregating in cost $51,448,406 for the same 
month a year ago, an increase of 1,437 build- 
ings and $6,170.568,a gain of 12percent. The 
figures in detail are as follows:

In fifteen of the fifty cities there were de- 
creases. This is not large in number and for 
the most part they have little influence upon 
the general situation, with perhaps the ex- 
ception of New York City, in which it seems 
difficult to reconcile a decrease from the 
figures a year ago, $16,969.190 to $11,704,725, 
or 81 per cent, for the month just closed. A 
decrease of $4.000,000 or $5,000,000, even in a 
city in which the totals are so big, is an im- 
portant matter, but it will be readily appre- 
ciated that the granting of permits for two 
or three unusually big buildings in June a 
year ago and’ their absence this year would 
bring this about. The decrease in the other 
cities cuts little figure, as they are in places 
where building has been active for a long 
time and are now in a fairly healthy state 
and they are so remote that they have little 
bearing on the general situation. 

The Pacific coast cities make a good show- 
ing. their continual growth and activity betng 
a phenomenal feature of the trend of events 
in this country at the present time. In so far 
as a decrease In any one section of the coun- 
try is concerned the nearest approach to it is 
in the south, where a mild recession from the 
high figures and the almost continuous activ- 
ity of the same time past is noted. In St. 
Louis, for example, there is a mild decrease 
of 2 per cent, New Orleange 2, Mobile 4. Bir- 
mingham 64, Atlanta 7, while this is more than 
offset by the handsome increase in Louisville 
of 94 per cent, Chattanooga 150, and Daj- 
las 57. 


Building, Loans, Leases. 
Building continues on a phenomenally large 
scale in Chicago and if the present rate is 
maintained during the second half of the 
year the gross totals will approximate 60 per 
cent more than during any previous year in 
the history of the city and will reach the 
$100,000,000 mark. The figures as given out 
by the city bullding department for the first 
half of the year are 6.069 permits with a total] 
frontage of 165,506 feet and a cost of $50,028,- 
180, as against 5,405 permits with a frontage 
of 151,388 feet and a cost of $29,375,875 for the 
corresponding period of 190K

The time in which to object to the discharge 
of Thaw expires today and the objections 
filed come as a surprise. 
By a recent order of court Thaw wasgrant 
ed leave to file his petition of discharge with 
out having personally appeared before a 
meeting of his creditors. Had the objection 
not been filed the bankrupt would, in all 
probability, have been released from bank 
ruptcy today. In the event that the objection 
is sustained the entire matter again will 
g0 netene the referee in bankruptcy, W. & 
air.
